The  Board  of  Eailroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submits 
its  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report. 

Massachusetts  Raileoad  Corporations. 

Forty-eight  railroad  corporations,  whose  roads  are  located 
wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  have  made  the 
annual  returns  required  by  law  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1897. 

The  Chester  &  Becket,  a  new  corporation  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes,  having 
substantially  completed  its  road,  which  is  practically  a  branch 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany,  has  made  its  first  return  and  is  added 
to  the  list  of  companies. 

The  Martha's  Vineyard,  a  narrow-gauge  railroad,  not  having 
been  operated  the  past  year,  and  being  in  a  ruinous  and  aban- 
doned condition,  apparently  without  responsible  corporate  or 
private  ownership  or  control,  has  been  dropped  from  the  list. 

The  Worcester  &  Shrewsbury,  also  a  narrow-gauge  road, 
having  been  leased  to  the  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Rail- 
way Company  and  made  a  part  of  the  system  of  that  company, 
has  been  transferred  from  the  railroad  to  the  street  railway 
list. 

This  makes  the  number  of  railroad  corporations  one  less 
than  in  the  last  report. 

The  Fall  River  was  consolidated  September  30,  1896,  with 
the  Old  Colony,  but  has  made  a  return  for  the  three  months  of 
the  fiscal  year  up  to  the  date  of  consolidation. 

During  the  year  the  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  and  the 
Milford  &  Woonsocket  have  been  severally  leased  to  the  New 
England  for  terms  of  five  years  from  April  1,  1897,  and  the 
lease  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  to  the  New  England  has 
been  materially  amended  in  some  of  its  provisions. 
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Of  the  forty-eight  corporations  making  returns  as  above,  only 
twelve  were  engaged  in  actual  railroad  operation.  The  roads 
of  thirty-four  companies  were  leased  to  and  operated  by  other 
companies,  and  the  roads  of  the  two  remaining  companies  were 
not  completed.  Five  of  the  twelve  operating  companies  —  the 
Boston  &  Albany,  Boston  &  Maine,  Fitchburg,  New  England, 
and  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  —  operated  over  97  per 
cent  of  the  railroad  mileage,  and  conducted  nearly  99  per  cent 
of  the  entire  passenger  and  freight  traffic,  covered  by  this 
report. 

Railroad  Mileage. 

There  was  an  apparent  decrease  the  last  year  of  11.450  miles 
in  the  length  of  railroad  line  in  this  State.  The  Martha's  Vine- 
yard, with  a  mileage  of  8.780  miles,  having  been  dropped  as 
above  stated,  and  the  Worcester  &  Shrewsbury,  with  a  mileage 
of  2.700  miles,  having  been  transferred  to  the  street  railway 
list,  make  a  reduction  of  11.480  miles,  and  there  was  a  gain 
of  .030  miles  by  remeasurement.  An  addition  of  13.910  miles 
of  second,  third  and  fourth  main  track,  and  of  3.920  miles  of 
side  track,  was  made  to  the  existing  roads  within  the  State. 

There  are  now  in  Massachusetts  2,101.860  miles  of  main  and 
branch  railroad  line.  There  are  besides  920.907  miles  of  sec- 
ond, third  and  fourth  main  track,  and  1,271.667  miles  of  side 
track  —  making  the  total  length  of  railroad  track  within  the 
State  4,294.434  miles.  The  following  table  gives  the  length 
of  railroad  line  and  track  in  this  State,  June  30,  1897,  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year  :  —

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A  comparison  of  the  foregoing  tables  will  show  that  of  the 
3,516  miles  of  railroad  line  owned  by  Massachusetts  companies, 
1,414  miles  are  outside  the  State  ;  and  of  the  4,744  miles  oper- 
ated, 2,642  miles  are  outside  the  State.  In  other  words,  about 
two-fifths  of  the  total  mileage  owned,  and  more  than  one-half 
of  the  total  mileage  operated,  by  the  companies  whose  business 
is  covered  by  this  report,  are  located  in  other  States. 


Cost  and  Capital  Investment  per  Mile. 

The  roads  of  the  Massachusetts  companies  are  all  of  the 
standard  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches,  with 
the  exception  of  three  roads  whose  gauge  is  three  feet.  The 
aggregate  length  of  the  narrow-gauge  roads  is  46.70  miles,  of 
which  29.92  miles  are  located  in  this  State. 

The  average  cost  of  construction  of  standard-gauge  road,  as 
it  stands  on  the  books  of  the  companies,  is  $79,137.43  per  mile 
of  road  owned,  and  the  average  cost  of  equipment  is  approxi- 
mately $8,142.43  —  making  together  $87,279.86  per  mile.  The 
average  cost  of  construction  of  narrow-gauge  road  is  $40,802.68 
per  mile,  with  $6,667.72  for  equipment  —  or  a  total  of  $47,- 
470.40  per  mile. 

In  reckoning  or  comparing  cost  per  mile,  the  length  of  second, 
third  and  fourth  main  track  should  be  taken  into  account.  The

Review  of  the  Year. 

Detailed  and  summary  statements  of  the  business  operations 
and  financial  results  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  for  each  of  the 
companies  and  for  all  of  them  combined,  will  be  found  on  sub- 
sequent pages  of  the  report. 

The  exhibit  for  the  year  has  been  in  some  respects  disap- 
pointing. At  the  close  of  the  preceding  year,  it  was  hoped 
that  the  tide  had  fairly  turned,  and  that  a  period  of  full  recovery 
and  prosperous  growth  had  at  last  set  in.  This  did  not  prove 
to  be  the  fact.  On  the  contrary,  the  traffic  and  revenues  of  the 
companies  for  the  last  year  show  a  falling  oflT  in  every  particu- 
lar from  those  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1896.  This 
shrinkage  was,  however,  very  nearly  counterbalanced  by  strict 
economy  and  a  marked  reduction  in  operating  expense.      The 
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freight  rate  reached  its  lowest  average  point  on  the  railroads  of 
this  State,  at  1.25  cents  per  ton  mile. 

As  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  there  was  in  round 
numbers  a  decrease  of  $2,951,700  in  gross  earnings  from  oper- 
ation, of  $2,949,100  in  operating  expense,  and  of  $2,600  in 
net  earnings  from  operation.  The  net  divisible  income  from 
all  sources  was  $157,900  less  than  the  year  before,  and  the 
amount  of  dividends  declared  was  $262,000  greater;  so  that  a 
surplus  of  $364,750  for  the  year  1896  was  changed  into  a  defi- 
cit of  $55,150  for  the  year  1897.  The  gross  surplus  of  the 
companies  was,  however,  increased  by  the  amount  of  $1,206,- 
950;  indicating  that  approximately  $1,262,100  had  been  ex- 
pended out  of  current  income  in  construction,  equipment,  and 
other  additions  to  permanent  property. 

The  average  rate  of  dividend  paid  on  the  total  amount  of 
outstanding  capital  stock,  was  5.60  per  cent  —  an  advance  from 
5.49  per  cent  the  previous  year.  The  rate  on  the  capital  stock 
of  the  thirty-three  dividend-paying  companies,  amounting  to 
$179,310,867,*  was  6.43  per  cent,  as  against  6.32  per  cent  the 
year  before.  Fifteen  companies,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of 
$26,360,785,  paid  no  dividends. 

The  average  dividend  rate  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  leased 
roads  was  6.32  per  cent,  while  that  on  the  capital  stock  of  the 
operating  roads  was  only  5.32  per  cent.  The  burden  of  long 
leases,  with  a  high  guaranteed  dividend  rental,  is  in  some  cases 
already  sensibly  felt,  or  is  anticipated  with  increasing  anxiety ; 
and  the  acquisition,  by  exchange  or  purchase,  of  the  stocks  of 
the  leased  roads  which  impose  such  fixed  charge  upon  the  earn- 
ings of  the  lessee  company,  even  at  the  enhanced  and  artificial 
stock  values  created  by  the  lease  itself,  is  proposed  as  a  neces- 
sary policy  or  measure  of  relief. 

The  volume  of  traflSc  and  revenue  for  each  of  the  past  two 
years,  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1893, 
—  the  last  year  of  normal  growth  and  prosperity  in  railroad, 
operation,  —  and  the  shrinkage  in  1897  as  compared  with  1896, 
are  shown  in  the  table  on  the  opposite  page. 


*  This  amount  includes  the  common  stoclt  of  these  companies,  on  which,  in  some 
cases,  no  dividend  was  paid.  In  the  statement  in  last  year's  report,  page  8,  the  common 
stock  on  which  no  dividend  was  paid,  was  not  included. 
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It  may  perhaps  be  taken  as  a  sign  of  some  promise  for  the 
future  that  the  gross  earnings  of  the  five  leading  Massachusetts 
companies,  for  the  fir^t  quarter  of  the  current  railroad  year, 
ending  September  30,  1897,  show  an  increase  of  $1,166,196, 
or  6.14  per  cent,  over  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1896  ;  and 
the  net  earnings,  an  increase  of  $939,945,  or  15.22  per  cent. 

Volume  of  Passengee  Traffic. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decline  during  the  last  four  years 
in  the  annual  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the  railroads  of 
the  Massachusetts  companies.  For  the  ten  years  up  to  and  in- 
cluding the  year  1893,  there  had  been  an  average  increase  of 
nearly  5,825,000  passengers  per  year.  For  the  four  years  since 
1893,  there  has  been  an  average  decrease  of  over  4,766,000 
passengers  per  year.  Stated  in  another  way^  121,807,945  pas- 
sengers were  carried  in  1893,*  and  102,743,890  in  1897  — a 
decrease  of  19,064,055  passengers,  or  15.65  per  cent,  in  the 
four  years. 

The  total  passenger  mileage  or  miles  travelled  on  these  roads 
has  diminished  in  the  same  four  years  only  6.66  per  cent.  This 
is  explained  by  or  corresponds  with  the  fact  that  the  average 
length  of  journey  per  passenger  has  increased  from  14.56  miles 
in  1893  to  16.29  miles  in  1897,  or  nearly  12  per  cent;  and 
tends  to  show  that  there  has  been  a  greater  falling  off  in  local 
or  short- distance  travel  than  in  long-distance  or  through  travel. 

This  decline  in  the  volume  of  passenger  traffic  has  been  con- 
temporaneous with  the  severe  and  prolonged  commercial  de- 
pression which  set  in  just  after  the  close  of  the  railroad  year 
1893,  and  also  with  the  remarkable  development  of  the  electric 
railway  system.  How  far  the  shrinkage  in  passenger  traffic 
may  be  due  to  the  former  cause,  as  affecting  the  general  amount 
of  travel  for  business  or  pleasure,  and  how  far  to  the  competi- 
tion and  diversion  of  local  and  suburban  travel  by  the  electric 
railways,  is  an  interesting  question,  but  one  which  cannot  be 
answered  with  any  very  close  approach  to  statistical  exactness. 
The  number  of  passengers  carried  from  day  to  day  and  from 
year  to  year  on  different  railroad  routes,  and  between  different 


*  Including  tho  number  carried  in  that  year  on  the  Concord  &  Montreal,  which  has 
since  become  a  part  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  system. 
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points  on  each  route,  is  a  matter  of  almost  endless  detail,  and 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  obtain  these  data  by  systematic 
returns  from  the  companies. 

Railroad  Travel  to  and  from  Boston. 

The  companies  whose  roads  terminate  in  the  city  of  Boston 
have,  however,  been  required  to  report  from  year  to  year  the 
number  of  passengers  carried  to  and  from  this  city  ;  though  no 
distinction  is  made  in  the  returns  between  suburban  and  long- 
distance passengers.  For  the  ten  years  ending  with  1893,  these 
returns  showed  an  average  increase  in  the  annual  number  of 
railroad  passengers  carried  to  and  from  Boston,  of  nearly 
2,500,000  per  year.  Since  1893,  they  have  shown  an  average 
decrease  in  the  annual  number  of  such  passengers  of  about 
1,722,600  per  year. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  passengers  carried 
to  and  from  Boston,  in  the  years  1893  and  1897,  on  each  of  the 
six  railroads  which  have  a  terminus  in  this  city,  with  the  per- 
centage of  decrease  in  such  passengers  on  each  and  on  all  of 
these  roads ;  the  three  railroads  which  enter  on  the  north  side 
of  the  city  being  also  grouped  separately  from  the  three  which 
enter  on  the  south  side  :  —

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It  appears  that  the  railroads  entering  Boston  on  the  north 
have  suffered  in  the  last  four  years  a  diminution  of  13.2  per 
cent  in  the  annual  number  of  passengers  carried  to  and  from  the 
city  ;  and  those  entering  on  the  south  of  11  per  cent.  The  loss 
of  the  New  England  road  (22.2  per  cent)  is  the  largest,  and 
that  of  the  Fitchburg  road  (4.6  per  cent)  the  least.  The  losses 
of  the  other  roads  range  about  midway  between  these  extremes, 
the  average  loss  for  the  six  roads  being  12.2  per  cent. 

Electric  Railway  Travel  to  and  from  Boston. 
In  striking  contrast  to  the  showing  of  the  railroads  in  this 
respect,  is  that  of  the  five  electric  street  railways  whose  lines 
run  from  or  into  the  city  of  Boston  —  as  appears  in  the  next 
table  :  —

It  is  seen  that  from  1893  to  1897  the  number  of  passengers 
on  the  West  End  railway,  which  carries  over  five-sixths  of 
the  whole  number  included  in  the  table,  has  increased  at  the 
rate  of  9,672,700  passengers  per  year,  amounting  to  an  in- 
crease of  28.9  per  cent  for  the  four  years;  and  on  the  five 
railways  taken  together,  at  the  rate  of  12,208,000  passengers 
per  year,  and  31.2  per  cent  for  the  four  years.  A  very  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  travel  on  these  railways  is  not,  of 
course,  travel  to  and  from  Boston  ;  but  there  is  good  reason 
to  believe  that  the  latter  travel  has  grown  at  as  rapid  a  rate,  to 
say  the  least,  as  the  other  travel  on  these  lines. 
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In  the  absence  of  data  for  a  more  exact  statement,  it  appears 
to  be  a  safe  estimate  that  in  the  last  four  years  the  annual 
amount  of  suburban  travel  to  and  from  Boston  on  the  railroad 
lines,  has  diminished  in  the  aggregate  not  less  than  10  per 
cent ;  and  on  the  electric  railway  lines,  has  increased  more 
than  25  per  cent.  This  shifting  in  the  current  of  the  traffic 
in  question  is  not  to  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  anything  that 
the  railroad  companies  have  done  or  have  failed  to  do.  It  is 
the  result  of  well  understood  changes  in  the  conditions  of  such 
transportation,  for  which  the  railroad  companies  are  not  re- 
sponsible, and  which  they  are  practically  unable  to  control. 

Electricity  in  Railroad  Operation. 

It  is  now  nearly  six  years  since  (by  St.  1892,  c.  110)  the 
railroad  corporations  of  this  State  were  "authorized  to  operate 
their  railroads  by  electricity."  It  will  be  interesting  to  note 
the  progress  that  has  thus  far  been  made  by  our  railroad  com- 
panies in  the  actual  use  of  this  motive  power. 

In  1895,  the  Nantasket  Beach  railroad,  a  spur  of  6.95  miles 
in  length  from  the  South  Shore  branch  of  the  Old  Colony  sys- 
tem, used  mainly  for  pleasure  and  excursion  travel  during  the 
summer  season,  was  reconstructed  for  electric  operation  by  the 
overhead  trolley  system.  A  description  of  this  line  and  of  the 
methods  of  its  equipment  and  successful  operation  was  given  in 
the  report  of  two  years  ago,  and  need  not  be  here  repeated. 

In  1896,  a  section  of  the  South  Shore  branch,  3.80  miles  in 
length  from  the  junction  of  the  Nantasket  Beach  line,  was 
equipped  for  electric  operation  by  the  third-rail  system,  the 
power  being  supplied  from  the  existing  power  station.  Both 
of  these  lines  are  operated  under  lease  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  ;  and  in  the  annual  state- 
ment of  the  directors  of  that  company,  dated  September  12, 
1896,  the  following  is  said  in  regard  to  the  success  of  the-latter 
experiment :  — 

The  use  of  electricity  as  a  motive  power  has  been  extended  as  fore- 
shadowed in  the  last  statement.  On  the  South  Shore  branch  of  the 
Old  Colony  system,  the  current  has  been  successfully  and  econom- 
ically conveyed  in  a  third  rail  insulated  upon  wooden  blocks  in  the 
centre  of  each  track.  The  results  have  surprised  experts,  and  it  is 
now  probable  that  a  third  rail  will  be  laid  at  various  points  upon  the 
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company's  property  during  the  year  to  come.  Short  branches  to  the 
centres  of  business  and  population  may  then  be  constructed  from  the 
company's  lines. 

The  same  company  has  also  made  preparation  for  the  use  of 
electric  motive  power  on  some  of  its  lines  in  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, —  as  appears  in  the  last  annual  statement  of  its 
directors,  dated  September  11,  1897  :  — 

During  the  fiscal  year  a  new  electric  power-house  has  been  con- 
structed at  Berlin,  Conn.  It  is  so  situated  that  the  current  may  be 
applied  in  four  different  directions  on  this  road,  and  may  also  supply 
the  New  England  railroad,  via  New  Britain,  to  Hartford  and  to 
Bristol.  Its  line  between  New  Britain  and  Hartford  has  been  run- 
ning since  May  24,  1897. 

This  further  and  fuller  statement  regarding  the  last  mentioned 
line,  is  found  in  the  recent  annual  report  of  the  New  England 
Railroad  Company,  under  date  of  September  17,  1897  :  — 

During  the  year  this  company  has  laid  a  third  rail  on  one  of  its 
tracks  and  prepared  the  track  between  Hartford  and  New  Britain  for 
operation  by  electricity.  It  has  been  so  operated  since  May  24,  1897, 
and  its  efficiency  has  been  such  that  the  company  may  extend  the 
third  rail  towards  Bristol  the  coming  year.  Frequent  and  rapid  com- 
munication certainly  develops  suburban  travel,  and  electricity  seems 
to  be  the  best  and  most  economical  power  for  this  jiurpose. 

The  section  of  the  New  England  road  referred  to,  between 
Hartford  and  New  Britain,  is  9.10  miles  long.  It  appears, 
therefore,  that  the  Massachusetts  companies  have  equipped  in 
all  19.85  miles  of  their  lines  for  electric  operation;  6.95  miles 
by  the  overhead  trolley  and  12.90  miles  by  the  third-rail 
system.  The  use  of  steam  power  on  these  lines  is  also  con- 
tinued, as  traffic  may  require. 

In  the  27th  annual  report  of  the  Board  (January,  1896,  pp. 
10-26),  the  utility  and  limitations,  in  its  present  development, 
of  electricity  as  a  motive  power  in  standard  railroad  operation, 
were  considered  at  some  length.  Nothing  appears  to  have 
occurred  since  that  time  to  call  for  a  renewal  of  the  discussion, 
or  to  require  any  substantial  revision  of  the  views  and  con- 
clusions then  expressed. 
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The  practicability  of  the  use,  under  favorable  conditions,  of 
a  third  rail  for  the  transmission  of  the  electric  current  on  sur- 
face roads  (contrary  to  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of 
electrical  experts) ,  is  perhaps  the  most  important  fact  of  more 
recent  demonstration.  The  third  rail  has  manifest  advantages 
in  point  of  practical  convenience  over  the  overhead  trolley.  It 
has  also  the  disadvantage  that  it  cannot  be  laid  with  safety 
upon  the  surface  of  highways  and  other  travelled  places  where 
crossed  by  the  railroad  at  grade,  and  is  therefore  completely 
adapted  only  to  sections  of  railroad  that  are  free  from  such 
crossings.  Neither  has  it  as  yet  been  put  to  the  test  of  all  the 
possible  vicissitudes  of  a  New  England  winter.  Improvements 
in  its  construction  or  adaptation  to  the  use  in  question,  may 
doubtless  be  made. 

Our  code  of  railroad  laws  has  been  framed  with  reference  to 
operation  by  steam  power  only.  These  laws  contain  many 
specific  provisions  and  requirements  relative  to  the  equipment 
of  locomotives  and  cars  and  trains  with  devices  and  appliances 
for  the  security  of  travellers  on  the  railroad  or  highway  and 
for  the  protection  of  employees,  or  to  the  conveyance  of  bag- 
gage and  other  property  usually  carried  on  passenger  trains, 
and  to  various  other  details  of  railroad  equipment  and  opera- 
tion. Some  of  these  statutory  regulations  will  be  found  either 
to  have  no  proper  application,  or  to  require  some  modification 
in  order  that  they  may  have  a  reasonable  application,  to  the 
rolling  stock  and  methods  of  operation  best  adapted  to  a  safe 
and  eflScient  electric  service.  There  may  be  occasion  to  ask 
the  Legislature  to  consider  some  such  changes  in  the  existing 
railroad  laws  at  the  present  session  ;  and  such  consideration  is 
respectfully  recommended. 

Railroad   Bridges. 

The  following  annual  report  on  the  railroad  bridges  in  Mas- 
sachusetts is  submitted  by  Prof.  Swain,  who,  as  the  engineer 
and  mechanical  expert  of  the  Board,  has  had  since  1887  the 
immediate  charge  of  this  department  of  railroad  supervision. 
The  report  contains  not  only  a  record  of  the  work  of  the  last 
year,  but  an  instructive  review  of  the  progress  in  matters  per- 
taining to  bridge  construction  for  a  series  of  years  :  — 
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Boston,  December  31,  1897. 

The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 

Hon.  John  E.  Sanford,  Chairiman. 

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  regard- 
ing the  railroad  bridges  of  the  State,  for  the  calendar  year  1897. 

Biennial  Reports  of  Inspection. 

According  to  the  statute  providing  for  the  inspection  of  railroad 
bridges,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1887,  biennial  reports  of  in- 
spection were  to  be  submitted  by  the  railroad  companies,  commenc- 
ing with  November  1st  of  that  year.  Had  these  reports  all  been 
submitted  punctually  on  that  date,  and  every  two  years  thereafter, 
the  sixth  biennial  reports  would  have  been  made  last  month.  The 
first  reports,  however,  were  not  all  promptly  submitted,  and  during 
the  ten  years  which  have  elapsed,  the  condition  of  things  has  come 
to  be  that  the  reports  are  submitted  from  different  companies  at  dif- 
ferent times,  but  at  intervals  of  two  years.  In  some  cases  the  re- 
ports for  different  divisions  of  the  same  road,  as,  for  instance,  the 
Boston  &  Maine,  do  not  come  in  together.  This  arrangement  is 
more  convenient  for  the  engineers  of  the  railroads  and  also  for  the 
work  of  this  office.  The  sixth  report,  however,  has  already  been 
received  for  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad,  the  Western  division 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine,  the  Grafton  &  Upton,  the  Boston,  Revere 
Beach  &  Lynn,  the  Fitchburg,  and  all  the  divisions  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford. 

Just  ten  years  have  elapsed  since  the  passage  of  the  act  providing 
for  the  inspection  of  railroad  bridges,  and  it  may  not  be  uninteresting 
to  glance  back,  not  simply  over  the  past  year,  but  over  these  past 
ten  years. 

Comjyarative  Lengths  of  Wooden,  Stone^  and  Iron  Bridging. 
In  my  first  report,  dated  December  15,  1887,  reference  was  made 
to  the  comparative  length  of  bridging  of  wood  and  of  iron  in  this 
Commonwealth.     The  following  is  a  quotation  from  that  report :  — 

In  1867,  the  total  length  of  ii'on  bridges  in  this  State  was  but  651  feet, 
while  the  total  length  of  wooden  bridges  was  over  100,000  feet.  In  1872, 
the  total  length  of  bridges  appears  to  have  been  considerably  diminished, 
probably  by  the  filling  in  and  the  removal  of  many  short  spans,  but  the 
total  length  of  iron  bridges  had  increased  to  1,581  feet,  while  that  of 
wooden  bridges  still  exceeded  75,000  feet,  the  proportion  of  iron  to  wood 
being  about  two  per  cent  In  that  year  thcu'e  was  not  a  single  iron  bridge 
on  the  Fitchburg,  Boston  &  Lowell,  Old  Colony,  and  other  important  roads, 
and  but  125  feet  on  the  Boston  &  Albany,  222  feet  on  the  Boston  &  Maine, 
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and  244  on  the  Eastern  ;  and  all  the  bridges  built  in  that  year  by  the  Boston 
&  Albany,  Boston  &  Lowell,  Boston  &  Maine,  Fitehburg,  Old  Colony,  and 
other  long  lines,  were  of  wood. 

In  1877,  the  total  lengtli  of  iron  bridges  was  about  11,700  feet,  having 
increased  to  4,803  feet  on  the  Boston  &  Albany,  467  feet  on  the  Eastern,  904 
feet  on  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton,  1,135  feet  on  the  Old  Colony,  and 
2,126  feet  on  the  (then)  Troy  &  Greenfield.  There  were  still  but  163  feet 
on  the  Boston  &  Maine,  80  feet  on  the  Connecticut  River,  226  feet  on  the 
Fitehburg  and  the  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  combined,  and  202  feet  on 
the  New  York  &  New  England  ;  and  all  of  tlie  new  bridges  built  in  that  year 
on  such  lines  as  the  Old  Colony  and  the  New  York  &  New  England,  were 
of  wood.     The  total  length  of  wooden  bridges  was  about  107,000  feet. 

In  1879,  the  last  year  in  which  returns  were  made  to  the  Board  in  this 
form,  the  total  length  of  iron  bridges  was  13,823  feet,  having  increased  to 
5,689  feet  on  the  Boston  &  Albany,  1,512  feet  on  the  New  Haven  & 
Northampton,  and  somewhat  on  other  roads,  while  there  were  still  but  685 
feet  oil  the  Fitehburg  and  the  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  together.  The 
total  length  of  wooden  bridges  was  about  89,000  feet.  Since  1879,  the  pro- 
portion of  iron  bridges  has  increased  very  rapidly,  but  no  figures  are  at 
hand  to  admit  of  a  compai'ison  with  previous  years.  On  the  Boston  & 
Albany  there  is  now  but  one  wooden  bridge  on  the  main  line,  and  on  the 
Fitehburg  but  very  few,  so  that  practically  nearly  all  the  bridges  on  the 
latter  road  have  been  rebuilt  in  iron  since  1877,  and  on  the  Boston  &  Albany 
since  1873. 

The  following  table  shows  the  total  length  of  bridges  of  wood, 
stone,  and  iron  on  the  different  railroads  iu  this  Commonwealth  at 
the  present  time  :  —

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  length  of  iron  bridging  now  amounts 
to  about  55,000  feet,  or  nearly  11  miles,  while  the  total  length  of 
wooden  bridging  is  less  than  60,000  feet.  With  the  exception  of  pile 
bridges,  almost  all  new  bridges  which  are  now  built  are  made  of  steel, 
and  almost  all  bridges  which  are  rebuilt  are  made  of  this  material. 
In  some  instances  iron  bridges  have  within  a  few  years  been  replaced 
with  wood,  but  these  have  generally  been  cases  in  which  truss  bridges 
have  been  replaced  by  pile  or  trestle  bridges.  This  is  an  age  of  metal, 
and  the  proportional  length  of  wooden  bridging  will  undoubtedly  con- 
tinue to  diminish  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

Increase  in  Weight  of  Locomotive  and  Train  Loads. 
In  my  report  of  ten  years  ago,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  I 
called  attention  to  the  rapid  increase  in  the  loads  to  which  our  railroad 
bridges  have  been  subjected.  That  increase  has  continued.  The 
tendency  of  modern  railroading  has  steadily  been  in  the  direction  of 
heavier  engines  and  heavier  track,  with  the  object  of  being  able  to 
haul  heavier  train  loads.  Large  sums  have  also  been  expended  in 
reducing  grades  and  straightening  lines  with  the  same  object  in  view. 
In  my  first  report  I  made  the  following  statement  with  reference  to 
the  increase  in  engine  and  train  loads  :  — 

It  is  difl&cult  for  one  who  has  not  critically  followed  the  development  of 
the  locomotive,  to  realize  how  rapidly  it  has  grown  to  its  present  huge  pro- 
portions. Within  the  memory  of  men  now  living  a  single  factory — the 
Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  in  Philadelphia — has  gradually  but  rapidly 
passed  from  the  "  Old  Ironsides,"  completed  in  1832  and  weighing  some- 
thing over  five  tons,  to  the  enormous  decapod  locomotives  built  within  a 
year,  weighing  seventy-four  tons.  Up  to  the  year  1840,  the  locomotives 
built  at  these  works  had  but  one  pair  of  driving  wheels,  and  weighed  not 
more  than  thirteen  tons;  but  about  that  time  the  necessity  for  heavier 
engines  for  freight  traffic  began  to  be  felt.  New  types  were  developed 
with  two,  three  and  four  pairs  of  drivers,  and  up  to  1860, these  engines  were 
built  weighing  up  to  about  61,000  pounds,  or  more  than  30  tons.  The 
weights  continued  to  increase  rapidly,  and  by  1866  the  consolidation  type, 
with  four  pairs  of  drivers  coupled,  had  been  developed,  and  engines  of  this 
class  weighing  90,000  pounds  had  been  built.  In  1873,  consolidation  engines 
weighing  95,00i)  pounds  (82,000  pounds  on  drivers)  were  built  for  the 
Mexican  Central  railroad,  and  in  1878  a  consolidation  engine  with  water 
tank  on  the  boiler,  weighing  150,000  pounds  (100,000  pounds  on  drivers) 
and  with  driving  wheels  42  inches  in  diameter,  was  built  for  working  a 
temporary  switchback  on  the  New  Mexico  &  Southern  Pacific  railroad,  the 
maximum  grade  being  6  per  cent  or  over  300  feet  to  the  mile.  The  loaded 
tender  for  this  locomotive  weiglied  44,000  jiounds.  In  1885,  consolidation 
engines  weighing  up  to  120,000  jjounds  had  been  built,  and  a  new  type,  the 
decapod,  was  developed,  having  five  pairs  of  drivers  coupled.     Up  to  the 
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present  time  the  heaviest  consolidation  engines  built  at  these  works  weigh 
126,000  pounds,  and  the  heaviest  decapod  148,000  pounds  (133,000  pounds 
on  drivers).  These  last  engines  have  drivers  45  inches  in  diameter,  and  a 
driving-wheel  base  of  17  feet,  concentrating  therefore  nearly  8,000  pounds 
per  foot  on  the  driving-wheel  base.  The  tender  weighs  80,000  pounds  on 
four  axles.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  increase  in  the  past  ten  years 
has  been  more  rapid  than  ever  before ;  and  further  figures  from  the  works 
referred  to  show  that  since  1881  the  most  common  types  of  engines  built 
by  them  have  increased  in  weight  by  from  10  to  25  per  cent. 

The  weight  of  tenders  has  also  increased  in  nearly'  like  proportion.  In 
1860,  the  tank  capacity  of  the  largest  tenders  was  from  1,800  to  2,000  gal- 
lons, and  their  weights  from  36,000  to  40,000  pounds  ;  while  to-day  the  ca- 
pacity is  from  3,000  to  3,500  gallons,  and  occasionally  reaches  4,000  gallons, 
the  corresponding  weights  being  about  60,000  and  80,000  pounds. 

The  weights  of  loaded  cars  have  likewise  increased  in  a  startling  propor- 
tion. Fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  the  heaviest  box  freight  cars  weighed, 
when  loaded,  about  42,000  pounds  on  31  feet,  or  about  1,350  pounds  per 
foot ;  long  coal  cars  weighed  about  40,000  pounds  on  22  feet,  or  about 
1,800  pounds  per  foot ;  and  short  coal  cars  weighed  19,000  pounds  on  23 
feet,  or  1,460  pounds  per  foot.  To-day,  hopper  coal  cars  are  in  use  in  some 
parts  of  the  country  which  weigh  over  3,600  pounds  per  foot,  and  on  some 
of  the  roads  of  this  State  coal  cars  are  run  weighing  probably  over  3,000 
pounds  per  foot ;  while  the  heaviest  box  freight  cars  to-day  weigh  not  less 
than  2,400  pounds  per  foot. 

The  past  ten  years  have  witnessed  a  still  further  increase  in  the 
weight  of  engines  and  tenders.  The  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works 
have  recently  constructed  a  consolidation  engine  weighing  163,000 
pounds,  with  over  147,000  pounds  on  the  drivers.  The  Brooks  Loco- 
motive Works  have  constructed  a  consolidation  engine  weighing 
180,000  pounds,  with  160,000  pounds  on  the  drivers  ;  and  the  same 
works  have  just  constructed  a  12-wheel  engine,  the  heaviest  locomo- 
tive ever  built,  which  has  a  total  weight  of  212,750  pounds,  with 
172,000  pounds  on  the  drivers.  Apparently,  therefore,  the  increase 
in  the  weight  of  engines  has  not  been  less  rapid  during  the  past  ten 
years  than  previous  to  that  time,  but,  on  the  contrary,  appears  to 
have  been  even  more  rapid  than  ever  before. 

The  weight  of  tenders  has  not  increased  quite  as  much  in  propor- 
tion as  the  weight  of  engines.  Ten  years  ago  the  heaviest  tenders 
weighed  about  80,000  pounds,  and  their  tank  capacity  occasionally 
reached  4,000  gallons.  The  heaviest  tender  which  has  recently  come 
to  my  notice  weighs  96,000  pounds. 

The  maximum  weight  on  a  single  wheel  has  increased  probably  in 
as  great  or  even  in  a  greater  proportion  than  the  weight  of  engines. 
Ten  years  ago  35,000  pounds  was  a  very  heavy  load  on  a  single  axle, 
and  was  rarely  if  ever  exceeded.     In  some  of  the  most  recent  engines 
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a  single  axle  carries  50,000  pounds,  while  40,000  or  45,000  pounds  is 
an  ordinary  weight  in  the  case  of  heavy  engines. 

The  following  paragraph  from  my  first  report,  although  written  ten 
years  ago,  holds  good  at  the  present  time,  and  may  be  repeated  :  — 

Whether  this  increase  in  the  weight  of  rolling  stock  is  still  to  continue, 
or  whether  it  has  reached  its  limit,  it  is  impossible  to  say.  Any  further 
increase  must  necessitate  a  coiTesponding  increase  in  the  weight  of  rails, 
and  must  lead  to  still  further  renewals  of  bridges ;  and  it  would  seem  as 
though  it  would  be  scarcely  economical  to  go  much  farther  than  the  point 
already  reached,  except  in  very  exceptional  cases.  But  although  it  is  a 
common  opinion  among  engineers  that  the  future  will  see  but  a  compar- 
atively small  increase,  and  that  the  economical  limit  is  about  attained,  it 
is  impossible  to  predict  with  certainty.  Assuredly  it  is  wise  to  build  new 
brid<yes  with  an  ample  margin  of  strength  to  allow  of  a  possible  increase 
in  the  near  future. 

The  above  statements  refer  in  general  to  engines  in  use  in  the 
United  States.  The  engines  in  this  State  are  not  called  upon  to  sur- 
mount such  heavy  grades  or  to  do  such  arduous  duty  as  engines  in 
other  parts  of  the  country,  and  accordingly  the  heaviest  engines  are 
not  usually  found  in  this  neighborhood.  The  following  table  shows 
the  weights  of  the  heaviest  locomotives  and  tenders  in  use  on  Mas- 
sachusetts roads  at  different  dates  from  1873  to  1897 ;  the  figures  up 
to  1887  being  taken  from  my  first  report :  —

It  appears  from  this  table  tliat  since  1887  the  weight  of  engines  on 
the  different  roads  has  increased  from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent,  and  in 
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one  case,  that  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  raih'oad, 
over  thirty  per  cent.  The  heaviest  engines  run  in  1887  on  the  Provi- 
dence or  Old  Colony  roads  weighed  about  54  tons,  while  at  the  present 
time  engines  are  run  on  portions  of  these  roads  which  weigh  72  tons, 
an  increase  of  one-third.  The  weight  of  tenders  has  also  shown  a 
considerable  increase,  perhaps  in  about  the  same  proportion  as  that 
of  engines. 

The  rapid  increase  in  train  loads  makes  clear  one  reason  why  bridges 
have  to  be  renewed.  A  designer  of  a  bridge  twenty  years  ago  could 
scarcely  be  expected  to  foresee  the  remarkable  increase  in  engine  and 
wheel  loads,  and  to  proportion  his  structure  so  liberally  that  under 
present  loads  it  would  still  have  a  sufficient  margin  of  safety.  The 
causes  which  lead  to  the  renewal  of  bridges  are  three  in  number :  rot 
or  decay,  in  the  case  of  wooden  bridges,  the  increase  in  loads,  and 
defects  in  details  by  which  the  structure  is  not  made  of  uniform 
strength  throughout.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  a  single  iron  bridge 
which  can  be  said  to  have  actually  been  worn  out  under  the  traffic. 
In  every  case  of  the  renewal  of  an  iron  bridge  which  the  experience 
of  the  past  ten  years  has  brought  to  my  knowledge,  it  has  been  either 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  loads  had  become  so  heavy  that  the 
structure  was  light  throughout,  or  because  it  was  badly  designed  in 
some  detail,  and,  while  not  light  throughout,  did  not  possess  at  the 
weakest  point  the  proper  margin  of  security.  The  question,  then. 
What  is  the  life  of  a  railroad  bridge,  meaning  by  this  how  long  will 
an  iron  structure  endure  under  the  loads  for  which  it  is  designed,  and 
provided  it  is  so  designed  as  to  be  of  uniform  strength  in  all  its 
parts,  I  am  therefore  still  unable  to  answer ;  nor  do  I  believe  that  the 
reply  to  this  question,  based  on  the  experience  in  this  country,  can 
be  given  by  anybody. 

Number  and  Description  of  Railroad  Bridges. 
The  table  on  the  following  page  gives  the  number  and  description  of 
railroad  bridges  in  this  Commonwealth,  December  31,  1897,  and  is 
the  usual  table  accompanying  my  annual  reports.  It  changes  from 
year  to  year  on  account  of  renewals,  new  bridges  which  are  built,  old 
ones  which  are  filled  or  replaced  by  pipe,  and  also  on  account  of 
errors  which  are  occcasionally  discovered  in  the  bridge  lists,  chiefly 
with  reference  to  short  bridges  very  close  to  ten  feet  in  span,  which 
is  the  minimum  limit  for  this  table.  As  explained  in  previous  reports, 
each  span  of  truss  bridge,  plate  girder  or  wooden  stringer  resting  on 
masonry  supports,  ten  feet  or  more  in  length,  is  here  counted  as  a 
bridge  ;  while  wooden  trestles  or  pile  bridges  are  counted  as  but  one 
bridge  each,  however  great  their  length. 
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Summary  of  Bridge   Work  done  since  1887. 

Looking  back  over  the  past  ten  years,  it  will  be  found  that  a  very 
large  amount  of  bridge  work  has  been  done,  principally  in  rebuilding 
and  strengthening  old  bridges.  The  table  on  the  preceding  page  gives 
the  number  of  new  bridges  built  on  each  road,  the  number  of  bridges 
rebuilt,  and  the  number  of  bridges  strengthened,  since  July,  1887, 
and  their  percentage  to  the  whole  number  of  bridges  on  each  road  at 
the  present  time. 

It  appears  from  this  table  that  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  railroad  and  on  the  New  London  Northern  railroad  over 
one  half  of  the  bridges  now  existing  are  not  more  than  ten  years  old, 
while  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  nearly  one  half  are  new,  and 
on  the  Boston  &  Albany  and  the  New  England  railroads  over  one 
third  are  new.  On  the  New  London  Northern  railroad  about 
five-sixths  of  the  bridges  are  either  new  or  have  been  considerably 
strengthened  within  ten  years. 

These  figures,  however,  as  already  stated,  do  not  shed  much  light 
on  the  question  of  the  life  of  a  railroad  bridge. 

Bridge  Work  done  in  1897. 
During  the  past  year  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  work  has 
been  done  in  rebuilding  and  strengthening  bridges,  although  many 
new  bridges  have  been  built  on  some  of  the  roads.  As  the  bridges 
of  the  State  are  brought  to  a  higher  standard,  the  necessary  renewals 
each  year  become  less  and  less  in  amount.  The  following  table  shows 
the  most  important  bridge  work  done  in  1897 :  —

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Leaving  out  of  account  minor  repairs,  the  following  is  a  more 
detailed  statement  of  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  1897  on  the 
different  roads  :  — 

On  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad^  2  I-beam  bridges  have  been 
strengthened,  3  plate  girders  replaced  by  pipe,  and  1  plate  girder 
filled. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad^  the  following  work  has  been 
done  on  the  several  divisions :  On  the  Eastern  division,  3  new 
plate  girder  bridges  have  been  built,  each  of  3  spans.  On  the 
Western  division,  1  I-beam  bridge  has  been  rebuilt,  1  plate  girder 
strengthened,  and  1  wooden  stringer  filled.     On  the  Southern  division, 

1  wooden  stringer  has  been  replaced  by  I-beams.  On  the  Central 
Massachusetts  ^W\&\on,  5  pile  bridges  have  been  rebuilt  and  3  repaired, 

2  wooden  stringers  rebuilt  as  wooden  stringers,  1  wooden  stringer 
replaced  by  I-beams,  1  new  wooden  stringer  built,  and  4  new  plate 
girder  spans  erected  in  Northampton.  On  the  Connecticut  River 
division,  6  new  plate  girder  spans  have  been  built  in  Northampton. 

On  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad,  1  pile  bridge  has 
been  rebuilt  and  another  partly  filled. 

On  the  Fitchhurg  Railroad,  3  pile  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  1 
I-beam  bridge  replaced  by  plate  girders,  4  plate  girders  strengthened, 
4  spans  of  iron  truss  strengthened,  4  new  plate  girder  spans  built  and 
1  arch  repaired. 

On  the  New  England  Railroad,  3  wooden  stringers  have  been 
rebuilt  as  wooden  stringers  and  1  replaced  by  plate  girders,  1  wooden 
trestle  rebuilt,  1  Howe  truss  which  was  burned  replaced  with  an 
iron  pin-connected  bridge,  3  wooden  stringers  strengthened,  and  2 
new  plate  girders  built. 

On  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  1  Howe  truss  has  been 
replaced  by  an  iron  riveted  truss,  1  pile  bridge  rebuilt  and  another 
provided  with  a  new  top,  and  1  wooden  stringer  filled. 

On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  the  follow- 
ing work  has  been  done  on  the  several  divisions  :  —  On  the  Spring- 
field division,  1  plate  girder  bridge  of  3  spans  has  been  rebuilt.  On 
the  Northampton  division,  2  pin  trusses  have  been  strengthened  and 
another  replaced  by  plate  girders,  1  trussed  wooden  stringer  rebuilt, 
and  1  new  arch  and  5  new  plate  girder  spans  built  in  Northampton. 
On  the  Berkshire  division,  1  Howe  truss  has  been  replaced  by  an  iron 
riveted  truss,  1  short  wooden  truss  and  1  wooden  stringer  replaced 
each  by  a  plate  girder,  and  1  I-beam  bridge  strengthened.  On  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  division,  1  Howe  truss  has  been  replaced 
by  a  pin-connected  steel  truss  and  another  Howe  truss  by  plate  gir- 
ders. On  the  Old  Colony  system,  2  wooden  stringers  have  been 
rebuilt  and   1  strengthened,  3    pile   bridges    (including  the  2   long 
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ones  at  Fall  River)  provided  with  new  substructures  and  practically 
rebuilt,  another  entirely  rebuilt  and  still  another  strengthened,  6  spans 
of  pin  trusses  (Slade's  Ferry  bridge  at  Fall  River)  strengthened,  and 
1  new  plate  girder  built.  In  addition  to  the  above,  10  arches  and  24 
plate  girder  spans  (including  2  steel  arches  classed  as  plate  gir- 
ders) have  been  completed  on  the  Boston  &  Providence  improvement. 


Bridge  Floors  and  Guard  Rails. 
Improvement  is  continually  being  made  in  the  floors  of  bridges,  and 
they  are  gradually  being  brought  up  to  the  standard  which  will  allow 
the  safe  passage  of  a  derailed  train.  On  most  of  the  roads  the  stand- 
ard floor  is  excellent.  Most  of  the  bridges  in  the  State,  moreover, 
are  now  provided  with  guard  rails.  On  the  Fitchburg  railroad,  many 
of  the  bridges  are  also  provided  with  rerailing  devices,  which  have  in 
several  instances  apparently  prevented  the  occurrence  of  an  accident. 
These  rerailing  devices  have  also  within  the  past  year  been  applied  to 
one  jack-knife  draw  on  the  New  England  railroad,  and  are  being 
placed  on  several  similar  bridges  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  system.  It 
is  believed  that  these  devices  add  materially  to  the  safety  of  these 
structures.

General  Summary  of  Railroad  Accidents.* 
Train  Accidents. 
The  whole  number  of  accidents  to  trains  reported  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1897,  was  34,  being  13  more  than  during 
the  preceding  year ;  20  of  which  were  collisions  and  14  were 
derailments.  None  of  these  accidents,  however,  were  so 
serious  as  we  have  sometimes  been  called  upon  to  report.  No 
passenger  was  killed  by  a  collision  or  a  derailment ;  but  14 
were  more  or  less  seriously  injured  in  collisions,  and  6  in 
derailments.  Of  employees,  4  were  killed  and  25  were  in- 
jured in  collisions,  and  5  were  killed  and  14  were  injured  in 
derailments.  Several  of  the  rear  collisions  were  of  parts  of 
trains  which  had  become  separated  and  subsequently  collided. 
These  are  included  in  the  above  statement  when  personal  injury 
resulted  therefrom,  but  not  otherwise.

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Every  train  accident  was  promptly  investigated  by  one  of 
the  railroad  inspectors,  sometimes  assisted  by  his  associates, 
and  a  report  made  to  the  Board  ;  but  the  facts  presented  in 
none  of  the  cases  were  such  as  to  require  any  special  mention 
in  this  report. 

Number  of  Persons  Injured. 
The  total  number  of  accidents  to  persons  reported  by  the 
several  railroad  companies  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1897,  was  919,  being  106  less  than  in  1896.  Of  the  whole 
number  of  casualties  248  were  fatal,  or  26  less  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year;  and  the  less  seriously  injured  numbered  671,  or 
80  less  than  in  1896.  Of  the  total  number  of  persons  injured 
63  were  passengers,  537  were  employees,  75  were  persons  at 
grade  crossings  and  stations,  and  244  were  trespassers.  The 
number  of  passengers  injured  was  26  less  than  in  1896,  the 
number  of  employees  41  less,  and  at  crossings  and  stations  one 
more  person  was  injured  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Twenty- 
seven  of  the  injured  persons  were  children. 

Accidents  to  Passengers. 

No  fatality  occurred  to  passengers  from  causes  beyond  their 
own  control,  but  24  passengers  were  more  or  less  seriously  in- 
jured. One  passenger  was  fatally  injured  and  38  were  injured 
not  fatally  through  their  own  fault  or  want  of  care.  This  is  a 
much  more  favorable  exhibit  than  in  1896,  when  3  passengers 
were  killed  and  34  were  injured  from  causes  beyond  their  own 
control,  and  7  were  killed  and  45  were  injured  by  their  own 
fault  or  carelessness.  As  usual,  most  of  the  latter  class  of 
accidents  were  the  result  of  attempting  to  get  upon  or  of  get- 
ting off  a  moving  train. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  reported  as  carried  on  the 
Massachusetts  railroads  the  last  year  was  102,743,890,  of  which 
number  it  is  estimated  that  20  per  cent  travelled  wholly  outside 
the  State.  Deducting  that  percentage  from  the  total,  the  pas- 
sengers carried  within  the  State  would  number  82,195,112  — 
upwards  of  7,000,000  less  than  in  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1896.  The  ratio  of  such  passengers  killed  or  injured  to  the 
whole  number  carried  and  to  the  total  miles  travelled,  is  shown 
in  the  following  table  :  —

The  number  of  casualties  to  passengers  is  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  not  one  out  of 
more  than  80,000,000  carried  was  fatally  injured  by  causes 
beyond  the  control  of  the  passengers  themselves,  and  but  one 
out  of  that  number  was  fatally  injured  by  reason  of  his  own 
fault  or  want  of  care.  Taking  the  whole  number  of  miles  trav- 
elled, it  appears  that  no  fatality  occurred  through  the  fault  or 
negligence  of  the  companies  in  what  was  equivalent  to  a  journey 
of  1,339,340,139  miles. 

In  Great  Britain,  during  the  year  ending  December  31, 1896, 
5  passengers  were  killed  and  388  were  injured  from  causes  be- 
yond their  own  control ;  that  is,  in  collisions,  derailments  and 
other  accidents  to  trains  or  cars.  By  accidents  due  to  their  own 
misconduct  or  want  of  caution,  88  passengers  were  killed  and 
1,198  were  injured.  The  total  number  of  passenger  journeys 
during  the  same  year  (not  including  workmen's  and  season 
tickets)  was  980,339,433  ;  so  that  the  ratio  of  passengers  killed 
from  causes  beyond  their  own  control  was  1  to  196,067,886, 
and  the  ratio  of  such  passengers  injured  was  1  to  2,526,648. 
Not  only  was  the  ratio  of  fatal  injuries  to  such  passengers  in 
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Great  Britain  greater  than  in  this  State,  none  having  been  killed 
here  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control,  but  the  ratio  of 
passengers  so  injured  was  also  greater. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  passengers  killed  and  in- 
jured in  Great  Britain  by  their  own  fault  or  carelessness,  26  were 
killed  and  115  injured  by  falling  between  cars  and  platforms 
when  getting  into  or  alighting  from  trains  ;  8  were  killed  and 
670  injured  by  falling  on  platforms  or  ballast  when  getting  into 
or  alighting  from  cars  ;  220  were  injured  by  the  closing  of  car 
doors,  and  15  were  killed  and  50  were  injured  by  falling  out  of 
cars  while  the  train  was  in  motion.  These  and  some  other  acci- 
dents were  chiefly  due  to  the  style  of  cars,  with  doors  at  the 
side  and  opening  outward. 

The  ratio  of  passengers  fatally  injured  by  such  accidents  to 
the  whole  number  carried  in  Great  Britain,  was  1  to  11,140,220, 
and  the  ratio  of  those  injured  not  fatally,  was  1  to  818,313  — 
much  larger  in  both  cases  than  the  corresponding  ratio  on  the 
railroads  of  this  State. 

A-Ccidents  to  Employees. 

The  total  number  of  employees  killed  and  injured  was  537, 
of  whom  70  were  fatally  injured  and  467  more  or  less  seriously 
hurt,  many  of  the  latter  injuries  being  comparatively  slight. 
Of  the  whole  number  415  were  trainmen  and  122  were  other- 
wise employed.  Among  the  causes  or  kinds  of  injury  reported 
were  the  following  :  5  men  were  killed  and  188  were  injured 
when  coupling  or  uncoupling  cars;  6  were  killed  and  17  in- 
jured by  coming  in  contact  with  overhead  bridges  or  other 
structures ;  7  were  killed  and  38  injured  by  train  (including 
engine  and  car)  accidents ;  10  were  killed  and  62  injured  by 
falling  or  being  thrown  from  engines  or  trains  ;  and  by  various 
accidents  occurring  in  freight  yards  or  to  brakemen,  the  cause 
of  which  is  not  always  known,  42  were  fatally  injured  and  162 
injured  in  less  degree.  The  varied  character  of  the  employ- 
ments and  the  nature  of  the  accidents  are  such  that  these  latter 
casualties  cannot  well  be  classified,  but  many  of  them  were 
due  to  standing  too  near  or  incautiously  crossing  tracks  in 
freight  yards  or  when  repairing  the  roads. 

The  accidents  from  coupling  and  uncoupling  cars,  193  (5 
fatal  and  188  not  fatal),  show  a  considerable  reduction  from 
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the  average  of  the  last  ten  years  (230),  and  a  marked  reduc- 
tion from  those  of  1893,  when  the  number  was  412.  This 
reduction  is  unquestionably  due  in  large  measure  to  the  in- 
creased equipment  of  cars  with  automatic  couplers. 

Accidents  at  Grade  Crossings, 

At  grade  crossings  26  persons  were  killed  and  29  were  in- 
jured not  fatally.  Of  these  14  were  killed  and  15  were  injured 
at  crossings  protected  by  gates  or  flags,  and  12  were  killed  and 
14  injured  at  unprotected  crossings.  That  the  accidents  at 
protected  crossings  exceed  in  number  those  at  unprotected 
crossings,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  protected  crossings  are  in 
the  more  populous  districts  and  are  travelled  by  a  much  larger 
number  of  persons,  and  trains  are  more  frequent.  The  number 
of  protected  crossings  (1,146)  is  also  greater  than  that  of  the 
unprotected  (958),  and  the  ratio  of  such  accidents  to  the 
number  of  protected  crossings  is  in  fact  less. 

The  table  on  the  opposite  page  gives  the  number  and  ratio  of 
such  accidents  to  number  of  crossings  on  the  several  operating 
railroads,  including  their  leased  lines. 

A-Ccidents  at  Stations. 
Eleven  persons  were  reported  as  killed  and  9  as  injured  at 
stations.  Some  of  the  companies  report  such  persons  as  pas- 
sengers, when  they  are  about  to  take  or  leave  a  train,  and 
sometimes  they  are  reported  as  trespassers.  Such  lack  of  uni- 
formity in  reports  affords  no  idea  of  the  safety  or  convenience 
of  stations  and  of  their  management.  All  persons  injured  at 
stations  when  crossing  the  tracks  for  the  purpose  of  getting  on 
trains  or  in  leaving  trains  directly  after  arrival,  should  be  re- 
ported under  the  head  of  injuries  *'  at  stations." 

Accidents  to   Trespassers. 

The  number  of  trespassers  killed  and  injured  was  244,  a  de- 
crease of  40  from  the  previous  year,  when  it  was  284.  Of  the 
total  number,  180  were  unlawfully  on  the  tracks,  and  64  were 
unlawfully  on  cars  ;  92  were  killed  and  57  were  injured. 

No  suicides  were  definitely  reported,  but  the  circumstances 
of  some  of  the  accidents  indicate  that  the  parties  intentionally 
exposed  themselves  to  the  danger  of  death. 
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Safety  Appliances. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1893,  railroad 
companies  were  required  within  specified  times  to  equip  their 
locomotives  and  cars  used  in  interstate  traffic,  with  certain 
safety  appliances ;  and  by  a  supplementary  act  of  our  Legis- 
lature (St.  1895,  c.  362),  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
were  in  substance  reenacted  and  made  applicable  to  locomotives 
and  cars  used  in  moving  traffic  between  points  within  this 
Commonwealth. 

Handholds  and  Drawbars. 

By  both  acts,  all  cars  were  required  to  be  equipped  with 
"secure  grab-irons  or  handholds  in  the  ends  and  sides  of  each 
car,  for  greater  security  to  men  in  coupling  and  uncoupling 
cars ;"  and  all  freight  cars  were  required  to  have  drawbars  of  a 
uniform  height  above  the  rails,  fixed  at  341^  inches  for  standard- 
gauge  railroads,  and  at  26  inches  for  narrow-gauge  railroads, 
with  a  maximum  variation  in  either  case  of  three  inches  between 
empty  and  loaded  cars. 

These  requirements  were  to  be  complied  with  by  July  1, 
1895  ;  but  under  a  power  conferred  by  the  respective  acts,  the 
time  was  extended  in  favor  of  the  five  leading  companies  of 
this  State,  by  the  concurrent  action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  and  of  this  Board,  to  December  1,  1895,  as  regards 
equipment  with  handholds,  and  to  February  15,  1896,  as 
regards  equipment  with  drawbars  of  uniform  standard  height. 
(See  27th  annual  report,  January,  1896,  pages  38  and  215.) 
It  is  understood  that  the  provisions  of  the  acts  in  both  of  these 
particulars  have  been  and  now  are  fully  complied  with  by  the 
railroad  companies. 

Brakes  and  Couplers. 

The  more  important  requirements  of  the  acts,  to  take  efiect 
January  1,  1898,  were  (1)  that  locomotives  should  be  equipped 
with  power  driving-wheel  brakes,  and  with  appliances  for  oper- 
ating a  power  train  brake  system;  (2)  that  cars  should  be 
equipped  with  power  train  brakes  to  an  extent  sufficient  for 
the  control  of  any  train  without  the  use  of  the  hand  brake  ; 
and  (3)  that  cars  should  be  equipped  with  "  couplers  coupling

automatically  by  impact,  and  which  can  be  uncoupled  without 
the  necessity  of  men  going  between  the  ends  of  the  cars." 
These  provisions  do  not,  however,  apply  to  "trains  composed 
of  four-wheel  cars,  or  to  locomotives  used  in  hauling  such 
trains." 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  acts  in  question,  more  or  less 
progress  had  been  made,  mostly  by  the  voluntary  action  of  the 
railroad  companies,  in  the  equipment  of  locomotives  and  cars 
with  the  above  described  appliances.  In  the  tables  on  the 
following  pages,  it  is  intended  to  show  the  condition  of  the 
equipment  of  the  several  Massachusetts  companies  on  June  30, 
1892,  the  date  of  their  annual  returns  next  preceding  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  of  Congress,  and  on  June  30,  1897,  the  date  of 
their  last  annual  returns  ;  and  thus  to  indicate  the  progress 
made  in  the  intervening  five  years  in  the  direction  of  a  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  both  acts. 

Equipment  of  Locomotives  with  Power  Driving- Wheel  Brakes, 

It  will  be  seen  in  Table  I,  that  six  out  of  the  nine  operating 
standard-gauge  companies  of  this  State  had  fully  complied 
with  the  requirement  as  to  driving-wheel  brakes,  prior  to  June 
30,  1897.  Of  the  other  three,  the  Boston  8z,  Maine,  which  in 
1892  had  25  per  cent  of  its  locomotives  so  equipped,  had  65 
per  cent  equipped  in  1897  ;  and  the  New  London  Northern  had 
advanced  in  the  same  interval  from  14  to,  74  per  cent.  The 
Boston  &  Maine  equipped  105  locomotives  between  April, 
1896,  and  September,  1897,  and  is  still  making  steady  progress 
toward  full  equipment.  The  New  London  Northern,  a  part  of 
the  Central  Vermont  system,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  receivers, 
and  may  for  this  reason  proceed  more  slowly.  The  Union 
Freight  and  the  three  narrow-gauge  companies  had  done  nothing 
up  to  June  last  in  the  equipment  of  their  locomotives  (21  in 
all)  with  driving-wheel  brakes. 

Taking  the  12  companies  together,  it  appears  that  while  in 
June,  1892,  they  had  56  per  cent  (992  out  of  1,774)  of  their 
locomotives  so  equipped,  in  June  last  they  had  88  per  cent 
(1,812  out  of  2,069)  — an  advance  from  56  to  88  per  cent  in 
the  five  years.

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Equipment  of  Freight  Cars  with  Power  T7'ain  Brakes. 

The  safety  appliance  acts  do  not  require  that  every  car  shall 
be  equipped  with  a  power  train  brake  ;  but  forbid  the  running 
of  any  train  "  that  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  in  it 
so  equipped  with  power  or  train  brakes  that  the  engineer  on 
the  locomotive  drawing  such  train  can  control  its  speed  with- 
out requiring  brakemen  to  use  the  common  hand  brake  for  that 
purpose."  It  is  the  opinion  of  practical  railroad  men  that 
trains  in  which  about  30  per  cent  (depending  on  grades,  speed, 
etc.)  of  the  cars  are  so  equipped  and  properly  placed  and 
handled,  can  be  run  and  controlled  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  acts  in  question.  In  order,  however,  that  every 
train,  taking  cars  as  they  come,  may  be  sure  to  have  this  per- 
centage of  equipped  cars,  it  is  necessary  that  a  larger  percent- 
age of  the  whole  number  of  cars  be  so  equipped ;  and  it 
appears  to  be  agreed  that  each  company  should  have  about  60 
per  cent  of  its  own  cars  equipped  with  power  train  brakes. 

Table  II  gives  the  number  and  percentage  of  the  freight  cars 
of  the  several  operating  railroad  compaoies  of  this  State  so 
equipped,  according  to  the  returns  of  the  companies,  on  June 
30,  1892  and  1897,  with  the  increase  of  percentage  in  the  inter- 
vening five  years.  The  table  includes  4-wheel  cars,  although 
the  acts  do  not  require  trains  composed  wholly  of  such  cars  to 
have  such  equipment.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
had  60  per  cent  of  all  its  freight  cars  so  equipped  in  June  last ; 
the  Boston  &  Albany  had  56  per  cent,  since  brought  up  to  the 
full  proportion ;  and  the  Fitchburg  had  52  per  cent.  The 
Boston  So  Maine  and  the  New  England  had  respectively  33 
and  20  per  cent.  The  remaining  seven  companies  reported  no 
freight  cars  so  equipped  up  to  June  30th  last.  Of  these  the 
Union  Freight  owns  no  freight  cars,  and  two  of  the  narrow- 
gauge  roads  do  no  regular  freight  business.  Taking  the  com- 
panies all  together,  they  had  45  per  cent  equipped  at  the  date 
of  their  last  returns,  as  against  9  per  cent  in  1892. 

Equipment  of  Freight  Oars  with  Automatic  Couplers. 
All  cars  used  "  in  moving  traffic"  are  required  to  be  equipped 
with  automatic  couplers,  exce[)ting  4-wheel  cars  used  in  trains 
composed  wholly  of  such  cars.     Table  HI  gives  the  number

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of  freight  cars  of  all  descriptions  (including  4-wheel)  belong- 
ing to  the  several  companies,  and  the  number  equipped  with 
such  couplers  on  June  30,  1892  and  1897,  with  the  percent- 
ages so  equipped  at  each  date,  and  the  rate  of  progress  in  the 
interval  of  five  years. 

On  the  30th  of  June  last,  the  Boston  &  Albany  had  94  per 
cent  of  all  its  freight  cars  equipped  with  automatic  couplers, 
and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  had  85  per  cent ; 
both  of  which  companies  have  since  completed  their  equipment 
to  the  extent  required  by  the  acts.  The  Fitchburg  came  next 
with  65  per  cent,  followed  by  the  Boston  &  Maine*  with  44  per 
cent.  The  New  England  with  26  per  cent,  and  the  New  Lon- 
don Northern  with  5  per  cent,  closed  the  list.  The  remain- 
ing six  companies  (only  three  of  which,  however,  with  171 
freight  cars  all  told,  appear  to  come  within  this  provision  of 
the  acts)  had  done  nothing,  in  June  last,  in  the  way  of  auto- 
matic coupler  equipment. 

The  twelve  companies  together,  in  June,  1892,  had  7,532 
out  of  37,491  freight  cars  of  all  descriptions  (20  per  cent) 
equipped  with  automatic  couplers ;  and  in  June,  1897,  had 
25,196  out  of  38,933  such  cars  (65  per  cent)  so  equipped  — 
an  increase  of  17,664  cars  (45  per  cent)  in  the  five  years. 

Extension  of  Time  for  Equipment. 
There  has  been  a  very  general  failure  on  the  part  of  the  rail- 
road companies  of  the  United,  States  to  comply  with  some  one 
or  more  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  relative  to  the 
equipment  of  rolling  stock  used  in  interstate  traffic.  The  prin- 
cipal reason  assigned  by  those  in  default  is  the  severe  and  pro- 
tracted depression  in  business,  the  consequent  shrinkage  in 
revenue,  and  the  practical  inability  to  meet  the  heavy  burden 
of  cost  involved.  The  companies,  moreover,  that  have  fully 
equipped  their  own  rolling  stock,  have  been  unable  to  comi)ly 
with  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  by  reason  of  the  failure 
of  the  others.  Nearly  300  companies  have  accordingly  peti- 
tioned the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  an  extension 
of  the  prescribed  time  for  compliance   (January  1,  1898),  and 

*  The  Boston  &  Maine  appears  at  some  disadvantage  in  these  tables,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  took  on,  in  1895,  with  the  lease  of  the  Concord  &  Montreal,  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  its  now  unequipped  rolling  stock. 
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that  commission  has  extended  the  time  in  favor  of  the  petition- 
ing companies  for  two  years,  that  is,  to  January  1,  1900. 

The  six  principal  operating  companies  of  this  State,  — 
although  as  a  whole  they  make  a  considerably  better  showing 
than  the  average  for  the  country  at  large,  —  have  also  found  it 
necessary,  for  one  or  the  other  of  the  above  reasons,  to  apply 
to  the  Board  for  an  extension  of  the  time  for  complying  with 
some  of  the  corresponding  provisions  of  the  statute  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

The  Boston  &  Albany  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  ask  for  no  extension  of  time  as  regards  the  equipment 
of  their  own  locomotives  and  cars,  but  only  as  regards  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  running  of  any  train  that  has  not  in  it  a  number 
of  cars  equipped  with  power  train  brakes  which  is  sufficient  for 
the  control  of  the  train,  and  the  prohibition  of  the  hauling  of 
any  car  that  is  not  duly  equipped  with  automatic  couplers. 
The  ground  of  these  petitions  is  that  the  freight  trains  of  the 
petitioners  are  made  up  largely  of  cars  received  from  other 
companies ;  and  that,  although  their  own  cars  are  properly 
equipped  with  brakes  and  couplers,  they  cannot  conduct  their 
business  unless  permitted  to  run  trains  that  are  composed  in 
greater  or  less  part  of  cars  that  such  other  companies  have 
failed  so  to  equip. 

The  Fitchburg  and  the  New  England  have  no  occasion  to  ask 
for  an  extension  of  time  as  regards  the  equipment  of  their  loco- 
motives with  driving-wheel  brakes  and  with  appliances  for  oper- 
ating a  train- brake  system,  but  desire  an  extension  (in  addition 
to  that  asked  by  the  two  companies  first  above  named)  as  re- 
gards the  equipment  of  their  freight  cars  with  power  train 
brakes  and  automatic  couplers.  The  Boston  &  Maine,  and  the 
receivers  of  the  Central  Yermont  as  representing  the  New  Lon- 
don Northern,  desire  an  extension  as  to  each  of  the  foregoing 
particulars. 

After  public  notice  and  hearing,  it  has  appeared  to  the  Board 
that  good  cause  had  been  shown  for  the  extensions  of  time  thus 
respectively  asked  for ;  and  orders  granting  such  extensions 
in  favor  of  the  several  petitioners,  to  January  1,  1900,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report. 

The  Board  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  men  engaged 
in  railroad  service,  who   are  personally  the  most  nearly  con- 
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cerned  with  the  prompt  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the 
safety  appliance  acts,  though  strongly  objecting  to  an  undue 
extension  of  time,  generally  concur  in  the  reasonableness  and 
practical  necessity  under  existing  circumstances  of  an  extension 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  two  years.  A  prime  essential  to 
their  protection  is  uniformity  in  safety  equipment,  which  can 
be  secured  only  by  action  of  the  railroad  companies  that  is  con- 
current in  point  of  time  as  well  as  of  method. 

Through  Traffic  from  the  West. 

The  through  freight  business  between  the  West  and  the  port 
of  Boston  over  the  railroads  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  export 
to  foreign  countries,  continues  to  show  a  steady  gain  for  each 
succeeding  decade,  with  occasional  annual  fluctuations  arising 
from  deficient  cereal  crops  in  this  country,  or  a  lessened  foreign 
demand  by  reason  of  abundant  supplies  from  the  producing 
countries  of  the  old  world.  The  record  for  the  year  1897,  just 
made  up,  shows  a  further  gratifying  increase  over  that  of  pre- 
vious years. 

A  comparison  of  the  volume  of  business  to-day  with  that  of 
20  years  ago,  will  serve  to  show  the  enormous  gain  that  has 
brought  Boston  to  the  position  of  the  second  port  in  the  coun- 
try in  the  aggregate  value  of  its  exports  and  imports  :  —

The  export  business  via  Boston  is  done  largely,  though  not 
altogether,  on  through  bills  of  lading,  and  has  been  fostered 
and  encouraged  by  the  trunk  lines  of  the  State,  working  in  har- 
mony with  the  regular  lines  of  steamers  plying  between  Boston 
and  the  various  foreign  ports.  It  was  made  possible  at  its  in- 
ception by  the  concession  on  the  part  of  the  Trunk  Line  Asso- 
ciation of  a  special  rate,  identical  with  that  given  to  New  York, 
on  all  merchandise  brought  to  Boston  for  export ;  while  the 
regular  local  rate  to  Boston  and  other  New  England  points  was 
subject  to  a  differential  rate,  based  on  mileage,  of  five  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  on  sixth  class  freight,  and  proportionately  on 
other  classes.     This  differential  has  since  been  reduced,  by  the 
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effort  of  the  commercial  organizations  working  through  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to  two  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  on  sixth  class  freight,  at  which  point  it  stands  to-day. 

Our  Massachusetts  railroads  are  fortunate  in  possessing 
terminal  facilities  for  the  handling  of  this  business,  equal 
to  any  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  steamers  lie  alongside 
the  piers  of  the  company,  where  they  deliver  their  inland 
cargoes  and  receive  their  outward  directly  from  the  cars, 
rendering  lighterage  charges  for  a  large  portion  of  their  car- 
goes unnecessary. 

These  regular  lines  of  steamers  depend  upon  the  railroads 
to  supply  them  with  their  outward  cargoes  with  regularity  and 
dispatch,  as  they  sail  on  fixed  dates  and  delays  are  expensive. 
While  this  business  is  done  at  times  at  low  rates,  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  service  is  of  necessity  of  an  express  character,  and 
profits  on  the  trafiic  are  pret=umably  light,  yet,  taking  into  ac- 
count the  many  economies  that  have  gradually  been  adopted  in 
the  operating  department  of  our  railroads,  and  the  great  vol- 
ume of  the  traffic,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  on  the  whole  this 
branch  of  the  business  is  valuable,  and  yields  a  reasonable 
return  to  the  railroads  for  the  service  rendered. 

One  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  a  greater  and  more  rapid  de- 
velopment of  this  class  of  business  via  Boston,  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  shipping  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  south  of  New 
York  have  the  benefit  of  a  differential  rate  from  the  West  of 
two  to  three  cents  per  hundred  pounds  less  than  the  existing 
rate  to  New  York  and  Boston.  These  differential  rates  were 
established  many  years  ago,  when  through  rates  from  the  West 
to  the  seaboard  were  more  than  double  what  they  are  to-day ; 
and  the  subsequent  reduction  in  these  rates  has  left  the  relative 
percentage  of  these  differentials  to  the  through  rate  very  much 
greater  than  originally  existed,  as  may  readily  be  seen.  This 
reduction  in  the  through  rate,  caused  by  these  differentials,  is 
sufficient  to  draw  away  from  Boston  very  many  of  the  "  tramp" 
or  chance  steamers  coming  here  with  inward  cargoes,  and  which 
would  naturally  look  for  return  cargoes  from  this  port,  as  the 
lower  inland  rates  existing  at  Baltimore,  Newport  News  and 
Norfolk  enable  these  vessels  to  obtain  return  cargoes  from 
those  ports  on  more  favorable  terms.  This,  of  course,  is  detri- 
mental to  the  commerce  of  Boston,  and  deprives  our  Massa- 
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chasetts  railroads  of  much  business  which  they  would  otherwise 
obtain. 

Previous  to  the  year  1882,  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
grain  exported  through  Boston  was  carried  in  sailing  vessels, 
largely  to  outports  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  continental 
ports.  The  supplanting  of  the  sailing  vessel  by  the  steamer 
had  the  effect  of  circumscribing  for  a  time  the  volume  of  this 
business,  as  the  regular  lines  of  steamers  .through  Boston  are 
confined  to  a  very  limited  number  of  ports  in  Great  Britain. 
The  addition  of  new  lines  to  other  ports  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  continent  would  greatly  aid  in  developing  the  railroad 
busiaess  of  the  State. 

Within  three  or  four  years  the  deepening  of  the  harbor  of 
Galveston,  together  with  additional  railroad  and  terminal  facili- 
ties at  that  port,  has  led  to  the  diversion  of  a  considerable  vol- 
ume of  grain  from  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  valleys  to  that 
port  for  export.  The  shipment  of  corn  alone  from  Galveston 
has  increased  from  64,493  bushels  in  1892,  and  9,037  in  1894, 
to  6,059,602  bushels  in  1897.  At  Port  Arthur  in  eastern 
Texas,  and  at  Pensacola,  similar  efforts  are  being  made  to 
secure  a  share  of  this  business,  most  of  which  would  otherwise 
find  an  outlet  from  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  The  Illinois  Cen- 
tral Railroad  also  has  increased  its  facilities  for  handling  much 
larger  amounts  of  grain  than  heretofore  through  the  port  of 
New  Orleans,  and  during  the  last  year  has  largely  increased 
its  grain  tonnage  to  that  port  all  the  way  over  its  own  rails. 
It  is  a  grave  question  what  effect  the  opening  of  these  new 
avenues  of  trafiic  will  have  upon  the  through  business  via  the 
ports  on  the  north  Atlantic  seaboard. 

The  staple  articles  comprising  these  outward  cargoes  are 
grain  of  all  kinds,  flour,  provisions,  oil  cake,  leather,  lumber, 
machinery,  apples,  cotton,  cattle,  sheep  and  fresh  beef.  All 
of  these  articles  are  brought  over  our  railroads,  excepting  a 
portion  of  the  cotton  and  lumber,  which  comes  by  water. 
While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  shipment  of  these 
staples  year  by  year,  yet  in  some  cases  the  gain  has  been 
remarkable.  In  1875,  only  16,861,314  pounds  of  cotton  were 
exported  through  Boston.  In  1897,  117,141,689  pounds  were 
exported  from  this  port.  The  shipment  of  fresh  meat,  which 
commenced  in   1880,   has  grown  rapidly   with  the   improved 
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refrigerating  facilities  for  transporting  it,  both  by  rail  and 
water.    The  shipment  in  1897  amounted  to  164,381,243  pounds. 

The  regular  export  of  live  cattle  by  steamer  to  ports  in 
Great  Britain,  which  began  in  a  small  way  in  1877,  has  now 
attained  very  large  proportions,  and  constitutes  a  very  im- 
portant branch  of  railroad  transportation.  With  inadequate 
accommodations  and  imperfect  facilities  for  properly  caring  for 
cattle  while  at  sea,  much  loss  of  life  resulted  from  the  earlier 
shipments  ;  but  with  the  advent  of  the  enlarged  and  improved 
freight  steamers  now  and  for  years  running  in  this  service,  with 
special  accommodations  and  appliances  for  the  comfort  and 
safety  of  the  animals,  the  loss  of  life  on  passage  has  been  re- 
duced to  a  minimum.  The  exports  from  Boston  in  1897  were 
163,892  head  —  the  greatest  number  shipped  from  any  single 
port  of  the  United  States  during  the  year. 

In  this  connection,  reference  to  the  greatly  increased  size  in 
carrying  capacity  of  the  modern  steamers  now  in  the  Boston 
service  is  in  point,  as  illustrating  most  forcibly  the  great  in- 
crease in  the  export  traffic  from  this  port.  Built  for  freight 
purposes  solely,  and  only  in  exceptional  cases  carrying  any 
passengers,  the  study  of  the  builders  has  been  to  attain  large 
carrying  capacity  and  great  increase  of  speed,  coupled  with  a 
great  reduction  in  consumption  of  fuel ;  and  in  accomplishing 
this  they  have  been  very  successful. 

Take,  for  example,  one  of  the  important  lines  to  Liverpool, 
which  commenced  business  in  1876  with  a  weekly  line  of 
steamers,  each  with  a  maximum  capacity  of  4,200  tons  meas- 
urement ;  to-day,  several  of  the  steamers  of  this  line  have  each 
a  maximum  of  15,000  tons  measurement,  with  new  steamers  of 
still  greater  capacity  to  come  out  next  year.  Another  prom- 
inent Liverpool  line,  which  in  1885  ran  a  weekly  line  with 
steamers  averaging  4,500  tons  capacity,  now  runs  a  semi- 
weekly  line  with  steamers  averaging  7,500  tons  capacity.  A 
third  line,  that  has  hitherto  run  a  weekly  service  for  both 
freight  and  passengers,  has  recently  placed  upon  its  line  two 
large  freight  steamers  of  modern  construction,  with  a  capacity 
of  8,500  tons  measurement.  A  similar  gain  in  tonnage  capacity 
is  also  shown  in  the  vessels  of  one  of  the  London  lines.  The 
average  length  of  passages  made  by  some  of  these  modern 
freight  ships  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  very  many 
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of  the  regular  steamers  in  the  passenger  service,  exclusive  of 
the  express  steamers  sailing  from  the  port  of  New  York.* 

Hand  in  hand  with  the  great  increase  in  the  size  and  draught 
of  these  vessels,  comes  the  necessity  for  the  widening  and 
deepening  of  the  Boston  harbor  channels,  the  deepening  of  the 
inner  harbor,  and  the  extension  of  the  dock  system  for  the 
accommodation  of  new  lines.  It  is  of  equal  interest  to  the  rail- 
roads of  the  State  with  that  of  the  business  community,  that 
these  improvements  should  be  made ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  they  are  in  progress,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  accom- 
plishment within  a  reasonable  time,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  general  government. 


Grade  Crossings. 

The  table  on  the  opposite  page  gives  the  total  number  of 
highway  grade  crossings,  as  returned  by  the  companies,  on 
each  of  the  railroads,  including  leased  and  operated  lines, 
within  the  limits  of  this  State ;  also  the  number  protected  in 
the  several  methods  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  number  unpro- 
tected. The  number  of  grade  crossings  that  were  finally  abol- 
ished during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1897,  the  number  which 
on  that  date  were  in  process  of  abolition,  and  the  number  for 
the  abolition  of  which  petitions  were  pending  in  the  courts, 
are  also  stated  in  the  table. 

The  total  number  of  such  crossings  is  given  in  the  table  as 
2,103.  The  corresponding  table  in  last  year's  report  gave  the 
number  as  2,155.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  52  grade  crossings 
for  the  year;  of  which  43,  as  shown  in  the  opposite  table, 
were  abolished ;  eight  disappear  with  the  dropping  of  two 
narrow-gauge  companies, f  with  four  crossings  each,  from  the 
railroad  list ;  and  one  crossing  is  left  to  be  accounted  for  by 
correction  of  previous  count. 

It  appears  that  1,146  out  of  the  whole  2,103  grade  crossings 
are  protected  by  gates,  flagmen  or  electric  signals,  and  that 
957   are  unprotected  ;  and  that  in  addition  to  the  43  grade

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crossings  finally  abolished  during  the  year,  27  were  in  process 
of  abolition  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  petitions  were  pending 
for  the  abolition  of  126  more.

It  appears  by  the  above  statements  that  the  Commonwealth, 
after  allowing  for  the  amounts  which  have  been  repaid,  and 
which  are  to  be  repaid,  by  cities  and  towns,  has  incurred  in  aid 
of  the  abolition  of  sfrade  crossings  under  the  general  law  of

1890  a  net  cost  of  $1,814,956  23,  and  under  the  special  act  of 
1892,  of  $1,275,252.77  —  making  a  total  of  $3,090,209.00  which 
has  already  been  contributed  to  this  work  from  the  State  treas- 
ury. Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  the  Commonwealth  has 
incurred  only  25  per  cent  of  the  whole  cost  under  the  law  of 
1890,  and  31.5  per  cent  under  the  act  of  1892,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  combined  expenditure  by  the  Commonwealth,  by 
cities  or  towns  and  by  the  railroad  corporations,  for  the  elim- 
ination of  grade  crossings  during  the  last  six  years,  amounts 
to  over  $11,300,000. 

The  amount  which  may  be  drawn  from  the  State  treasury, 
during  the  year  1898,  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  under 
the  provisions  of  the  general  law  (St.  1890,  c.  428),  as  amended 
by  St.  1896,  c.  439,  will  be  approximately  $2,435,000. 

New  England  Railroad  Company. 

In  our  27th  annual  report  (January,  1896,  page  32),  after 
giving  an  account  of  the  organization  of  the  New  England  as 
successor  by  purchase  to  the  franchise  and  property  of  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Riiilroad  Company,  and  of  its  potential 
control  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  by  virtue  of  the  ownership  of  a  majority  of  the  shares 
of  its  capital  stock,  it  was  suggested  that  a  joint  utilization  of 
the  terminal  and  other  facilities  of  both  systems  might  largely 
increase  the  capacity  and  usefulness  of  each  system  ;  and  that 
the  more  speedy  and  complete  the  union  for  this  purpose,  the 
better  for  the  public. 

We  desire  to  renew  this  suggestion.  At  present,  the  public 
has  neither  the  benefit  of  two  wholly  independent  corporations, 
each  doing  and  magnifying  its  work  in  its  own  way,  nor  the 
advantage  of  one  well  compacted  system,  under  a  single  respon- 
sible management,  utilizing  the  properties  of  both  corporations 
to  their  fullest  value,  unhampered  by  conflicting  interests  and 
possible  legal  entanglements.  As  matters  now  btand  and  seem 
likely  to  continue,  the  public  would  in  our  judgment  be  the  gainer 
by  a  consolidated  operation  of  the  two  systems,  under  corporate 
merger  or  lease,  on  terms  that  are  just  to  the  public  as  well  as 
to  ihe  holders  of  the  securities  of  the  two  corporations  ;  and 
we  recommend  the  consideration  of  such  legislation  as  may 
enable  this  lawfully  to  be  brought  about.  , 
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We  would  yenture  also  to  suggest  the  adoption  by  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  of  a  more 
appropriate  corporate  name  ;  its  present  title  being  not  only 
redundant  in  length,  but  too  provincial  in  import  for  the 
present  sphere  of  the  company. 

Fatal  Accidents  to  Railroad  Employees. 

In  all  cases  of  death  by  violence  in  this  State,  an  examina- 
tion by  a  medical  examiner,  upon  a  view  of  the  dead  body,  is 
required  by  law.  The  examiner,  upon  notice^  is  to  "  repair 
forthwith  "  to  the  place  where  the  body  lies  ;  and  the  body  re- 
mains in  his  actual  or  constructive  charge,  and  cannot  be 
delivered  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  deceased,  until  such 
view  and  examination  have  been  had.  Deaths  by  railroad  acci- 
dent are  classed  as  deaths  by  violence  ;  and  there  must  be  not 
only  an  examination  of  the  body  but  an  inquest  in  all  cases 
of  death  by  such  accident. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  beeti  called  by  representa- 
tives of  our  railroad  employees  to  delays  in  obtaining  such 
medical  examination,  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  disability  of 
the  medical  examiner  in  whose  district  the  dead  body  may  be 
lying.  In  a  recent  case,  the  body  of  a  trainman  lay  in  one  of 
our  large  cities  nearly  24  hours,  owing  to  the  absence  from  the 
State  of  the  medical  examiner  of  the  district,  a  resident  of  that 
city,  before  the  attendance  of  an  examiner  from  an  adjoining 
district  could  be  procured,  and  the  body  delivered  for  removal 
to  the  home  of  the  deceased  in  another  part  of  the  State.  In 
this  case,  the  district  consisted  of  the  city  in  question  and  nine 
surrounding  towns  ;  and  the  nearest  examiner  of  an  adjoining 
district  lived  some  15  or  20  miles  away. 

It  is  suggested  that  in  districts  containing  important  railroad 
centres,  if  not  in  all  districts,  there  ought  to  be,  as  there  is 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  which  has  two  chief  examiners,  an 
assistant  or  associate  examiner,  to  act  in  case  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  regular  exammer.  Railroad  service  is  at  the 
best  a  hazardous  service,  and  unfortunately  supplies,  taking  the 
State  at  large,  a  large  percentage  of  the  cases  for  medical  ex- 
amination. We  thmk  the  suggestion  made  in  behalf  of  the  men 
engaged  in  this  service  is  entitled  to  receive,  and  doubtless 
will  receive,  the  kindly  consideration  of  the  Legislature.

The  total  amount  of  cash  dividends  declared  the  last  year 
was  $11,522,998.00  —  an  increase  of  $262,004.25  over  the  pre- 
vious year.     Thirty-three  out  of  the  forty-eight  corporations

By  "density  of  traffic"  is  meant  the  average  annual  num- 
ber of  passengers  or   tons   of  freight   carried    one    mile   per 
total  mile  of  railroad  operated.     The  density  of  traffic  on  a 
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railroad  system,  other  things  being  equal,  is  a  measure  of  its 
earning  capacity.

derive  their  aggregate  earnings  in  about  equal  proportions  from 
passengers  and  from  freight.  The  varying  percentages  of  the 
five  leading  companies  for  the  last  year  are  also  shown  in  the 
table. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  tables  that,  of  the  five 
leading  Massachusetts  railroads,  the  Boston  &  Albany  has  the 
greatest  density  of  traffic;  and  that  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  is  the  more  distinctively  a  passenger  road,  and  the 
Fitchburg  the  more  distinctively  a  freight  road.

The  average  freight  rate  of  3.11  cents  per  mile  in  1871  fell,  as 
appears  in  the  table,  by  constant  and  rapid  gradations  year  by 
year  to  1.82  cents  in  1879.  With  some  after  fluctuations,  but 
on  a  gradually  descending  scale,  it  has  reached  and  maintained 
the  last  year  its  lowest  point  at  1.25  cents  per  ton  mile  —  a 
reduction  of  60  per  cent  from  the  rate  of  3.11  cents  in  1871.

It  appears  that  although  16,724  more  persons  were  employed 
the  last  year  than  ten  years  ago,  the  number  was  1,203  less  the 
last  year  than  in  1896. 
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Receipts  of  Flour  and  Geain  in  Boston.* 

The  receipts  of  flour  in  Boston  during  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1897,  show  a  decrease  of  433,252  barrels  from  the 
previous  year,  when  there  was  also  a  decrease  from  the  four 
preceding  years  of  from  20  to  25  per  cent. 

The  receipts  of  wheat  were  less  by  2,674,014  bushels  than 
the  previous  year,  but  were  larger  than  in  any  other  preceding 
year  in  which  the  receipts  have  been  reported  in  our  tables. 
The  foreign  demand  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year 
indicate  a  much  larger  volume  of  receipts  of  this  grain  for  the 
current  railroad  year. 

Of  corn,  the  receipts  were  larger  than  in  any  year  of  the  last 
ten,  and  more  than  three  million  bushels  in  excess  of  the  year 
1896.     A  large  foreign  demand  will  bring  still  larger  receipts. 

The  receipts  of  oats,  which  during  the  last  ten  years  have 
not  varied  very  much,  were  considerably  increased  during  the 
last  year,  and  were  more  than  two  million  bushels  larger  than 
the  largest  receipts  in  any  one  of  the  last  ten  years. 

Not  all  the  flour  and  corn  reported  as  received  in  Boston,  is 
delivered  here.  A  large  quantity  of  each,  which  is  shipped  on 
through  rates  to  Boston,  is  delivered  at  points  along  the  line 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad,  and  on  the  line  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  railroad,  within  the  State.

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Back  Bat  Passenger  Stations. 

Chapter  516  of  the  Acts  of  1896,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  a  Union  Station  for  passengers  on  railroads  entering 
the  southerly  part  of  the  city  of  Boston,"  made  provision  not 
only  for  a  union  terminal  station  for  all  of  the  railroads  enter- 
ing Boston  on  the  south,  to  be  located  on  Summer  street  and 
Fort  Point  channel,  but  for  a  passenger  station  or  stations,  to 
be  located  near  Dartmouth  street  on  the  Back  Bay  district  in 
Boston,  for  the  special  accommodation  of  passengers  on  the 
Boston  &  Providence  and  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroads.  The 
plans  for  the  union  terminal  station  were  approved  by  the  Board 
a  year  ago  (see  last  annual  report,  pp.  41-48),  and  that  station 
is  now  in  process  of  erection  in  accordance  with  those  plans. 

Boston  &  Providence  Back  Bay  Station. 

In  June  last,  the  Boston  &  Providence  submitted  for  our 
approval  plans  of  the  passenger  station  required  to  be  erected 
by  that  corporation  on  the  Back  Bay;  and  public  heariugs, 
after  notice  to  the  railroad  companies  and  to  the  mayor  of 
Boston,  as  required  by  the  act,  and  after  general  public  notice, 
were  given  in  that  month  and  in  September  and  October  last. 

The  site  of  this  station  is  defined  in  the  act  (section  18)  as 
follows :  — 

For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  station  and  facilities  for  passengers 
and  public  accommodation  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  substitution  for 
its  present  passenger  station  and  facilities  at  Park  square,  *  *  *  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corporation  may  purchase  or  other- 
wise take  in  fee  any  land  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  — 
Bounded  by  land  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company, 
Columbus  avenue,  and  Buckingham,  Dartmouth,  Harwich  and  Yar- 
mouth streets,  and  the  land  now  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Rail- 
road Corporation ;  and  any  other  land  adjacent  thereto,  within  such 
limits  as  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may  upon  hearing  in 
writing  prescribe. 

This  practically  fixes  the  location  of  the  station  between  the 
Boston  &  Albany  railroad  on  the  north,  Buckingham  street  on 
the  south,  Columbus  avenue  on  the  east,  and  Dartmouth  street 
on  the  west  —  a  site  of  irregular  shape,  but  affording  room  for 
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a  station  530  feet  long  on  the  line  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  rail- 
road, 494  feet  long  on  Buckingham  street,  179  feet  wide  on  the 
Dartmouth  street  end,  and  62  feet  wide  on  the  end  towards 
Columbus  avenue. 

The  act  (section  19)  calls  for  the  preparation  by  the  Boston 
&  Providence  of 

plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  a  passenger  station 
and  approaches  thereto,  and  faciUties  for  passengers  and  public 
accommodation,  which  shall  be  an  adequate  substitute  for  its  present 
passenger  station  and  facilities  at  Park  square,  and  adequate  for  the 
business  to  be  accommodated,  and  of  such  construction  as  may  be 
best  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  the  railroad  and  the  public. 

These  plans  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  mayor  of  Boston  and 
then  to  this  Board  for  approval ;  and  the  station  is  to  be  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  modified  and  finally 
approved  by  the  Board. 

We  have  spent  much  time  in  the  study  of  the  plans  pre- 
sented, with  a  view  to  securing  a  station  which  should  come  as 
near  as  may  be  to  the  standard  set  by  the  terms  of  the  act  just 
quoted.  It  is  due  to  the  representatives  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany to  say  that  we  have  had  their  willing  assistance  and 
cooperation,  and  ready  acquiescence  in  changes  of  the  plans, 
some  of  them  material,  which  it  seemed  to  us  expedient  to 
recommend.  We  ought,  perhaps,  to  take  it  as  a  mark  of  con- 
fidence, while  we  very  much  regret,  that  the  general  public  have 
manifested  so  little  active  concern  in  this  matter,  —  as  is  too 
often  the  case  in  matters  of  this  kind,  —  and  have  given  us  so 
little  disinterested  guidance  and  help. 

Some  of  the  features  of  the  station  plan  are  novel,  at  least 
in  this  State,  and  must  be  regarded  as  in  some  measure  experi- 
mental. They  appear,  however,  to  be  necessitated  for  the  most 
part  ])y  the  character  of  the  station  site,  and  its  relation  to 
the  location  and  grade  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  of  the  streets 
by  which  the  station  is  approached.  In  order  that  the  Boston 
&  Providence  tracks  may  be  extended  so  as  to  reach  the  union 
terminal  station,  and  that  the  present  grade  crossing  of  the 
two  railroads  near  Dartmouth  street  may  at  the  same  time  be 
avoided,  the  act  provides  for  the  location  of  the  extended  tracks 
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on  "  a  strip  of  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  and  adjacent  to 
the  main  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company, 
*  *  *  not  exceeding  100  feet  in  width."  To  those  familiar 
with  the  locality,  it  will  be  obvious  that  this  track  location 
must  cut  across  the  station  site  prescribed  by  the  act.  This 
determines  at  the  outset  one  peculiar  and  important  feature  of 
the  plan,  namely,  that  the  station  must  be  an  overhead  or  two- 
story  station.  In  other  words,  the  station  proper,  or  what  is 
ordinarily  the  head-house,  must  be  on  a  level  with  Dartmouth 
street  and  Columbus  avenue,  which  cross  the  railroads  over- 
head, and  the  train  shed  must  be  on  a  level  with  the  tracks, 
that  is,  in  the  basement  story  of  the  station ;  and  such  is  the 
adopted  plan. 

Four  tracks  pass  in  this  way  under  the  station  —  two,  on 
the  north  side,  for  through  traffic,  and  two,  on  the  south  side, 
for  suburban  traffic.  Between  each  set  of  tracks,  a  platform 
extends  the  whole  length  (and  more)  of  the  basement  story. 
The  station  above  is  divided  lengthwise  in  a  similar  manner, 
the  northerly  half  for  the  accommodation  of  through  passen- 
gers, and  the  southerly  half  for  suburban  passengers.  There 
are  in  each  half  of  the  station  three  stairways  connecting  the 
main  floor  with  the  appropriate  platform  below,  and  also  a  pas- 
senger elevator  for  such  as  may  desire  to  avoid  the  ascent  or 
descent  of  the  stairs.  Each  side  has  its  own  waiting  room, 
lobby,  baggage  room  and  lift,  and  the  other  usual  apartments 
and  conveniences  of  a  fully  equipped  passenger  station.  There 
is  no  necessary  interference  of  the  one  kind  of  traffic  with  the 
other,  and  no  occasion  for  any  crossing  of  the  railroad  tracks. 

The  main  entrance  is  about  midway  of  the  station  on  the 
Buckingham  street  front,  with  ample  entrances  also  at  either 
end  of  the  station.  There  is  a  large  carriage  concourse  in  the 
Dartmouth  street  end,  and  a  smaller  one  for  express  wagons 
at  the  Columbus  avenue  end.  Perhaps  the  most  peculiar 
feature  of  the  station  is  a  carriage  driveway,  20  feet  wide  with 
6-foot  sidewalks  on  each  side,  extending  through  the  middle 
of  the  station  from  end  to  end,  separating  the  waiting  and 
other  rooms  on  the  one  side  from  those  on  the  other.  Apart 
from  its  convenience,  this  driveway  for  carriages  appears  to  be 
a  practical  necessity,  from  the  fact  that  there  is  no  access  for 
through  passengers  to  the  station  on  its  northerly  side,  abut- 
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ting  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad.  The  plans  provide  no 
new  approach  to  the  station.  The  extension  of  Clarendon 
street,  which  the  city  is  empowered  by  a  general  provision  in 
the  act  (section  20)  to  make,  would  intersect  Columbus  avenue 
at  the  easterly  end  of  the  station ;  and  such  extension  is,  as  we 
understand,  in  contemplation  by  the  city. 

The  new  station,  as  compared  with  the  Park  square  station 
(that  is,  the  station  proper  or  head-house  of  the  latter),  will 
be  of  more  than  double  its  size  —  the  new  station  having  a 
ground  area  of  59,226  square  feet,  and  the  Park  square  station 
of  29,224  square  feet.  In  addition  to  the  waiting  and  other 
rooms  that  have  been  mentioned,  the  new  station  will  contain 
a  parcel  room,  restaurant,  news  stand,  and  all  other  equipments 
for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  travellers  now  found  in  the 
Park  square  station ;  and  all  of  the  apartments  will  be  of 
larger  dimensions. 

The  possibility  of  annoyance  by  smoke  and  steam  from  loco- 
motives while  passing  under  the  station,  can  be  largely  avoided 
by  proper  management  of  the  locomotives  and  fires.  While 
the  train  is  stopping,  the  locomotive  will  stand  outside  the  end 
of  the  station.  Beside  other  expedients,  there  are  25  vents 
of  larger  or  smaller  capacity'',  passing  up  through  the  main 
story  to  the  roof,  for  the  escape  of  smoke,  steam  and  foul  air. 
The  use  of  electric  motive  power,  in  whole  or  in  part,  would  of 
course  remove  or  relieve  any  annoyance  of  this  sort. 

The  location  of  the  new  station  is  clearly  not  in  all  respects 
as  eligible  as  that  of  the  Park  square  station,  whose  location 
is  in  some  respects  incomparable  with  that  of  any  other  station 
in  Boston.  An  honest  effort  has  been  made  to  devise  the  best 
station  possible  on  the  site  prescribed  by  the  act.  Experience 
alone  can  show  how  far  this  effort  has  been  successful. 

Boston  &  Albany  Back  Bay  Station. 
For  the  accommodation  of  passengers  on  the  Boston  &  Al- 
bany railroad,  the  act  (section  21)  provides  as  follows  :  — 

The  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  shall  contract  with  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Raih'oad  Corporation  and  with  its  lessees  for 
the  construction  or  common  use  of  said  [Boston  &  Providence  Back 
Bay]  station  and  facilities,  or  for  the  construction  and  use  of  a  joint 
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station  at  or  near  said  point  [Dartmouth  street] ,  in  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  and  approved  in  the  manner 
herein  above  provided  for  the  preparation  and  approval  of  plans  for 
the  construction  of  a  station  by  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad 
Corporation  ; 

but  with  the  following  alternative  provision,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  :  — 

or,  if  it  does  not  so  contract,  then,  upon  the  completion  of  the  union 
passenger  station,  it  shall  construct  and  open  for  public  use  a  station 
or  stations,  adequate  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  at  some 
point  or  points  near  Dartmouth  street ;  and  for  that  purpose  it  may 
purchase  or  otherwise  take  in  fee  any  land  within  the  following  limits, 
to  wit :  —  Bounded  southerly  by  the  location  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Company  ;  westerly  by  Dartmouth  street ;  northwesterly  by 
land  of  the  heirs  of  Eben  D.  Jordan,  Trinity  place,  and  land  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  ;  and  easterly  by  the  westerly 
line  of  Clarendon  street  extended. 

It  was  stated  at  the  hearings  by  the  official  representative  of 
the  Boston  &  Albany,  that  that  corporation  did  not  then  pro- 
pose to  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Providence,  or  its  lessees, 
for  the  construction  or  common  use  of  the  station  and  facilities 
of  the  latter  company,  or  for  the  construction  and  use  of  a  joint 
station  at  or  near  Dartmouth  street;  although  it  appeared  that 
the  Boston  &  Albany  had  consented  to  the  building  of  the 
proposed  Boston  &  Providence  station  with  its  northerly  wall 
standing  as  a  party-wall  on  the  line  between  the  locations  of 
the  two  corporations  ;  and  the  construction  of  this  station  will 
be  such  as  to  admit  of  its  extension  at  any  time,  upon  the  same 
general  plan,  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks. 

Choosing  the  second  alternative  named  in  the  act  as  above 
quoted,  the  Boston  &  Albany  appears  to  be  at  liberty  to  con- 
struct one  or  more  stations,  for  its  own  sole  use,  "  at  some 
point  or  points  near  Dartmouth  street."  The  location  and 
plans  for  such  station  or  stations  are  not  made  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board ;  and  we  are  charged  by  the  act  with 
no  special  duty  or  responsibility  in  respect  of  such  stations. 
We  present  the  facts  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 
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STREET  RAILWAYS. 


Massachusetts  Steeet  Railway  Companies. 

Annual  reports  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1897, 
have  been  received  from  ninety-three  street  railway  companies 
—  ten  more  than  in  1896. 

The  Blackstone  Valley,  its  franchise  and  property  having 
been  sold  at  receiver's  sale ;  the  Maiden  &  Melrose,  having 
been  merged  in  the  West  End  by  the  purchase  and  owner- 
ship of  all  of  its  capital  stock  and  assets ;  the  Montague,  hav- 
ing been  consolidated  with  the  Greenfield  &  Turner's  Falls 
June  1,  1896;  and  the  Siasconset  (of  Nantucket),  not  having 
operated  its  railway  (about  one  mile  in  length)  for  the  last  four 
years,  and  having  apparently  abandoned  the  use  of  the  same,  — 
are  dropped  from  the  list  of  companies. 

During  the  last  year  the  Randolph  was  consolidated  (Sep- 
tember 1,  1897)  with  the  Braintree,  but  appears  in  this  report. 

Eight  new  companies  were  organized  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  under  the  general  law  :  The  Arlington  &  Winchester,  the 
Bridgewater,  Whitman  &  Rockland,  the  Brockton  &  East 
Bridgewater,  the  Mansfield  &  Norton,  the  Norton  &  Attle- 
borough,  the  Plum  Island  Electric  (of  Newbury,  etc.),  the 
Salem  &  Wakefield,  and  the  Worcester  &  Marlborough.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  four  of  these  companies  had  built  and 
were  operating  their  railways,  and  the  other  four  had  not  begun 
to  build. 

Four  companies  were  chartered  in  1897  by  special  act :  The 
Barre,  the  Orange  &  Erving,  the  Palmer  &  Monson,  and  the 
Worcester  &  Blackstone  Valley ;  the  last  named  company  by 
an  act  incorporating  the  purchasers  of  the  franchise  and  prop- 
erty of  the  Blackstone  Valley,  sold  at  receiver's  sale  as  before 
stated.  The  other  three  companies  had  not  begun  to  build, 
and,  so  far  as  known,  had  taken  no  active  steps  in  that 
direction. 
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The  Amherst  &  Sunderland,  the  Mt.  Tom,  and  the  Taunton 
&  Brockton,  severally  chartered  by  special  act  in  1896,  have 
now  completed  their  railways  and  made  their  first  annual 
reports.  The  Mt.  Tom  has  leased  its  railway  to  the  Holyoke, 
and  the  other  two  companies  are  operating  their  railways. 

The  Boston  Elevated,  chartered  by  special  act  in  1894,  hav- 
ing paid  in  a  part  of  its  capital  stock,  though  it  has  not  yet 
commenced  the  construction  of  its  railway,  has  also  made  its 
first  annual  report. 

The  Worcester  &  Shrewsbury  Railroad  Company,  having 
leased  its  road  (a  narrow-gauge)  to  the  Worcester  Consoli- 
dated Street  Railway  Company,  has  been  transferred  from  the 
railroad  to  the  street  railway  list  (see  page  3,  ante). 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  seventy-five  of  the  ninety-three 
reporting  companies  were  operating  their  railways ;  the  rail- 
ways of  eleven  companies  were  operated  by  other  companies 
under  lease  or  contract ;  six  companies  had  organized  and  paid 
in  a  portion  of  their  capital  stock,  but  had  not  begun  to  build ; 
and  one  company  had  been  consolidated  with  another  company 
during  the  year. 

Railway  Construction  and  Mileage, 
JVew  Construction. 
As  will  appear  in  the  following  tables,  there  have  been  added 
the  last  year  to  the  mileage  of  the  Massachusetts  companies, 
122.659  miles  of  street  railway  line,  and  14.259  miles  of  sec- 
ond main  track  —  making  136.918  miles  of  additional  main 
track.  There  have  also  been  added  11.471  miles  of  side  track 
—  making  a  total  addition  of  148.389  miles  of  track  reckoned 
as  single  track.  All  of  this  is  newly  built  railway,  excepting 
2.700  miles,  which  have  been  added  by  the  transfer  of  the 
Worcester  &  Shrewsbury,  as  above  mentioned. 

Mileage  Owned. 
The  Massachusetts  companies  now  own,  as  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  1,206.175  miles  of  street  railway  line,  207.488 
miles  of  second  main  track,  and  102.973  miles  of  side  track  — 
making  the  total  length  of  track  owned  1,516.636  miles.  The 
increase  over  the  previous  year  is  also  stated  in  the  table ;  —

Cost  and  Capital  Investment  per  Mile. 

The  average  cost  of  the  street  railways  of  the  State  per  mile 
of  main  track  (including  the  cost  but  not  the  length  of  side 
track),  as  it  stood  on  the  books  of  the  companies  September 
30,  1897,  was  $22,754.97  for  construction;  $9,373.80  for 
equipment;  and  $12,329.13  for  lands,  buildings  (including 
power  plants)  and  other  permanent  property  —  making  a 
total  average  cost  of  $44,457.90  per  mile  of  main  track. 

These  figures  furnish  but  little  clue,  however,  to  the  cost  of 
any  particular  railway  —  reference  for  which  must  be  had  to 
the  tabulations  in  the  Appendix.  The  cost  per  mile  of  main 
track,  as  reported  by  the  several  companies  whose  railways  are 
completed  and  equipped,  ranges  from  about  $10,000  in  a  coun- 
try town  to  over  $97,000  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  cost,  classified  as  above, 
and  also  the  average  capital  investment  (amount  of  outstanding 
capital  stock  and  net  debt) ,  per  mile  of  main  track,  as  reported 
by  all  of  the  companies  at  the  end  of  each  of  the  last  ten

The  total  amount  of  cash  dividends  declared  the  last  year  was 
$1,965,243.00  — an  increase  of  $162,396.50  over  the  previous 
year.  Fifty  out  of  the  ninety-three  companies  paid  dividends 
ranging  from  2  to  10  per  cent,  and  forty-three  companies,  new 
and  old,  declared  and  paid  no  dividends. 

One  company  paid  10  per  cent ;  two  paid  9  per  cent ;  ten 
paid  8  per  cent ;  one  paid  8  per  cent  on  preferred  and  71-  per 
cent  on  common  stock ;  three  paid  7  per  cent ;  fourteen  paid 
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6  per  cent ;  one  paid  51-  per  cent ;  four  paid  5  per  cent ;  one 
paid  41  per  cent ;  three  paid  4  per  cent ;  one  paid  3|  per 
cent ;  one  paid  3|  per  cent ;  three  paid  3  per  cent ;  one  paid 
2^  per  cent ;  and  four  paid  2  per  cent. 

The  amount  of  dividend-paying  capital  was  $28,425,350.00, 
on  which  the  average  rate  of  dividend  was  6.91  per  cent,  as 
against  6.82  per  cent  the  previous  year.  The  amount  of  capital 
yielding  no  dividend  was  $4,244,922.50.  Including  the  latter, 
the  average  dividend  rate  on  the  whole  amount  of  capital  stock 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  6.02  per  cent,  as  against 
5.87  per  cent  in  1896.  Computed  (as  it  more  properly  might 
be)  on  the  mean  amount  of  capital  outstanding  at  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  year,  this  rate  would  be  6.20  per  cent,  as  against 
6.15  per  cent  in  1896.

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  last  year 
on  the  railways  of  the  ninety-three  companies  making  returns 
to  the  Board,  was  308,684,224  — an  increase  of  16,325,281 
passengers  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  passengers 
carried  on  the  street  railways  exceeded  the  number  carried  on 
the  railroads  of  the  State,  by  205,940,334. 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  by  street  cars  was  61,577,917 
—  an  increase  of  7,964,232  miles  over  the  previous  year.  The 
total  number  of  round  trips  run  was  6,557,183 — an  increase 
of  552,374  in  number  of  trips.  The  average  number  of  pas- 
sengers carried  per  round  trip  was  47  —  two  less  than  in  1896.

Street  Railway  Accidents.* 

The  whole  number  of  persons  injured  in  connection  with 
street  railway  operation,  as  reported  by  the  companies  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1897,  was  2,066;  of  whom  30 
received  fatal  injuries,  and  2,036  injuries  not  fatal. 


*  For  Tabulated  Statement  of  Accidents  in  connection  with  the  several  railways,  in 
detail,  see  Appendix. 
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The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  1,266,  of  whom  10 
were  injured  fatally.  Most  of  the  accidents  to  passengers 
occurred  (as  usual)  from  their  falling  or  being  thrown  down  as 
they  were  getting  on  or  off  cars,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases 
while  the  car  was  in  motion. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  59  in  all,  only  3  of  which 
were  fatal. 

The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the  street 
was  741,  of  which  17  were  fatal. 

Of  the  whole  2,066  injured,  at  least  67  were  children.  The 
reports  in  some  cases  do  not  indicate  whether  the  person  injured 
was  a  child  or  an  adult ;  and  it  has  been  assumed  in  such  cases 
that  the  person  was  an  adult.  Of  the  67  children  injured,  5 
were  fatally  hurt.

Altogether,  there  appear  to  have  been  injured,  fatally  and 
otherwise,  142  more  passengers,  2  more  employees,  and  156 
more  travellers  and  other  persons,  —  in  all  300  more,  —  the 
last  than  the  previous  year. 

In  comparing  the  casualties  of  any  two  years,  the  whole 
number  of  passengers  carried  and  persons  employed,  and  the 
total  number  of  miles  of  track  operated  and  of  round  trips  and 
car  miles  run,  in  the  respective  years,  should  of  course  be 
taken  into  account. 

The  table  on  the  opposite  page  is  designed  to  exhibit  the 
comparative  as  well  as  the  actual  amount  of  casualty  in  connec- 
tion with  street  railway  operation,  for  each  of  the  three  years 
named  in  the  table,  by  giving  the  ratio  of  passengers  and  em- 
ployees fatally  or  otherwise  injured  to  the  whole  number  of 
each  class,  and  also  the  ratio  of  passengers,  employees  and 
other  persons  killed  and  injured,  to  the  length  of  main  track 
operated  and  the  amount  of  car  service  performed.  The  last 
two  years  are  thus  compared  in  the  table  with  each  other.  The 
year  1888  is  also  selected  for  comparison,  because  this  was  the 
last  year  in  which  the  operation  was  wholly  by  horse  power ; 
and  it  is  designed  to  indicate  in  this  way  the  relative  dangers 
attending  the  use  of  horse  and  electric  power. 

In  proportion  to  the  length  of  railway  line,  and  to  the 
amount  of  car  service  and  volume  of  travel,  it  can  hardly  be 
said  that  there  has  been,  or  rather  that  there  is  at  the  present 
time,  any  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  fatal  casualties 
to  passengers,  employees  or  other  persons,  owing  to  the  use  of 
electric  motive  power  in  street  railway  operation.  The  figures 
in  the  table  would  indicate  that  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  accidents  not  fatal,  since  the  substi- 
tution of  electric  for  horse  power;  but  this,  as  explained  in 
previous  reports,  is  larirely  if  not  wholly  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  companies  now  return,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Board,  many  comparatively  slight  injuries,  such  as  they 
were  not  accustomed  to  report  ten  years  ago. 

During  the  last  year,  only  one  out  of  30,868,422  street  rail- 
way passengers  received  fatal  injury,  and  but  one  out  of 
245,768  received  any  less  serious  injury;  and  cars  were  run  on 
an  average  about  30,000  miles  without  accident  of  any  sort 
to  passenger,  employee,  or  other  person  whatsoever. 
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Review  of  the  Year. 

The  increase  in  street  railway  mileage  (length  of  main  track) 
the  last  year,  137  miles,  did  not  keep  pace  with  that  of  the 
year  189H,  when  it  was  199  miles,  nor  with  that  of  the  year 
1895,  when  it  was  149  miles  ;  but,  with  those  two  exceptions, 
surpasses  the  record  of  any  previous  year. 

The  length  of  street  railway  line  *  in  the  State  is  now  in 
round  numbers  1,200  miles,  and  the  length  of  railroad  line 
2,100  miles.  The  latter  has  made  no  gain  in  the  last  four 
years,  while  the  former  shows  an  increase  of  about  470  miles. 
At  this  rate,  there  will  be  in  less  than  ten  years  more  street 
railway  than  railroad  line  in  the  State. 

Of  original  horse  railway,  23.18  miles  of  main  track  were 
reconstructed  the  last  year  for  electric  operation,  and  there 
now  remain  but  11.95  miles  equipped  for  horse  power  only. 
The  number  of  horses  owned  by  the  companies  has  fallen  from 
about  12,000  in  1887,  to  less  than  700  in  1897  ;  and  many  of 
the  latter  are  kept  for  general  use,  and  not  for  hauling  cars. 
It  would  now  require  over  26,000  horses  to  operate  the  lines 
in  the  old  way.  An  electric  motor  apparently  does  the  work 
of  about  four  horses. 

Capital  Investment. 
The  total  capital  investment  in  Massachusetts  street  railways 
increased  the  last  year  from  $59,206,100  to  $63,112,800;  but 
the  average  investment  per  mile  of  railway  fell  from  $46,370  to 
$44,680.  This  decrease  per  mile  is  due  in  some  measure  to  the 
fact  that  a  number  of  the  companies  very  properly  charged  off 
more  or  less  considerable  amounts  from  their  property  accounts 
for  depreciation ;  but  is  due  in  larger  measure  to  the  fact  that 
the  new  railways  are  mostly  located  in  country  districts,  where 
the  cost  of  construction  per  mile  has  always  been  less,  and  to 
the  further  fact  that  the  prices  of  new  material  and  equipment^ 
especially  of  electrical  equipment,  are  now  much  lower  than 
they  were  some  years  ago.  This  cheaper  railway  of  course  re- 
duces the  general  average  cost  and  investment  per  mile. 

*  Length  of  railway  line,  in  distinction  from  length  of  main  track  by  which  street 
railway  mileage  is  usually  reckoned.  The  railroads  have  added  in  the  last  four  years 
34  miles  to  their  length  of  main  track  in  this  State,  and  the  street  railways  525  miles. 
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The  rate  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  of  the  companies  still 
shows  a  downward  tendency,  the  average  rate  having  declined 
the  last  year  from  4.98  to  4.87  per  cent. 


Volume  of  Traffic. 

There  were  carried  the  last  year  on  the  street  railways  of 
the  State  in  round  numbers  308,700,000  passengers  —  an  in- 
crease of  16,300,000  for  the  year.  This  was,  however,  a 
marked  falling  off  in  the  rapidity  of  growth  of  traffic  as  com- 
pared with  1896,  when  the  increase  of  passengers  was  in  round 
numbers  32,600,000,  and  still  more  as  compared  with  1895, 
when  the  increase  was  39,300,000.  The  average  increase  since 
the  introduction  of  electric  motive  power  (in  1889)  had  been 
20,600,000  a  year,  and  for  the  five  years  next  preceding  the 
last,  had  been  23,300,000  a  year.  The  last  year  was,  how- 
ever, one  of  heavy  and  persistent  depression  in  general  busi- 
ness, and  the  railroad  companies  not  only  made  no  gain,  but 
showed  a  serious  and  continued  loss,  in  volume  of  passenger 
traffic  (see  pages  7-13,  ante).  In  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1894,  the  first  year  of  the  panic,  the  growth  of  street  rail- 
way traffic  suffered  a  more  severe  check  than  the  last  year,  the 
increase  of  passengers  in  1894  being  only  6,900,000;  and  the 
last  year  may  possibly  be  followed,  as  that  year  was,  by  another 
unprecedented  stride  upward. 

The  growth  in  total  volume  of  street  railway  travel  has  of 
course  been  largely  due  to  the  building  of  new  lines ;  but  the

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gain  in  number  of  passengers  has  by  no  means  been  in  pro- 
portion to  the  increase  in  mileage  —  as  is  shown  in  the  preced- 
ing table,  which  covers  the  five  years  since  1892. 

It  is  seen  that  the  railway  mileage  has  increased  in  the  last 
five  years  87  per  cent,  while  the  annual  number  of  passengers 
has  grown  only  59  per  cent.  This  would  tend  to  prove,  if  the 
fact  did  not  otherwise  appear,  that  the  volume  and  rate  of 
increase  of  passenger  traffic  on  the  new  railway  lines  are  as  a 
rule  very  much  less  in  proportion  to  mileage  than  on  the  older 
lines. 

Financial  Results. 

The  last  year  showed  no  marked  change  for  the  better  or 
worse  in  the  general  conditions  or  results  of  street  railway 
operation,  or  in  the  financial  strength  and  prospects  of  the  com- 
panies as  a  whole.  There  was  an  addition  of  $5,322,141  to 
gross  assets,  and  of  $5,365,700  to  gross  liabilities  —  a  balance 
of  $43,559  against  the  companies,  reducing  their  aggregate 
surplus  to  3.14  per  cent  of  capital  stock,  or  about  one-third  the 
corresponding  surplus  ratio  of  the  railroad  corporations. 

The  net  divisible  income  was  greater  by  $312,371,  and  the 
amount  of  dividends  declared  by  $162,396  ;  leaving  the  sur- 
plus for  the  year  larger  by  $149,975  than  the  year  before. 
Fifty  out  of  the  93  companies,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of 
$29,074,750  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year,  paid  an  aver- 
age dividend  of  6.7H  per  cent  on  this  amount  of  capital,  as 
against  a  corresponding  rate  of  6.83  per  cent  the  previous 
year.  Forty-three  companies,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of 
$3,595,523,  of  which  companies  28  had  been  in  operation  for  a 
full  year  and  more,  paid  no  dividends.  The  stockholders  of 
some  of  the  older  of  these  companies  have  waited  long  and  in 
vain  for  the  expected  return  on  their  shares,  and  the  investors 
in  the  shares  of  quite  as  large  a  proportion  of  the  rapidly 
forming  new  companies  are  probably  destined  to  a  similar 
experience. 

Twenty-three  companies  came  out  with  a  deficit  for  the  year. 
Nineteen  of  them  did  not  earn  enough  to  pay  expenses  and 
charges.  Seven  of  them  nevertheless  declared  dividends.  In 
three  of  the  latter  cases,  the  deficit  was  increased  by  the 
amount  of  the  dividend,  and  in  the  other  four  cases,  the  deficit 
was  caused  by  an  excessive  dividend.     The  greed  for  dividends 
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on  the  part  of  the  stockholders  of  many  of  the  companies,  who 
have  generally  invested  with  the  mistaken  expectation  of  not 
only  sure  but  lucrative  returns,  is  often  too  importunate  for 
the  managers  to  resist ;  but  the  practice  of  paying  dividends 
where  no  divisible  income  has  been  earned,  or  in  excess  or 
anticipation  of  such  income,  or  even  to  the  full  amount  of  such 
income,  with  no  reserve  for  depreciation,  is  vicious  and  fatal  in 
the  end  to  the  strength  and  success  of  the  company. 

Ratio  of  Operating  Expense. 
The  tabulation  of  the  last  year's  returns  indicates  at  first 
sight  a  reduction  in  the  general  average  ratio  of  operating 
expense  to  gross  earnings,  from  71.16  to  68.95  per  cent,  or 
2.21  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This, 
however,  is  more  than  explained  by  the  somewhat  surprising 
reduction  in  the  ratio  of  the  West  End  company  from  75.94 
to  71.26  per  cent,  or  4.68  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  year 
before.  The  latter  reduction  must  be  accounted  for,  as  we 
presume,  by  the  fact  that  this  company  for  some  reason  ex- 
pended the  last  year  a  considerably  less  amount  than  usual  of 
its  earnings  in  permanent  additions  to  its  plant  and  charged 
the  same  to  operating  expense.  The  earnings  and  expenses  of 
the  West  End  are  nearly  three-fifths  of  those  of  all  the  com- 
panies combined  ;  and  any  material  change  in  its  ratio  sensibly 
affects  the  general  average  ratio.  Eliminating  the  earnings  and 
expenses  of  the  West  End,   the  average  ratio  of   operating

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expense  for  the  rest  of  the  companies,  instead  of  being  lower, 
is  found  to  be  1.07  per  cent  higher  the  last  than  the  preceding 
year. 

Comparative  Results,  1887-1897. 

We  present  the  usual  table,  showing  by  the  more  common 
and  significant  tests  the  general  results  of  street  railway  oper- 
ation in  this  State,  in  the  several  years  at  the  beginning,  the 
middle  and  the  end  of  the  last  decade.  In  the  first  of  these 
years,  it  will  be  observed,  the  operation  was  wholly  by  horse 
power.     (See  table  on  preceding  page.) 

Density  of  Traffic. 

By  density  of  traffic,  as  applied  to  a  street  railway  line  or 
system,  is  meant  the  annual  number  of  passengers  carried 
thereon  per  total  mile  of  main  track  operated.  Assuming  the 
methods  of  operation,  the  rates  for  transportation,  and  other 
general  conditions  to  be  substantially  the  same,  the  comparative 
density  of  traffic  on  two  or  more  railway  (or  railroad)  systems 
will  be  the  decisive  test  and  measure  of  their  earning  capacity. 

Among  the  railroads  of  the  State,  the  Boston  &  Albany,  for 
example,  as  shown  on  preceding  page  61,  has  the  largest 
density  of  both  passenger  and  freight  traffic ;  and,  combining 
the  two  kinds  of  traffic,  its  density  of  traffic  is  more  than  75 
per  cent  greater  than  the  average  for  the  five  leading  Massa- 
chusetts railroads,  including  its  own  road.  This  of  itself  is  suf- 
ficient to  account  for  the  large  and  stable  revenues  of  this 
company  in  proportion  to  its  capital  investment,  and  the  high 
standing  of  its  securities  with  conservative  investors  and  in  the 
general  market. 

Among  our  street  railways,  as  shown  on  page  99,  the  West 
End  has  a  density  of  traffic  more  than  two  and  one-half  times 
as  great  as  that  of  any  other  street  railway  in  the  State-.  Since 
the  consolidation  ten  years  ago  of  the  city  and  suburban  lines 
that  now  form  its  system,  this  company  has  done  little  or 
nothing  in  the  way  of  extending  its  tracks  into  less  fruitful 
territory.  It  has  wisely,  from  the  standpoint  of  corporate 
thrift,  permitted  other  companies  to  serve  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts, while  it  has  been  content,  without  diluting  the  density 
of  its  traffic  by  an  extension  of  its  own  lines,  to  receive  the 
accretion  to  its  traffic  coming  from  their  lines. 
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While  the  gross  or  maximum  earning  capacity  of  a  railway 
system  is  thus  measured  by  its  density  of  traffic,  another  factor 
comes  in  to  determine  its  comparative  net  or  divisible  earning 
capacity,  or,  in  other  words,  its  profitableness  to  tlie  stock- 
holder; and  that  is,  the  cost  or  capital  investment  per  mile  of 
operated  railway  in  question.  This  may  be  illustrated  by  a 
comparison  of  the  West  End  with  the  most  important  of  its 
merged  predecessors,  the  Metropolitan  —  probably  on  the 
whole  the  most  advantageously  located  in  respect  of  density  of 
traffic,  and  the  most  lucrative  in  net  revenue  per  mile,  of  all  the 
railways  that  have  existed  in  the  State.  During  the  last  fiscal 
year  of  its  independent  existence  (1887),  the  Metropolitan 
operated  91  miles  of  main  track,  and  carried  42,970,289  pas- 
sengers ;  or  an  average  of  472,850  passengers  per  total  mile 
operated.  In  1897,  the  West  End  operated  267  miles  of  main 
track,  and  carried  172,554,513  passengers,  or  an  average  of 
647,083  passengers  per  mile  ;  so  that  the  density  of  traffic  on 
the  West  End  in  1897  was  37  per  cent  greater  than  that  on  the 
Metropolitan  ten  years  before.  The  capital  investment  of  the 
Metropolitan,  on  the  other  hand,  was  only  $38,903  per  mile 
operated,  while  that  of  the  West  End  had  increased  to  $97,631 
per  mile,  or  more  than  150  per  cent.  It  thus  appears  that  in 
1887  the  Metropolitan  carried  12,150  passengers  for  each 
^l;00a  oS  its:;ckpital  investment,  while  the  West  End  in  1897, 
for  each  $1,000  of  its  capital  investment,  carried  only  6,628 
passengers,  or  hardly  more  than  half  as  many. 

The  comparison  is  relieved  by  the  fact  that  the  ratio  of  operat- 
ing expense  of  the  West  End  has  averaged  for  the  last  two  or 
three  year's  about  73.4  per  cent,  while  that  of  the  Metropolitan, 
figured  on  the  same  basis,  was  in  1887  about  81.4  per  cent. 
This  is  the  saving  factor  in  the  case ;  but  there  still  remains  a 
wide  enough  margin  of  difference  in  their  relative  density  of 
traffic  to  capital  investment  per  mile,  to  furnish  a  reason  why 
the  West  End  has  failed  to  maintain  the  dividend  rate  of  the 
Metropolitan,  and  even  with  a  lower  dividend  rate  has  not 
been  fully  able  to  keep  its  plant  good  and  its  capital  intact. 

As  there  appears  to  be  a  somewhat  prevalent  though  vague 
impression  that  an  electric  railway  laid  down  upon  the  surface 
of  a  street  or  public  road  in  any  inhabited  part  of  the  State,  by 
some  marvellous  power  of  developing  or  creating  travel,  or  by 
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mere  force  of  good  luck,  is  bound  at  all  events  to  pay,  it  may 
be  interesting  if  not  profitable  still  further  to  trace  the  relation 
of  density  of  traffic  to  successful  or  profitable  operation,  as 
iHustrated  by  the  actual  experience  of  our  electric  lines  taken 
more  at  large. 

It  is  of  course  impracticable  to  analyze  the  exhibit  of  each  of 
the  more  than  four  score  railways  in  detail,  and  we  must  there- 
fore divide  them  into  groups.  We  eliminate  in  the  first  place, 
for  obvious  reasons,  the  15  companies  whose  railways  at  the 
date  of  the  last  annual  reports  had  not  been  completed,  or  had 
not  been  in  operation  a  full  year.  We  omit  also  the  West 
End  (including  the  Somerville)  as  having  been  already  suffi- 
ciently noticed  in  another  connection,  and  because  the  peculiar 
character  and  magnitude  of  the  traffic  of  this  company  are  such 
as  to  dominate  and  distort  the  average  of  any  group  in  which 
it  may  be  placed.  This  leaves,  out  of  the  whole  93  companies, 
76  companies  whose  railways  had  been  in  operation  more  than 
a  year ;  and  these  we  divide  into  two  groups  —  the  first  con- 
sisting of  48  companies  which  paid  dividends  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  and  the  second  of  28  companies  which  paid  no 
dividends  in  that  year. 

For  more  easy  comparison,  we  show  in  the  following  table 
the  average  density  of  traffic  (number  of  passengers  carried) 
per  total  mile  of  main  track  operated,  and  per  $1,000  of  capital 
investment  (capital  stock   and    net  debt),   for   each  of  these

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groups  of  companies,  as  ascertained  from  their  reports  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1897  ;  including  also  in  the  table 
for  convenient  reference  the  figures  before  given  for  the  Metro- 
politan in  1887,  and  for  the  West  End  the  last  year. 

It  appears  by  the  table  that  48  of  our  street  railway  com- 
panies, operating  in  all  880.59  miles  of  main  track,  and  carrying 
on  the  average  135,616  passengers  per  mile  operated,  and 
4,014  passengers  per  $1,000  of  capital  investment,  paid  the 
last  year  an  average  cash  dividend  of  5.68  per  cent  on  their 
aggregate  capital  stock. 

It  also  appears  that  28  other  companies,  operating  in  all 
209.69  miles  of  main  track,  and  carrying  on  the  average  70,895 
passengers  per  mile  operated,  and  2,532  passengers  per  $1,000 
of  capital  investment,  paid  no  dividends  on  their  capital  stock. 

It  cannot  of  course  be  claimed  that  the  figures  in  the  above 
table  furnish  an  exact  numerical  basis  for  measuring  or  for 
fixing  a  limit  to  the  profitableness  of  electric  railway  operation, 
as  depending  on  density  of  traffic.  The  fact  that  the  figures 
are  averages,  of  itself  implies  that  individual  or  exceptional 
cases  are  to  be  found  on  either  side  of  the  line.  We  think, 
however,  that  these  figures  have  a  considerable  value  as  indi- 
cating with  approximate  accuracy  probable  results.  The  num- 
ber of  companies  in^  each  group  is  large  enough  for  a  fair 
general  deduction  based  on  actual  experience.  The  28  com- 
panies that  paid  no  dividends  had  been  in  operation  on  an 
average  about  five  years ;  and  the  48  companies  that  as  a  whole 
paid  a  dividend  of  5.68  per  cent,  a  considerably  longer  time. 
The  conditions  of  electric  railway  operation  in  this  State  do  not 
essentially  vary,  except  as  they  vary  with  respect  to  density  of 
traffic  and  to  cost  or  capital  investment  per  mile ;  and  these 
factors  are  given  their  full  value  in  the  tabulated  results. 

An  intending  investor  in  an  existing  or  projected  street  rail- 
way enterprise,  will  take  into  account  the  chances  in  a  series 
of  years  of  a  management  and  success  a  little  below  as  well  as 
above  the  general  average.  If  he  desires  a  regular  annual  re- 
turn of  six  per  cent  on  his  shares,  he  ought  to  be  convinced, 
we  think,  that  the  railway  will  carry  year  in  and  year  out  more 
than  135,616  passengers  per  mile  operated,  and  more  than 
4,014  passengers  per  $1,000  of  capital  investment;  otherwise, 
the  probabilities,  based  on  the  experience  of  48  companies,  are 
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that  he  must  be  content  with  a  smaller  return.  Unless  it  can 
be  demonstrated,  moreover,  that  the  railway  will  carry  year  in 
and  year  out  more  than  70,895  passengers  per  mile  operated, 
and  more  than  2,532  passengers  per  $1,000  of  capital  invest- 
ment, the  chances,  as  proved  by  the  experience  of  28  com- 
panies, are  that  he  will  receive  no  dividend  at  all. 

There  is  in  fact  a  very  narrow  range  of  speculative  possibility 
in  street  railway  investment.  The  results  are  practically  uni- 
form from  year  to  year,  and  grade  on  substantially  the  same 
levels  with  those  of  railroad  enterprise.  The  average  annual 
return  on  the  total  amount  of  capital  stock  invested  in  street 
railways,  has  ranged  for  the  last  ten  years  between  5.63  and 
6.71  per  cent,  with  an  average  of  6.13  per  cent ;  and  in  the  case 
of  railroads,  from  4.86  to  5.87  per  cent,  with  an  average  of 
5.52  per  cent — the  former  companies  maintaining  an  average 
surplus  of  3.41  per  cent,  and  the  latter  of  7.51  per  cent.  Each 
year  has  shown  in  each  class  about  the  same  proportion  of 
companies  paying  no  dividends  —  one-quarter  to  one-third  of 
the  whole  number,  and  not  far  from  the  same  percentage 
(about  20  per  cent)  of  wholly  unproductive  capital. 

The  limit  of  profitable  railroad  construction  in  this  State 
appears  to  have  been  reached,  and  in  not  a  few  instances  sur- 
passed, some  years  ago.  That  there  is  such  a  limit  in  street 
railway  construction,  and  that  it  has  also  been  transcended  in 
at  least  as  large  a  proportion  of  cases,  the  above  figures,  if  they 
do  not  demonstrate,  tend  strongly  to  show.  They  also  illus- 
trate, what  requires  no  demonstration,  that  a  certain  density  of 
traffic  in  proportion  to  mileage  operated  and  to  capital  invest- 
ment per  mile,  is  absolutely  essential  to  financial  success,  and 
is  the  substantial  measure  of  such  success. 

A  street  railway  is  a  great  public  convenience,  and  it  may 
be  for  the  interest  of  a  community  to  provide  itself  with  a 
railway,  although  it  may  yield  no  direct  return  in  dividends. 
It  is,  however,  desirable  that  the  legitimate  investor  shall  under- 
stand the  conditions  under  which  he  invests  ;  and  that,  in  grant- 
ing locations  for  such  railways,  at  least  in  the  less  populous 
districts  of  the  State,  there  may  be  a  reasonable  conception 
on  the  part  of  the  local  authorities,  of  the  restrictions  and 
burdens  which  the  railway  can  bear.  For  the  professional 
promoter  of  new  railways,  who,  in  the  first  year  or  two  of 
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abnormal  and  roseate  showing,  while  the  railway  is  a  novelty 
and  while  repairs  and  renewals  are  few,  expects  to  unload  his 
stocks  on  a  credulous  public  and  his  bonds  on  the  savings 
banks  of  other  States,  and  who  may  not  succeed  in  so  doing, 
we  feel  a  less  anxious  concern. 

Legislation  of  1897. 

The  General  Court  at  its  last  session  enacted  eiajht  general 
laws  and  sixteen  special  laws  relating  to  street  railways.  Five 
of  the  latter  were  special  acts  of  incorporation.  Nearly  thirty 
such  charters,  most  of  them  voluminous  in  their  provisions, 
have  with  accustomed  liberality  been  granted  in  the  last  five 
years,  hardly  more  than  half  a  dozen  of  which  have  resulted  in 
the  building  of  railways ;  and  these  railways,  with  possibly  one 
or  two  exceptions,  could  just  as  well,  and  with  greater  cer- 
tainty of  regular  procedure,  haye  been  built  under  the  general 
law. 

Boston  Elevated  Railway   Company. 

The  most  important  of  the  special  railway  laws  of  the  last 
session  (St.  1897,  c.  500),  entitled  "An  Act  to  promote 
Eapid  Transit  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  vicinity,"  was  in  sub- 
stance a  reenactment  of  the  charter  (originally  granted  by 
St.  1894,  c.  548)  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
with  additions  and  amendments  extending  its  lines  of  author- 
ized location  and  construction,  and  in  other  respects  materially 
enlarging  its  powers  and  privileges  —  some  of  those  conferred 
being  without  precedent  in  any  previous  legislation  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Among  the  provisions  of  the  act  in  question  was  one  em- 
powering this  company  to  lease  the  West  End  railway ;  the 
terms  of  the  lease,  so  far  as  they  should  relate  to  the  rental  or 
compensation  to  be  paid,  and  to  the  due  and  safe  transportation 
of  the  public,  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  The 
lease  first  submitted  by  the  parties  did  not  receive  our  ap- 
proval. A  modified  lease  was  subsequently  presented  and  was 
approved.  The  reasons  for  the  action  of  the  Board  in  both  of 
these  cases  were  stated  at  length  in  special  reports,  which  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix  ;  and  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  here 
to  review  the  subject-matter. 

By   another   provision   in  the  act   referred   to,  the    Boston 
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Elevated  company  was  authorized  to  procure,  and  the  West 
End  company  to  give,  an  assignment  of  the  contract  of  the 
latter  company  with  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  use  of  the  sub- 
way ;  such  an  assignment  being  also  provided  for  in  the  con- 
tract itself.  The  lease  includes  the  transfer  of  this  contract ; 
and  the  lessee  company  will  have  thereunder  full  power  to  use 
the  subway  in  connection  with  elevated  as  well  as  surface  rail- 
ways. 

The  sections  of  the  subway  on  Boylston  street  and  on  Tre- 
mont  street  as  far  north  as  Park  street,  have  been  completed 
and  in  operation  since  September  last.  The  success  of  the  sub- 
way as  an  engineering  work,  and  in  general  plan  of  construc- 
tion and  equipment,  appears  to  be  beyond  question ;  and  there 
seems  to  be  little  reason  to  doubt  that  it  will  substantially 
accomplish  its  intended  purposes,  and,  under  such  judicious  reg- 
ulation of  its  use  in  point  of  detail  as  experience  may  suggest, 
give  general  satisfaction  to  the  public.  Its  full  value  for  the 
promotion  of  rapid  transit  and  for  the  relief  of  street  congestion 
cannot  of  course  be  realized  until  it  has  been  completed  and  put 
in  operation  over  the  whole  length  of  its  routes  to  the  northerly 
side  of  the  city  ;  nor,  perhaps,  until  lines  of  elevated  railway 
have  been  built  and  are  run  in  connection  with  it. 

The  lease  of  the  West  End  railway,  including  the  assignment 
of  the  subway  contract,  has  taken  full  effect,  dating  back  as 
between  the  parties  to  October  1,  1897  ;  and  both  systems  are 
now  under  operation  by  the  Boston  Elevated  company.  The 
plans  of  the  latter  company  for  elevated  railway  construction 
are  (as  we  are  advised)  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation, 
and  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval.* 

Leases  and  Consolidations. 
Two  general  laws  were  passed  at  the  last  session  (chaps.  213 
and  269)  which  provide  in  carefully  guarded  terms  for  the 
lease  or  operation  under  contract,  and  for  the  purchase  and 
sale  or  consolidation,  of  connecting  street  railways.  We  re- 
gard this  as  wise  and  useful  legislation  ;  and  under  it  we  hope 
and   expect   to    see   with   increasing  frequency  the  union    of

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smaller  companies  with  each  other,  or  with  larger  companies, 
to  their  mutual  advantage  in  economy  of  management  and 
operation  and  in  corporate  strength  and  resource,  and  to  the 
greater  convenience  and  benefit  of  the  public. 

As  a  rule,  the  Board  advises  a  consolidation  rather  than  a 
lease.  It  seems  to  be  unnecessary  and  cumbersome  to  perpet- 
uate the  existence  of  a  minor  company  for  a  long  or  even  short 
term  of  years ;  and  experience  has  abundantly  proved  that  a 
fixed  rental  charge,  however  fair  and  reasonable  it  may  seem  to 
be  at  the  time  when  a  lease  is  made,  is  likely  to  become,  under 
changed  conditions  of  transportation  and  receding  interest  and 
dividend  rates,  unduly  burdensome  to  the  guaranteeihg  com- 
pany, and  more  and  more  unjust  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
latter  company  as  time  goes  on. 

Inspection  of  Street  Railways. 
By  another  general  law  (St.  1897,  c.  376)  the  duties  of  the 
railroad  inspectors  appointed  by  the  Board  under  St.  1894,  c. 
535,  were  enlarged  and  more  fully  defined,  and  were  extended 
so  as  to  include  street  railways.  This  act  took  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  July  last,  and  the  new  work  was  organized  and 
assigned  so  as  to  begin  on  that  day.  We  have  spoken  in  pre- 
vious reports  of  the  valuable  assistance  and  service  of  the 
inspectors  in  the  systematic  and  stated  examination  of  the 
physical  condition  of  railroads  and  their  appurtenances,  and  in 
the  prompt  investigation  of  accidents  and  injuries  in  connec- 
tion with  railroad  operation ;  and  we  anticipate,  and  have 
already  seen,  the  like  good  results  with  respect  to  the  due 
maintenance  and  safety  of  our  street  railway  lines  and  service. 

Vestibuled  Cars. 
Chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  the  last  year  requires,  under 
stringent  penalties,  the  enclosure,  during  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber to  March  inclusive,  of  the  platforms  of  all  cars  which  are 
purchased,  built  or  rebuilt  by  any  street  railway  company  after 
January  1,  1898,  and  which  are  used  during  the  above  named 
months  in  the  transportation  of  passengers,  excepting  cars  that 
are  operated  in  a  city  of  more  than  50,000  inhabitants.  The 
act  does  not  apply  to  the  latter  cars,  unless  the  Board,  after 
hearing  and  investigation,  certifies  that  in  its  opinion  cars  with 
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enclosed  platforms  can  be  operated  in  such  city  with  safety  to 
the  public ;  but  any  company  operating  in  such  city,  in  order 
to  have  its  cars  exempted  from  the  requirements  of  the  act, 
must  file  with  the  Board,  on  or  before  October  1,  1897,  a  re- 
quest for  such  hearing  and  investigation. 

Nine  street  railway  companies,*  operating  in  the  ten  cities 
of  the  State  which  have  a  population  of  over  50,000,  filed  with 
the  Board  within  the  prescribed  time  their  several  petitions  foT 
a  hearing  and  investigation  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  act ; 
and  they  were  given  a  public  hearing  on  October  26,  1897.  It 
appeared  that  all  of  these  companies  desired  to  have  their  cars 
exempted  from  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  or  rather  desired 
no  action  of  the  Board  which  should  take  away  the  exemption 
given  by  the  statute,  except  the  Springfield.  This  company 
operates  in  a  city  with  comparatively  broad  streets,  and  its 
lines  extend  for  considerable  distances  into  the  surrounding 
country ;  and  it  desired  no  action  which  should  prevent  the 
voluntary  vestibuling  of  its  cars,  as  then  contemplated  by  the 
company. 

The  objections  urged  by  the  other  companies  were  not  based 
on  considerations  of  cost  and  expense,  but  of  safety  in  opera- 
tion. Motormen  (it  was  said)  are  selected  not  only  with  ref- 
erence to  general  robustness  of  health  and  strength,  but  to 
perfectness  of  sight  and  hearing ;  and  the  enclosure  of  the 
platform,  especially  when  the  glass  is  clouded  by  frost  or  snow 
or  rain,  is  equivalent  to  a  considerable  impairment  of  sight  and 
hearing.  In  a  city  of  narrow  or  crowded  streets,  and  with 
frequent  intersecting  thoroughfares,  the  result  would  be  to 
increase  the  risks  of  collision  with  other  vehicles  and  with 
persons  on  foot,  and  thereby  the  more  to  endanger  the  safety 
of  passengers  in  the  cars  and  of  travellers  on  the  highway. 
The  need  of  protection  to  employees,  moreover,  is  less  in  the 
city,  where  the  streets  are  shielded  by  buildings,  than  in  the 
bleak  and  open  country,  where  motormen  are  exposed  for  long 
distances  to  the  full  force  of  wind  or  storm. 

It  did  not  seem  to  the  Board  necessary  or  expedient  to  pass

(operating  in  Boston,  Cambridge  and  Sonierville),  the  Worcester  Consolidated,  and  the 
Worcester  &  Suburban. 
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at  once  and  finally  on  the  petitions.  The  statute  applies,  with- 
out any  action  of  the  Board,  to  all  companies  except  those 
operating  in  the  large  cities  in  question.  It  will  take  effect 
gradually,  since  it  applies  only  to  new  cars  ;  and  meantime  its 
working  will  be  tested  by  actual  experience.  The  act  does  not 
prevent  any  company  from  vestibuling  its  cars,  if  it  chooses  to 
do  so ;  and  it  will  be  competent  for  the  Board,  under  the  pend- 
ing petitions,  by  its  certificate  at  any  time  to  require  the  peti- 
tioning companies,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  to  come  into 
line.  The  Board  will  exercise  this  right  whenever  it  becomes 
satisfied,  in  the  case  of  any  city  or  company,  that  it  is  safe  and 
expedient,  in  the  interest  of  all  concerned,  to  do  so. 

Coupon  Notes  and  Stock  Watering. 

Our  street  railway  companies,  we  are  glad  to  say,  are  gen- 
erally managed  by  straightforward  and  trustworthy  men,  who 
believe  in  sound  and  honest  financiering,  and  who  seek  to 
manage  their  properties  not  only  for  the  advantage  of  the  stock- 
holders, but  in  good  faith  towards  the  public.  They  are  will- 
ing and  careful  to  observe  our  laws  according  to  their  letter  and 
spirit ;  and  they  employ  legal  advice,  when  occasion  requires, 
with  a  view  to  such  observance,  and  not  for  the  discovery  of 
loopholes  and  crafty  evasions. 

Under  St.  1889,  c.  316,  street  railway  companies  could  not 
lawfully  issue  mortgage  bonds  without  the  approval  of  the 
Board ;  but  it  was  claimed  that  plain  or  debenture  bonds,  un- 
secured by  mortgage,  could  be  issued  without  such  approval. 
In  a  number  of  cases,  bonds  of  the  latter  class  were  issued  for 
legitimate  amounts  and  purposes  by  companies  that  did  not 
wish  or  need  to  mortgage  their  railways  in  order  to  give  credit 
to  their  securities.  Some  other  companies,  on  the  contrary, 
after  obtaining  authority  to  issue  stock  and  mortgage  bonds  to 
the  full  amounts  required  for  all  necessary  and  lawful  purposes, 
deliberately  proceeded  to  issue  overlying  debenture  bonds  for 
amounts  and  purposes  limited  only  by  the  greed  and  audacity 
of  the  syndicates  and  foreign  operators  who  had  bought  control 
of  railways  in  this  State  for  speculative  and  stock-watering 
manipulation,  and  whose  pockets  these  illegitimate  bonds  or 
their  proceeds  went  wholly  or  largely  to  line. 

It  was  the  design  of  the  anti-stock  watering  legislation  of

1894  to  put  a  stop  to  this  and  other  like  practices,  as  an  impo- 
sition and  fraud  upon  the  public ;  and  the  remedy  appeared  for 
a  number  of  years  to  have  worked  a  complete  cure.  A  year 
or  more  ago,  however,  the  disease  broke  out  in  a  new  phase. 

The  statute  of  1894  (chap.  462)  required  for  the  lawful  issue 
of  all  street  railway  bonds  the  approval  of  the  Board,  duly 
certified  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  term  "  bonds,"  as  used  in  this  and  similar  laws,  was  under- 
stood to  mean  the  same  as  "  funded  debt ; "  that  is,  to  include 
all  evidences  of  indebtedness  running  for  a  term  of  years,  and 
requiring  for  their  validity  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
company.  This  was  the  practical  construction  given  to  the 
statute  of  1894  by  our  best  managed  companies,  acting  under 
sound  and  able  legal  advice  ;  and  such  was  doubtless  its  purpose. 

It  seems,  however,  to  have  occurred  to  some  evasive  lawyer, 
after  two  or  three  years  of  general  compliance  with  this  con- 
struction of  the  statute,  that  a  technical  distinction  between  a 
"bond"  and  a  "coupon  note"  might  be  set  up  and  taken 
advantage  of,  if  the  corporate  seal  were  omitted  from  the  latter 
security  —  a  distinction  without  a  difference  so  far  as  either 
the  company  or  the  public  is  concerned ;  and  two  or  three 
companies,  we  regret  to  say,  have  been  found  ready  to  practice 
this  evasion.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  these 
cases  are  sporadic,  and  that  the  infection  has  not  spread  to  the 
rank  and  file  of  our  law  abiding  companies. 

The  North  Shore  Traction  Company  has  been  conspicuous 
among  the  foreign  operators  that  for  some  years  past  have  mis- 
managed Massachusetts  railways  by  vicious  methods  of  finan- 
ciering. This  company  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New 
Jersey,  and  has  its  legal  domicile  at  Camden  in  that  State. 
The  principal  pseudonym  under  which  it  operates  in  this  State, 
is  Lynn  &  Boston.  It  holds  in  its  own  name  all  but  12  of  the 
shares  of  that  company.  These  12  shares  stand  in  the  names 
of  as  many  different  persons,  whom  it  uses  to  keep  up  the  sem- 
blance of  a  Massachusetts  corporation,  and  to  do  its  bidding 
in  this  State. 

Under  the  auspices  of  this  foreign  company,  for  example,  four 
of  our  domestic  companies*  were  consolidated  in  the  fiscal  year 

*  The  Essex  Electric,  tlie  Lynn  Belt  Line,  the  Lynn  &  Boston  and  the  Naumkeag, 
under  the  .name  of  the  Lynn  &  Boston. 
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ending  September  30,  1893.  In  this  operation,  as  appears  by  a 
comparison  of  the  returns  of  the  four  consolidating  companies 
in  1892  and  of  the  consolidated  company  in  1893,  the  property 
accounts  of  the  purchased  companies  were  marked  up  in  round 
numbers  at  least  $520,000,  and  a  like  amount  of  securities  is- 
sued against  this  inflated  valuation.  As  the  result  of  this  one 
manipulation,  the  people  who  ride  on  this  railway  are  paying 
tolls  to  the  amount  of  $26,000  a  year  which  go  to  liquidate 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  that  represent  this  swollen  and 
fictitious  capitalization. 

The  Interstate  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company  is  a 
Rhode  Island  corporation,  permitted  by  St.  1895,  c.  448,  to 
hold  and  operate  railways  in  this  State.  It  is  successor  by 
purchase  to  the  franchise  and  property  of  the  late  Interstate 
Street  Railway  Company,  another  Rhode  Island  corporation, 
which  by  St.  1891,  c.  399,  was  in  like  manner  licensed  to  build 
and  operate  railways  in  Massachusetts.  By  reckless  misman- 
agement and  immoderate  stock  watering  the  latter  company 
succeeded  in  speedily  wrecking  itself,  involving  in  its  ruin  also 
one  of  our  domestic  companies,*  and  entailing  heavy  losses  on 
innocent  people  who  had  been  induced  to  invest  in  its  inflated 
securities. 

A  syndicate  was  thereupon  formed  to  buy  up  the  bankrupt 
properties,  which  were  lying  idle  and  deteriorated  by  disuse, 
at  the  impending  foreclosure  and  receiver's  sales.  Having 
efiected  the  purchase  in  the  name  of  a  trustee,  the  syndicate 
then  proceeded  to  get  a  charter  in  Rhode  Island,  although  four- 
fifths  of  the  railway  lines  lay  in  Massachusetts,  and  to  organize 
itself  into  the  present  corporation.  It  was  admitted  to  operate 
in  this  State  on  the  express  condition  (among  others)  that  its 
issues  of  stock  or  bonds  should  be  subject  to  our  laws.  It 
strenuously  endeavored  to  capitalize  as  a  corporation  the  rail- 
way properties  for  more  than  twice  what  it  had  paid  for  and 
on  them  as  a  syndicate,  and  for  about  double  their  appraised 
value  for  railway  purposes.  It  was  allowed  by  the  Board,  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  as  in  all  other  cases, 
to  capitalize  all  the  money  that  had  been  or  was  to  be  actually 
spent  or  paid  in,  by  syndicate  or  stockholders,  in  the  acqui- 

*  The  Attleborongh,  North  Attleborough  &  Wrentham. 
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sition,  renovation  and  improvement  of  the  properties  (see  27th 
Annual  Report,  January,  1896,  pp.  165-172)  ;  and  so  the  mat- 
ter stood  until  the  last  year. 

The  Haverhill  &  Amesbury  Street  Railway  Company  applied 
to  the  Board,  about  a  year  ago,  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of 
$300,000  of  six  per  cent  debenture  bonds.  It  had  outstanding 
at  the  time  $150,000  of  capital  stock,  $300,000  of  first  mort- 
gage bonds,  $29,500  of  seven  per  cent  debentures  (exclusive 
of  $120,500  pledged  as  collateral),  and  a  floating  debt  of  about 
$176,500.  It  desired  to  retire  the  debentures,  to  fund  the 
floating  debt,  and  to  provide  itself  with  additional  means.  The 
Board  could  not  grant  this  request ;  if  for  no  other  reasons,  be- 
cause the  funded  debt,  already  excessive,  would  then  be  four 
times  the  capital  stock,  and  because  it  appeared  that  the  net 
earnings  of  the  preceding  year  would  not  be  sufficient  to  pay, 
in  addition  to  other  existing  charges,  the  interest  on  the  pro- 
posed new  issue.  It  was  recommended  instead  that  the  stock- 
holders pay  in  more  capital  and  reduce  the  existing  debt ;  but 
this  suggestion  was  not  acceptable  to  the  company. 

The  North  Shore  Traction  Company,  if  not  the  first  to  dis- 
cover, was  the  first  of  the  above  companies  to  put  in  practice 
the  coupon  note  device.  In  1896,  it  got  control,  through  its 
agents  in  this  State,  of  the  Beverly  &  Danvers  street  railway. 
This  little  railway,  three  miles  in  length,  had  lain  unused  since 
1891.  It  was  originally  capitalized  at  $12,000.  In  the  annual 
report  of  this  company,  September  30,  1896,  it  appeared  that 
the  new  management  had  issued,  unknown  to  the  Board, 
$40,000  of  six  per  cent  coupon  notes  ;  or  about  three  and  one- 
half  times  the  amount  of  the  nominal  capital. 

This  was  the  first  publication  of  the  coupon  note  invention  ; 
and  there  being  intimations  that  some  other  companies  were 
likely  to  copy  the  device,  the  matter  was  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  which  proceeded  at  once  and  finally  to 
stamp  out  this  and  similar  possible  methods  of  unlicensed  finan- 
ciering. A  bill  was  promptly  reported  and  in  due  course  en- 
acted (St.  1897,  c.  337)  ;  but  the  three  companies  above  named 
were  on  the  alert.  When  it  became  apparent  that  the  bill 
would  pass  both  branches,  and  while  it  was  in  its  final  stages, 
the  North  Shore  Traction  Company,  in  contempt  of  the  impend- 
ing prohibitive  decree  of  the  General  Court,  made  haste  to 
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issue,  in  the  name  of  the  Lynn  &  Boston,  and  to  contract  with 
the  Continental  Trust  Company  for  the  sale  of  $1,250,000  of 
coupon  notes  ;  and  the  Interstate  Consolidated,  with  still  more 
unseemly  haste  and  contempt,  put  out  $150,000  of  coupon 
notes  only  five  days  before  the  bill  was  signed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. Of  the  date  of  the  issue  of  $200,000  of  these  notes  by 
the  Haverhill  &  Amesbury,  the  Board  has  not  been  informed. 

To  what  purposes  the  North  Shore  Traction  Company  intends 
to  apply  its  $1,250,000  of  coupon  notes,  we  are  not  advised. 
It  apparently  has  the  power — and  we  can  judge  of  its  pro- 
clivities only  by  the  past  —  to  inject  an  additional  $1,000,000 
or  more  of  water  into  its  already  top-heavy  funded  debt.  In- 
cluding this  issue,  it  will  have  a  capital  stock  of  $1,266,000 
and  a  funded  debt  of  $6,629,000  —  an  extraordinary  and  (in 
this  State)  unparalleled  financial  condition.  It  would  have 
been  well  for  the  holders  of  its  funded  securities  if  the  limita- 
tion of  funded  debt  to  amount  of  paid  capital  stock,  which  is 
embodied  in  the  recent  wholesome  statute  above  referred  to, 
had  been  imposed  on  street  railway  companies  some  years 
ago. 

The  Interstate  Consolidated  has  revealed  the  purpose  and 
use  of  its  $150,000  of  coupon  notes.  To  oifset  this  issue, 
there  appeared  in  its  last  annual  report  (1897),  under  the 
head  of  "  additions  to  railway,"  an  item  of  $150,784.75,  "  pur- 
chase of  railway  in  1895,  balance  due."  This  means  that  the 
coupon  notes  or  their  proceeds  were  turned  over  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  old  syndicate,  now  stockholders  of  the  company. 
No  corresponding  amount  of  money,  not  already  capitalized, 
was  ever  spent  or  paid  in  by  syndicate  or  stockholders,  or 
ever  went  into  the  railways  or  other  property  of  the  company. 
There  was  no  such  "balance  due"  for  purchase  of  railway  in 

1895.  This    is   proved    by  the   intervening   annual  report  of 

1896,  which  the  same  president  and  treasurer,  both  of  them 
prominent  members  of  the  old  syndicate,  swore  to  be  "full, 
just  and  true,"  and  which  contained  no  statement  or  intimation 
of  any  such  liability.  The  Board  is  unable  to  regard  the  cou- 
pon note  transaction  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  palpable  at- 
tempt to  evade  the  conditions,  as  regards  the  issue  of  stock  and 
bonds,  under  which  the  company  was  admitted  to  the  State, 
and  as  an  unwarranted  and  fictitious  inflation  of  its  securities ; 
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and  the  item  of  $150,784.75  has  accordingly  been  thrown  out 
from  the  property  accounts  and  assets  of  the  company. 

It  seems  proper,  in  this  connection,  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  Interstate  Consolidated  pays  no  corporation  tax  in 
Massachusetts  ;  and,  as  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  that 
company  the  last  year  was  only  $922.30,  out  of  an  aggregate 
of  nearly  $600,000  paid  by  all  of  our  street  railway  companies, 
we  assume  that  it  does  not  pay  elsewhere  any  tax  on  its  capital 
invested  in  this  State.  Of  its  25  miles  of  railway  track,  20 
miles  are  located  in  Massachusetts  ;  and  of  its  $380,000  of  cap- 
ital stock,  $304,000  is  properly  Massachusetts  capital.  We 
know  of  no  meritorious  ground  on  which  this  foreign  company 
should  be  permitted  to  come  into  this  State  and  to  do  business 
in  competition  with  our  companies,  without  being  subject  to 
the  same  duties  and  burdens ;  and  we  recommend  that  this 
inequality  be  corrected  by  legislation  similar  to  that  now  ap- 
plicable to  interstate  railroads.  We  also  venture  to  enter  our 
respectful  protest  against  the  admission  of  any  more  foreign 
companies  to  operate  railways  in  this  State,  unless  also  incor- 
porated under  Massachusetts  laws. 

We  have  called  attention  to  the  above  special  cases,  and  to 
the  general  subject  of  illegitimate  financiering,  not  only  because 
such  practices  are  injurious  to  the  public  and  against  the  policy 
of  our  laws,  but  because  they  are,  without  just  discrimination, 
undeservedly  hurtful  to  the  standing  of  our  companies  in  gen- 
eral, and  to  the  credit  of  their  securities.  The  thanks  of  the 
public,  of  the  soundly  managed  companies,  and  of  the  Board, 
are  due  to  the  last  Legislature  for  its  emphatic  condemnation 
of  such  practices,  and  for  its  prompt  suppression  of  the  incip- 
ient revolt  by  recalcitrant  companies  against  the  salutary  re- 
straints of  the  anti-stock  watering  laws  of  1894. 

Grade  Crossings  with  Railroads. 
It  was  said  in  the  last  annual  report,  in  discussing  the 
methods  of  avoiding  grade  crossings  of  railways  with  railroads, 
that  *  the  route  of  the  electric  railway  may  often  be  deflected 
so  as  to  pass  over  or  under  the  railroad,  outside  the  limits  of 
the  highway.  The  objection  is  frequently  met  that  the  railway 
company  can  acquire  land  for  this  purpose  only  by  purchase 
and  at  the  owner's  price.     The  right  to  take  land,  under  regu- 
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lations  similar  to  those  which  apply  to  land  taken  for  improving 
the  alignment  of  a  railroad,  might  well  be  given  to  the  railway 
company.  Such  legislation  seems  to  us  highly  desirable.'  We 
desire  to  renew  this  recommendation. 

In  three  cases  in  this  State,  street  railway  companies  have 
already  built  bridges  or  trestles  for  overhead  crossings  ;  and  in 
other  cases,  plans  have  been  made  or  considered.  A  doubt  has 
been  suggested  in  regard  to  the  power  of  a  local  board  to  per- 
mit or  authorize  the  building  of  structures  or  works,  wholly  or 
in  part  within  the  limits  of  a  public  way,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  a  railway  over  or  under  a  railroad.  While  we  do  not 
mean  to  question  the  existence  of  such  power,  we  think  it  ought 
to  be  made  clear  and  definite ;  and  would  so  recommend.

STATION  ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Approaches  to  the  Wollaston  Station. 

The  Wollaston  station  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road in  the  city  of  Quincy.  Within  the  last  three  years,  two  men, 
citizens  of  Wollaston,  have  been  killed  on  the  tracks  in  front  of  this 
station.  One  of  them,  though  not  at  the  time  a  passenger,  was  cross- 
ing the  tracks  on  the  way  to  his  home.  The  other  was  killed  by  the 
train  which  he  was  crossing  the  tracks  in  order  to  take. 

Upon  the  occurrence  of  the  latter  casualty,  in  June  last,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  was  called  by  the  press  and  by  letter  so  pointedly 
to  the  "  death-trap  "  said  to  exist  there,  that  it  was  deemed  proper 
to  make  a  special  examination  of  the  station.  A  view  was  had  on 
July  2,  at  which  prominent  residents  of  Wollaston  and  officials  of  the 
railroad  company  were  present  by  invitation.  No  one  questioned 
the  existence  of  the  danger,  but  there  was  a  diversity  of  opinion  as 
to  the  remedy.  It  was  not,  in  fact,  a  simple  matter  to  hit  upon 
a  remedy  that  should  be  consistent  with  safe  and  lawful  railroad 
operation,  and  at  the  same  time  acceptable  to  all  of  the  people  of 
Wollaston. 

Shortly  after  the  view,  without  waiting  for  a  finding  by  the  Board, 
though  not  without  giving  notice  of  its  intention,  the  railroad  com- 
pany proceeded  on  its  own  responsibility  to  erect  experimentally  a 
fence,  about  six  feet  high  and  some  500  feet  in  length,  on  the  west- 
erly side  of  the  railroad  opposite  to  the  station.  This  was  not  only 
distasteful  to  the  Wollaston  people,  but  was  regarded  by  many  of 
them  as  a  substantial  grievance  and  wrong.  By  an  order  of  the  city 
council  of  Quincy  passed  on  August  16,  the  mayor  was  requested  to 
apply  to  the  Board  for  a  further  examination  of  the  premises  and  a 
hearing  of  all  parties  interested.  Public  hearings  were  accordingly 
given  on  September  17  and  29,  and  the  Board  has  recently  again 
inspected  the  station. 
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The  situation  is  substantially  this :  The  main  business  street  of 
WoUaston,  on  which  the  post-oflSce  and  principal  stores  are  located, 
is  Newport  Avenue.  This  avenue  runs  along  the  west  side  of  the 
railroad,  abutting  directly  on  the  railroad  location.  The  station 
formerly  stood  on  that  side  of  the  railroad,  between  the  tracks  and 
the  avenue.  A  few  years  ago,  when  the  railroad  company  changed 
from  left-hand  to  right-hand  running,  the  station  was  moved  across 
the  tracks  to  the  east  side  of  the  railroad,  in  order  to  be  (as  it  should 
be)  next  to  the  inbound  track.  About  four-fifths  of  the  WoUaston 
people,  it  is  said,  live  on  the  west  side.  While  the  station  was  on 
that  side,  these  people  had  access  to  it  without  crossing  the  rail- 
road. When  the  station  was  moved  to  the  east  side,  the  case  was 
reversed.  ^ 

The  only  public  highway  by  which  the  people  on  the  west  side  could 
now  get  to  and  from  the  station,  was  Beale  Street,  which  crosses  the 
railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge  about  175  feet  south  of  the  station. 
This  bridge  is  an  old  wooden  structure,  only  18  to  20  feet  wide,  with 
no  sidewalks,  and  with  ascending  approaches  at  both  ends.  The  rail- 
road company,  after  moving  the  station,  had  placed  no  fence  or  other 
barrier  on  the  line  of  Newport  Avenue  opposite  the  station.  The 
result  was  that  travellers  on  foot,  instead  of  going  around  by  the 
Beale  Street  bridge,  took  the  short  cut  from  Newport  Avenue  across 
the  railroad,  not  only  for  access  to  the  station,  but  for  common  use. 
The  people  living  on  the  east  side  of  the  railroad  took  the  same  way 
to  reach  the  post-office,  shops,  etc.,  on  the  west  side.  It  thus  became 
a  thoroughfare  for  all  pedestrians,  bicyclists,  baby  carriages,  and  the 
like  ;  and  horses  were  sometimes  driven  or  led  across.  Children 
played  on  the  railroad  location  and  platforms,  and  even  on  the  tracks, 
as  if  these  were  a  part  of  Newport  Avenue,  from  which  there  was  no 
visible  line  of  demarcation. 

The  resulting  danger  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  140  to  150 
trains  on  the  average  pass  the  WoUaston  station  daily,  many  of  them 
express  trains  running  at  high  speed.  The  road  is  double-track,  and 
trains  often  pass  in  opposite  directions  at  or  about  the  same  time. 
By  leaving  open  the  side  of  the  railroad  next  to  the  avenue,  the  com- 
pany gave  a  license  if  not  an  invitation,  not  only  to  passengers  but  to 
all  persons,  to  cross  the  tracks  at  will.  It  was  in  so  doing  that  the 
two  men  were  killed.  It  is  admitted  that  a  fence  would  have  saved 
their  lives. 

The  real  grievance  of  the  WoUaston  people  appears  to  be  that  the 
fence  now  built  has  not  only  cut  off  the  shortest  way  of  access  to  the 
station  from  the  west  side  of  the  railroad,  but  has  closed  a  convenient 
and  much  used  way  of  general  travel  for  the  people  living  on  both 
sides.     Barring  the  question  of  safety,  the  grievance  is  a  serious  one  ; 
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and  we  think  the  people  of  Wollaston  are  entitled  to  effectual  and 
permanent  relief,  both  from  the  danger  and  from  the  inconvenience. 

One  method  of  relief  suggested  was  the  erection  of  a  fence  between 
the  two  tracks.  This  would  be  clearly  inadmissible  without  two  fully 
equipped  stations,  one  on  each  side  of  the  railroad  ;  and  even  then, 
while  the  danger  might  be  cured,  a  large  share  of  the  inconvenience 
would  remain.  Another  method  was  the  building  of  a  subway  under 
the  tracks  in  front  of  the  station.  This  would  be  an  unusual  expedi- 
ent for  a  station  of  this  character.  The  company,  moreover,  intends 
before  long  to  reconstruct  its  road  for  four  tracks.  The  subway,  if 
to  be  built  at  all,  should  await  the  plan  and  execution  of  this  work. 
It  is  also  obvious  that  neither  of  the  above  methods  would  supply  the 
want  of  a  public  thoroughfare  for  the  general  use  of  the  people  living 
on  both  sides  of  the  railroad. 

The  plan  best  suited  to  accomplish  all  that  is  desired  and  needed, 
appears  to  be  this  :  First,  replace  the  Beale  Street  bridge  by  a  new 
bridge  of  proper  width  and  construction,  lengthening  it  at  the  same 
time  for  four  tracks.  The  present  bridge,  which  was  built  and  is 
maintained  by  the  city,  has  become  wholly  inadequate  for  public  con- 
venience and  safety  since  Wollaston  has  grown  to  a  population  of 
3,000  persons.  Second,  Brook  Street  should  be  extended  easterly  to 
pass  under  the  railroad  north  of  the  station.  The  station  would  then 
stand  midway  between  two  public  streets  about  360  feet  apart,  one 
passing  over  and  one  under  the  railroad,  the  station  grounds  and  plat- 
forms extending  from  street  to  street  —  an  ideal  arrangement  for 
safety,  and  rarely  surpassed  in  point  of  convenience.  The  people  on 
the  west  side  would  thus  have  safe  and  ample  access  to  the  station, 
and  the  people  on  both  sides  would  secure  two  good  public  thorough- 
fares, both  of  them  essential  to  their  proper  accommodation.  Of  the 
entire  cost  of  this  improvement,  estimated  at  $30,000,  it  was  stated 
at  the  hearings  that  the  railroad  company  was  ready  to  pay  about  two- 
thirds.  There  appear  to  be  good  reasons  why  the  city  should  assume 
a  fair  proportion  of  the  expense. 

The  petitioners  desire  the  immediate  removal  of  the  fence.  With 
an  inclination  to  meet  their  views  as  far  as  possible,  we  have  carefully 
considered  the  question  whether  we  ought  to  recommend  its  removal, 
and  have  decided  that  we  cannot  rightly  do  so  under  present  condi- 
tions. To  remove  this  safeguard  before  some  other  remedy  has  been 
provided,  would  be  to  return  to  a  situation  which  all  agree  ought  not 
to  exist,  and  which  is  radically  wrong  and  unsafe.  From  the  nature 
of  the  case,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  where  a  station  is  located  on  one 
side  of  a  railroad,  the  company  cannot  give  free  and  open  access  to 
the  station  from  a  public  way  or  travelled  place  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  railroad,  without  inviting  or  licensing  not  only  passengers,  but 
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the  general  public,  to  cross  the  tracks  in  front  of  the  station  at  their 
convenience  or  pleasure.  A  station  arrangement  of  this  kind  is  now 
everywhere  regarded  as  extremely  dangerous  and  objectionable,  to  be 
remedied  where  it  exists,  and  to  be  avoided  in  the  future.  The  Board 
has  uniformly  declined  to  sanction  it  in  cases  similar  to  the  present. 

Again,  we  have  serious  doubt  if  it  is  not  the  legal  duty  of  a  railroad 
company  to  fence  its  road  at  a  place  like  that  in  question.  The 
Public  Statutes,  chapter  112,  section  115,  impose  upon  a  railroad  cor- 
poration an  obligation  to  erect  and  maintain  suitable  fences  upon  both 
sides  of  the  entire  length  of  its  railroad,  except  where  there  is  a 
public  or  private  way  across  the  railroad,  and  with  other  exceptions 
not  here  material.  If  a  public  way,  the  company  must  leave  open- 
ings. If  a  private  way,  it  must  leave  openings  or  maintain  conven- 
ient bars  or  gates,  as  the  case  may  be.  Where  there  is  no  such  public 
or  private  way  (and  except  as  above)  it  must  fence  its  road.  The 
primary  purpose  of  the  statute  is  not  to  benefit  the  abutters,  but  to 
prevent  any  entrance  or  intrusion  on  the  railroad  that  may  endanger 
the  safety  of  railroad  travel.  The  fence  must  be  a  "  suitable  "  fence, 
and  not  merely  the  "  legal  and  sufficient"  fence  prescribed  by  statute 
for  adjoining  land  owners.  In  the  present  case,  no  public  or  private 
right  of  way  has  been  shown  or  claimed  to  exist ;  and,  upon  an  in- 
spection of  the  fence,  we  cannot  say  that  it  is  not  suitable  for  its 
purpose. 

There  is,  however,  one  measure  of  immediate  relief  that  we  think 
can  safely  and  properly  be  given ;  and  that  is,  the  placing  of  gates 
or  turnstiles  in  the  fence,  to  be  opened  on  the  arrival  of  outbound 
trains  for  the  exit  of  passengers  who  desire  to  go  to  the  west  side  of 
the  railroad.  The  platform  gates  on  that  side  of  the  cars  should 
be  opened  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  purpose.  This  would 
remove  one-half  of  the  present  inconvenience,  so  far  as  travellers  on 
the  railroad  are  concerned. 

When  the  company  erected  the  fence,  it  also  built  a  stairway  lead- 
ing down  from  the  easterly  end  of  the  Beale  Street  bridge  directly 
upon  the  station  platform.  This  stairway,  which  materially  shortens 
and  improves  the  Beale  Street  approach,  the  company  should  continue 
to  maintain,  not  only  until  but  after  the  proposed  widening  of  the 
bridge. 

We  make  these  recommendations  to  the  railroad  company.

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Petition  of  selectmen  of  Watertown  for  change  in  mode  of 
conducting  freight  business  of  fitchburg  railroad  com- 
pany near  passenger  station  in  that  town. 

Public  hearings,  November  17  and  29,  and  December  16,  1897. 
John  B.  Goodrich,  Esq.,  for  the  petitioners,  George  A.  Torrey,  Esq., 
for  the  railroad  company.  George  R.  Nutter,  John  Haskell  Butler 
and  William  F.  Bacon,  Esqs.,  also  appeared  severally  for  the  Hollings- 
worth  &  Whitney  Co.  and  other  manufacturers  in  remonstrance. 

The  allegations  and  prayer  of  the  petition  are  somewhat  general  in 
their  terms,  but  it  appeared  at  the  hearings  that  the  particular  griev- 
ance is  the  place  and  manner  of  conducting  the  freight  business  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  near  the  passenger  station  in  the  centre  of 
Watertown.  The  railroad  here  runs  east  and  west.  The  section 
south  of  the  railroad  is  the  business  quarter  of  the  town,  and  the  sec- 
tion north  of  the  railroad  is  occupied  for  residence.  The  streets  con- 
necting the  two  sections  cross  the  railroad  at  right  angles.  The 
principal  cross  streets  are  Mt.  Auburn,  Spring  and  Church  streets. 
The  passenger  station  stands  on  the  north  side  of  the  railroad,  be- 
tween the  two  last  named  streets,  in  the  southwest  corner  of  a  block 
of  land  or  yard  which  extends  from  street  to  street.  The  easterly 
and  northerly  portions  of  this  yard  are  occupied  by  spur  freight 
tracks,  upon  which  cars  are  shifted  and  stationed  for  loading  and 
unloading  general  bulk  freight.  On  the  south  side  of  the  main 
tracks,  opposite  the  passenger  station  and  grounds,  is  another  freight 
track,  some  1,500  feet  in  length,  used  principally  for  unloading  coal 
from  cars  into  coal  sheds  or  carts.  The  railroad  freight  house  is  also 
located  on  this  track,  and  a  store  for  unloading  grain. 

It  appears  from  this  description  that  the  passenger  station  is  prac- 
tically located  in  and  surrounded  by  the  freight  grounds  and  tracks. 
Complaint  is  made  of  such  occupation  of  the  passenger  station  lot 
and  approaches,  of  the  serious  obstruction  of  the  streets  by  the 
switching  of  freight  trains  and  cars  to  and  from  the  side  tracks,  of 
the  carting  across  the  sidewalks  near  the  station,  of  the  dust  and 
dirt  from  the  handling  of  coal  and  other  freight,  of  the  disfigurement 
of  the  locality,  and  of  the  unfavorable  impression  which  the  unattrac- 
tiveness  of  the  station  and  its  surroundings  gives  to  persons  visiting 
or  passing  through  the  town. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  present  arrangements  are  far  from  desira- 
ble, and  that  there  is  much  ground  for  the  objections  urged.  The 
remedy  proposed  is  a  removal  of  the  freight  tracks  and  business  some 
2,000  feet  easterly,  to  a  tract  of  land  owned  by  the  railroad  company 
and  located  east  of  Irving  Street.  If  the  company  had  no  other  and 
more  imperative  demands  on  its  resources,  and  if  the  change  involved

no  injury  and  increase  of  expense  to  important  business  interests  of 
the  town,  we  should  recommend  this  or  some  other  equally  radical 
remedy.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,  and  we  are  not  ready  to  go 
at  present  quite  so  far. 

We  do  recommend  that  all  of  the  freight  tracks  on  the  north  side 
of  the  railroad  be  removed  to  the  east  side  of  and  near  to  Irving 
street.  We  also  recommend  that  the  freight  track  south  of  the  rail- 
road be  connected  at  or  near  its  westerly  end  (west  of  Cross  Street) 
with  the  eastbound  main  track  (which  need  not  necessarily  be  by  a 
facing  switch),  at  which  point  all  switching  of  cars  for  the  south 
freight  track  should  be  done  as  far  as  may  be  possible.  This,  with 
the  removal  of  the  north  freight  tracks,  will  very  much  relieve  the 
obstruction  of  Mt.  Auburn,  Spring  and  Church  streets  by  the  switch- 
ing across  them,  and  will  greatly  improve  the  approaches  to  and  the 
surroundings  of  the  passenger  station.  Some  further  change  may  be 
found  necessary  and  practicable  in  the  future.

Petition  relativ*e  to  alleged  Discrimination  by  Union  Freight 
Railroad  Company  in  management  of  its  Freight  Yard. 

Public  hearings,  after  notice,  January  12  and  21,  1897.  A.  E. 
Pillsbury,  Esq.,  counsel  for  petitioners;  J.  H.  Benton,  Jr.,  Esq.,  for 
railroad  company;  and  F.  S.  Hesseltine,  Esq.,  for  lessees  of  tracks. 

This  petition  was  presented  by  Holt  &  Newsome  and  nine  others, 
and  another  by  the  Boston  Fruit  &  Produce  Exchange  in  aid  thereof, 
protesting  against  an  alleged  discrimination  against  them  by  the 
Union  Freight  Railroad  Company  in  the  management  of  its  freight 
yard  on  Atlantic  Avenue,  in  Boston.  The  petitioners  claim  that 
since  September  1,  1896,  they  and  others  in  their  trade  have  been 
deprived  of  certain  facilities  and  privileges  in  said  yard  that  they 
had  theretofore  enjoyed  for  several  years,  while  the  company  has  con- 
tinued to  grant  said  facilities  and  privileges  to  two  firms  exclusively, 
and  that  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  company  constitutes  an  undue 
and  unreasonable  preference  in  favor  of  the  aforesaid  two  firms  ;  and 
they  ask  this  Boai'd  for  such  recommendations  as  will  afford  them 
relief. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  this  company  was  originally 
chartered  in  1872  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  freight  cars  through 
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certain  streets  of  Boston  between  the  terminal  points  of  the  several 
steam  railroads,  and  also  for  delivering  freight  on  side  tracks  to 
wharves  and  warehouses  ;  but  the  company  had  no  terminals  of  its 
own.  The  corporation  subsequently  purchased  a  piece  of  land  on 
Atlantic  Avenue,  of  limited  area,  for  the  location  of  its  office  and 
engine  house  and  for  the  temporary  storage  of  cars,  but  not  for  public 
use. 

It  further  appears  that  later,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  busi- 
ness of  the  road,  the  company  has  allowed  the  use  of  two  tracks  in 
said  yard,  of  very  limited  capacity,  as  delivery  tracks,  and  has  per- 
mitted the  consignees  of  cars  placed  thereon  to  hold  them  there  for 
the  purpose  of  making  sales  and  deliveries  of  their  contents  directly 
to  their  customers  instead  of  promptly  unloading  them  ;  a  custom  that 
has  resulted  at  times  in  a  considerable  detention  of  some  of  the  cars 
and  an  unreasonable  occupancy  of  the  tracks. 

The  outcome  has  been  that  this  yard  has  gradually  become  a  retail 
market  for  certain  articles  of  produce,  where  a  large  number  of  deal- 
ers have  assembled  on  certain  days,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
limited  accommodations  finally  proved  entirely  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  various  receivers  wishing  to  use  the  same.  The 
officers  of  the  company,  seeking  to  relieve  themselves  of  the  embar- 
rassment of  the  situation  thus  created,  attempted  to  solve  the  diffi- 
culty by  granting  a  lease  of  both  tracks  to  two  firms  of  their  own 
selection,  and  without  public  notice  of  any  kind,  for  their  exclusive 
use  and  benefit,  thereby  depriving  these  petitioners  and  others  who 
were  desirous  of  using  said  yard  of  all  participation  in  its  privileges. 
This  proceeding,  in  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Board,  con- 
stitutes an  unjust  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  two  firms  thus  bene- 
fited as  against  all  others,  and  they  accordingly  recommend  that  these 
leases  be  terminated  ;  that  the  original  conditions  of  equality  be 
restored,  and  that  consignees  wishing  to  have  their  cars  delivered  at 
this  point  shall  have  them  placed  upon  said  tracks  as  vacancies  occur, 
in  the  order  of  their  arrival  at  the  terminal  roads  ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  unreasonable  detention  of  cars  and  of  extending  the 
facilities  of  the  yard  as  much  as  possible,  the  Board  makes  the  fol- 
lowing suggestion :  That  a  per  diem  charge  be  imposed  upon  each 
car,  of  such  reasonable  amount  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  indicated,  from  the  date  of  its  arrival  in  the  yard  until 
unloaded,  such  charge  to  be  independent  of  the  usual  demurrage 
charge  now  in  force.

crossing,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  decline  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition.

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RAILROAD   TRAIN   SERVICE. 


Petition   for   a  more    convenient  Train    Service,   on  the    New 
York,    New    Haven    &    Hartford    Railroad,    for    children 

ATTENDING    THE    HiGH    SCHOOL    AT    JAMAICA    PlAIN    IN    BoSTON. 

A  conference  was  had  with  persons  representing  the  petitioners  and 
with  officials  of  the  railroad  company  on  October  30,  and  a  public 
hearing,  at  which  all  parties  were  fully  heard,  was  given  December 
9,  1897. 

The  petition  is  signed  by  the  parents  or  guardians  of  60  children 
who  attend  the  high  school  at  Jamaica  Plain  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
It  is  also  signed  by  the  principal  of  the  school,  and  by  one  of  the 
teachers  personally  interested  in  the  train  service.  The  60  children 
in  question,  a  large  majority  of  them  girls,  live  in  the  West  Roxbury 
district  of  Boston,  and  take,  or  desire  to  take,  a  morning  train  on  the 
West  Roxbury  or  Dedham  branch,  at  the  Roslindale  and  other  stations 
in  West  Roxbury,  in  order  to  reach  their  school  at  Jamaica  Plain. 

As  the  train  service  is  now  arranged,  these  children  —  and  the  same 
is  true  of  other  way  passengers  —  ride  from  the  several  stations  on 
the  West  Roxbury  branch,  for  distances  ranging  from  1.3  to  3.2 
miles,  as  far  as  the  Forest  Hills  station  at  the  junction  with  the  main 
line.  They  are  here  compelled  to  leave  their  train,  which  runs 
express  to  Boston,  to  wait  six  minutes  at  the  Forest  Hills  station, 
and  then  to  take  another  way  train  in  order  to  ride  seven-tenths  of 
a  mile  to  the  Jamaica  Plain  station.  The  average  distance  from  their 
homes  to  Jamaica  Plain  is  about  2.5  miles.  They  are  consequently 
obliged  in  this  short  distance  to  get  on  the  cars  twice,  to  get  off  the 
cars  twice,  and  to  wait  six  minutes  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of 
their  destination.  Such  a  service  as  this  would  not  be  endured  by  the 
people  or  local  authorities  on  any  street  railway  line  in  the  State. 
In  this  case,  there  is  unfortunately  no  street  railway  that  runs  between 
the  points  in  question. 

The  parents  of  these  children,  their  teachers,  the  superintendent 
of  the  Boston  schools,  and  others  interested  in  school  education, 
complain  of  this  arrangement  as  involving  too  much  risk  of  injury 
to  the  pupils  in  taking  and  leaving  trains,  and  too  great  exposure  in 
cold  or  stormy  weather  from  changing  cars  and  waiting  at  the  way 
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station  ;  especially  in  view  of  the  age  of  the  boys  and  girls  concerned, 
and  the  want  of  care  natural  to  that  age.  We  think  the  complaint  is 
well  grounded. 

The  line  from  Boston  to  Dedham  is  less  than  10  miles  long.     What- 
ever other  merits  the  present  system  of  train  service  between  these 
points  may  have,  the  cutting  of  this  line  in  the  middle  at  Forest  Hills, 
and  compelling  all  passengers  from  stations  on  one  half  of  the  line  to 
change  cars  at  Forest  Hills  in  order  to  reach  a  way  station  on  the 
other  half,  is  very  far  from  an  improvement.     A  change  of  railroad 
cars  and  a  wait  of  six  minutes  at  a  way  station  within  5  miles  of  Bos- 
ton, savors  of   bygone  methods.      If   the  main  line  and   the  West 
Eoxbury  branch  were  owned  by  two  different  corporations,  each  cor- 
poration would  be  compelled  under  our  statutes  to  haul  the  trains  and 
passengers  of  the  other  corporation  over  its  line  without  change  of 
cars.     The  present  system  is  not  in  this  respect  a  new  and  better  sys- 
tem, but  a  return  to  an  obsolete  system,  and,  as  between  different 
roads  at  connecting  or  junction  points,  a  system  not  tolerated  by  law. 
We  have  to  deal,  however,  only  with  the  case  in  hand.     It  is  ad- 
mitted by  the  railroad  officials  that  it  is  quite  practicable  to  remedy 
the  grievance  complained  of.     It  is  only  a  question  of  the  expense  of 
another  train,  or  of  the  extension  of  the  route  of  an  existing  train,  or 
of  a  slight  modification  and  adaptation  of  the  present  train  service  to 
meet  a  particular  and  exceptional  need.     If  another  train  is  not  pro- 
vided or  run  so  as  to  accommodate  the  school  children  and  other  like 
way  travel,  the  train  on  which  they  now  ride  to  Forest  Hills,  may 
make  a  stop  at  Jamaica  Plain.     This  would  involve  a  delay  in  the 
time  of  the  train  of  not  to  exceed  1 J  minutes.     This  slight  delay  to 
other  passengers,  though  more  in  number,  is  hardly  to  be  compared 
with  the  annoyance  and  risk  and  exposure  of  the  60  school  children  in 
changing  cars  and  waiting  six  minutes  at  Forest  Hills  ;  and  the  delay 
saved  to  other  travel  by  the  latter  not  having  to  leave  and  board  the 
trains  at  Forest  Hills,  would  offset  in  good  if  not  full  measure  the 
delay  caused  by  stopping  a  train  at  Jamaica  Plain. 

Railroad  corporations  usually  adopt  a  specially  liberal  policy 
towards  young  persons  who  are  obtaining  an  education.  "  Scholars' 
tickets"  are  generally  sold  at  largely  reduced  rates.  No  reduction 
from  full  rates  is  made  or  asked  in  the  present  case.  These  children 
do  not  go  to  the  high  school  at  Jamaica  Plain  from  preference  or 
choice.  It  is  the  only  high  school  provided  for  them.  It  was  stated 
at  the  hearings  that  the  city  of  Boston  has  need  at  the  present  time 
of  $2,000,000  to  spend  in  j)roviding  additional  or  better  accommoda- 
tions for  its  scliool  children.  The  city  is  spending  this  amount  in 
connection  with  the  new  Union  passenger  station  in  which  the  rail- 
road company  in  question  is  deeply  interested.     We  have  not  been 
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able  satisfactorily  to  account  for  the  evident  reluctance  of  some  of 
the  officials  of  the  company  to  grant  the  school  accommodation  de- 
sired, and  which  had  been  requested  before  the  matter  was  brought 
to  our  attention.  All  that  it  necessarily  involves  is  the  stopping  of  a 
train  five  days  in  the  week  during  the  public  school  terms  ;  or  at  the 
most  the  provision  or  scheduling  of  a  train  so  as  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  petitioners. 

"We  strongly  recommend  that  the  railroad   company  furnish   the 
relief  desired,  by  some  one  of  the  methods  that  have  been  suggested.

WEST  END   RAILWAY  LEASES. 


Petition  fok  appeoval  of  Proposed  Lease  of  West  End  Rail- 
way TO  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

This  is  a  petition  for  the  approval  of  terms  of  a  proposed  lease  of 
the  franchise  and  property  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company.  Both  companies  join  in 
the  petition.     Public  hearing,  September  16,  1897. 

The  case  comes  before  the  Board  under  section  17  of  chapter  548 
of  the  Acts  of  1894,  which,  as  amended  by  section  11  of  chapter  500 
of  the  Acts  of  1897,  empowers  the  above  named  corporations  to  enter 
into  a  lease  or  contract  for  the  operation  of  the  West  End  Street 
Railway,  but  with  a  proviso  that  "  no  such  lease  or  operating  con- 
tract shall  be  valid  until  the  terms  thereof,  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  rental  or  compensation  to  be  paid  and  to  the  due  and  safe  trans- 
portation of  the  public,  have  been  approved  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners." 

The  lease  upon  which  the  parties  have  agreed,  covering  sixteen 
printed  pages  in  pamphlet  form,  is  submitted  with  the  petition.  It 
is  well  and  strongly  drawn.  The  properties  demised,  the  privileges 
granted,  the  obligations  assumed,  the  considerations  to  be  paid  or 
performed,  are  set  forth  with  elaborate  detail  and  confirmed  by  ample 
mutual  covenants.     The  term  is  fixed  at  ninety-nine  years. 

If  it  were  the  duty  of  the  Board  under  the  above  statute  merely  to 
inquire  how  the  provisions  of  the  lease  might  affect  the  immediate 
parties  thereto,  the  case  would  present  little  diflficulty.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  contracting  corporations  have  for  some  time  been  prac- 
tically one  in  direction  and  control ;  and  we  are  advised  that  their 
interests  are  further  to  be  unified  by  the  offer  of  all  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  lessee  to  the  stockholders  of  the  lessor  for  pro

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rata  subscription.  It  would  therefore  appear  to  be  substantially  a 
case  —  not  infrequent  in  transactions  of  this  kind  —  of  individuals 
associated  under  one  corporate  name  contracting  with  themselves 
under  another  such  name.  No  intentional  or  probable  prejudice  to 
the  rights  or  Interests  of  either  party  is  in  such  case  to  be  presumed  ; 
especially  where,  as  in  the  present  instance,  the  negotiations  have 
been  conducted  by  persons  of  high  financial  standing  and  repute. 

The  statute  contemplates  a  wider  range  of  inquiry.  The  para- 
mount question  we  must  assume  to  be  this  :  Taking  into  account  the 
character  and  scope  of  the  lease,  and  all  of  the  facts  and  conditions, 
present  and  prospective,  that  underlie  and  surround  the  subject- 
matter.  Are  the  terms  of  the  lease,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  rental 
charge  to  be  assumed  and  to  the  service  to  be  rendered,  consistent 
with  the  public  interest  and  in  accord  with  public  policy  ?  This  ques- 
tion the  statute  requires  us  to  answer  by  giving  or  withholding  the 
approval  on  which  the  validity  of  the  lease  depends.  In  view  of  the 
importance  of  the  interests  concerned,  both  public  and  private,  no 
more  responsible  or  delicate  duty  has  ever,  perhaps,  been  laid  upon 
the  Board. 

1 .  We  may  first  inquire  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  provision  for 
the  "  due  and  safe  transportation  of  the  public." 

The  specific  covenants  in  the  lease  appear  to  be  similar  in  this  re- 
gard to  those  usually  found  in  leases  of  this  class.  The  lessee  agrees 
to  keep  the  demised  railways  with  their  appurtenances  in  as  good 
order  and  condition  as  at  the  inception  of  the  lease,  and  to  operate 
the  same  "in  accordance  with  all  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  all  municipal  ordinances,  and  all  orders  of  the  rail- 
road commissioners  or  of  any  public  authority,  that  may  be  applicable 
thereto."  The  lessee  also  agrees  to  "  furnish  all  horse  or  electric  or 
other  power,  all  engines,  rolling  stock  and  equipment  of  every  de- 
scription," which,  in  addition  to  the  like  property  demised,  may  be 
required  for  the  "due  operation"  of  the  railways  covered  by  the 
lease  ;  and  the  lessor  on  its  part  agrees  to  repay  to  the  lessee  the  cost 
of  all  such  additions  from  the  proceeds  of  issues  of  its  stock  or  bonds, 
or  of  sales  of  its  real  estate,  as  elsewhere  provided  in  the  lease. 

In  the  general  laws  that  regulate  the  leasing  of  railroads  and  street 
railways,  there  is  a  proviso,  which  attaches  as  a  condition  to  all  leases 
made  under  those  laws,  that  the  facilities  for  travel  on  either  road 
shall  not  be  diminished.  No  similar  clause  is  found  in  the  special  act 
authorizing  this  lease,  nor  in  the  lease  itself.  If  such  a  provision 
had  been  inserted  in  the  act,  it  would  have  had  legal  force  and  value. 
While  its  insertion  in  the  lease  might  have  been  taken  as  an  assurance 
of  the  intent  or  disposition  of  the  parties,  we  do  not  regard  the  omis- 
sion in  the  lease  as  otherwise  of  vital  consequence.     The  covenants

of  a  lease,  as  such,  are  not  enforceable  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  public, 
but  only  by  the  parties  to  the  lease  as  against  each  other.  The  safe- 
guards of  the  public  are  therefore  to  be  found  in  the  provisions  of 
the  statutes  rather  than  in  the  stipulations  of  the  lease. 

In  considering  how  far  the  terms  of  the  lease  might  be  supple- 
mented by  the  statutory  remedies  of  the  public  as  regards  due  and 
safe  transportation,  we  have  found  the  posture  of  the  case  so  novel 
and  peculiar  that  it  seems  to  require  some  statement. 

The  West  End  Street  Railway  Company,  like  all  such  companies, 
is  now  subject  not  only  to  the  general  street  railway  laws,  but  to  all 
such  special  laws  as  the  Legislature  may  from  time  to  time  see  fit  to 
pass  for  securing  a  safe  and  adequate  service  on  its  lines.  As  an 
independent  company,  it  would  continue  to  be  so.  The  lease,  on  the 
contrary,  would  have  the  immediate  effect  to  take  the  West  End 
system  out  of  its  normal  category,  and  to  bring  it  within  the  excep- 
tional immunities  conferred  on  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany by  its  recently  amended  charter.  In  addition  to  the  express 
exemptions  as  regards  the  reduction  of  tolls  or  fares  and  the  imposi- 
tion of  taxes  or  excises,  the  charter  contains  a  broad  provision  (St. 
1897,  c.  500,  §  10)  that  no  "  other  burden,  duty  or  obligation,  which 
is  not  at  the  same  time  imposed  by  general  law  on  all  street  railway 
companies,"  shall  be  imposed  "  in  respect  of  the  lines  owned,  leased 
or  operated  by  said  corporation,"  for  the  term  of  25  years  from  June 
10,  1897. 

It  would  be  impossible,  therefore,  under  the  lease,  to  secure  the 
due  and  safe  transportation  of  the  public  on  the  West  End  system, 
during  the  period  named,  by  any  special  provision  or  requirement  of 
law.  It  could  not  be  enacted,  for  example,  that  the  underground  con- 
duit system  should  replace  in  the  city  of  Boston  the  overhead  trolley 
system,  or  that  any  other  improved  method  of  construction,  equip- 
ment or  operation,  or  any  new  safeguard,  appliance  or  device,  should 
be  adopted  anywhere  on  the  West  End  lines,  unless  the  same  burden 
or  duty  were  at  the  same  time  imposed  by  general  law  on  all  of  the 
street  railway  companies  of  the  State. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  it  might  be  highly  desirable  and  proper  to 
require  for  the  safety  or  expedition  of  travel  in  the  densely  populated 
cities  and  crowded  streets  of  the  metropolitan  district,  what  it  would 
not  be  necessary  or  reasonable  to  exact  in  the  smaller  cities  and  coun- 
try towns.  The  natural  effect  of  the  exemption  would  therefore  be 
to  retard  if  not  to  prevent  the  proper  adaptation  and  development  of 
the  railway  service  in  the  municipalities  dependent  on  the  West  End 
system. 

The  Board  declined  to  approve  the  subway  contract  until  a  clause 
had  been  inserted  by  which  the  West  End,  or  any  other  company 
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using  the  subway,  was  made  expressly  subject,  "  with  respect  to  the 
railway  and  tracks  located  in  the  subway,  and  the  equipment,  use  and 
operation  thereof,  and  transportation  tliereon,"  not  only  to  the  gen- 
eral street  railway  laws,  but  to  "  any  other  laws  or  acts  which  are  or 
may  be  applicable  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  (the  West  End) 
or  such  other  company,"  not  inconsistent  with  the  specific  grants  of 
the  contract. 

We  should  unhesitatingly  insist  on  the  insertion  of  a  similar  pro- 
vision in  the  pending  lease,  before  approving  it,  if  it  were  within  our 
discretion  to  do  so  under  the  statute  that  governs  the  lease,  as  it  was 
in  the  case  of  the  subway  contract,  and  if  such  provision  would  here 
be  effective.  The  power  to  regulate  and  control  the  exercise  of  cor- 
porate franchises  by  specific  legislation,  appropriate  to  the  exigencies 
of  each  particular  case,  as  well  as  by  general  enactments,  has  been 
long  and  diligently  guarded  in  this  Commonwealth,  as  essential  to  the 
protection  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  people  ;  and  it  is  to  be 
relinquished  or  waived  only  at  the  behest  of  the  Legislature  itself. 

We  find,  however,  that  the  lapse  of  this  power  over  the  West  End 
system,  which  (as  has  been  seen)  would  follow  directly  upon  the 
lease,  would  not  be  due  to  the  terms  of  the  lease,  but  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  that  grants  the  exemptions.  In  other  words, 
the  immunity  under  the  lease  from  full  and  specific  legislative  regula- 
tion and  control,  as  regards  public  transportation  or  otherwise,  would 
attach  to  the  West  End  system  by  force  of  the  statute,  and  not  by 
virtue  of  anything  found  in  the  lease  itself.  The  lease  does  not  sur- 
render the  benefit  of  any  of  the  exemptions  which  the  statute  was 
designed  to  secure.  Neither  does  it  appear  to  exceed  the  immunities 
that  the  statute  gives.  The  wisdom  or  expediency  of  the  statute  it  is 
not  our  province  to  consider. 

We  are  therefore  apparently  precluded  by  the  controlling  effect  of 
the  statute,  from  taking  into  account  the  radical  objection  above 
noted.  Apart  from  this,  there  appears  to  be  no  other  sufficient 
reason  why  the  terms  of  the  lease,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  due  and 
safe  transportation  of  the  public,  should  not  be  approved.  We  have 
not  found  it  necessary,  however,  to  rest  our  decision  wholly  or  mainly 
on  this  part  of  the  case. 

2.  It  remains  to  consider  the  question  of  the  stipulated  "  rental 
or  compensation  to  be  paid." 

The  rent  is  fixed  in  the  lease  as  follows  :  The  Boston  Elevated,  in 
addition  to  paying  all  expenses,  interest,  taxes,  and  charges  of  every 
kind,  and  an  annual  sum  of  $7,500  for  maintenance  of  corporate  or- 
ganization, binds  itself,  without  any  condition  or  reservation,  to  pay 
on  each  and  all  of  the  shares  of  the  preferred  and  common  stock  of 
the  West  End,  now  outstanding  or  hereafter  issued,  a  cash  dividend 
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of  eight  per  cent,  free  of  all  taxes,  in  each  and  every  year  during  the 
term  of  99  years  from  October  1,  1897.  This  dividend  rental  is  to 
be  paid  directly  to  the  several  stockholders  of  the  West  End,  so  that 
no  part  of  it  can  by  any  possibility  be  diverted  to  any  corporate  or 
public  use. 

The  preferred  stock,  amounting  to  $6,400,000,  was  authorized  by 
the  West  End  consolidation  act  (St.  1887,  c.  413)  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose, and  cannot  be  increased.  It  is  entitled  under  that  act  to  cumu- 
lative dividends  of  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent  per  annum,  payable 
out  of  net  profits  in  priority  to  the  common  stock.  The  effect  of  the 
lease  would  be  to  convert  this  preferred  dividend  into  a  guaranteed 
dividend,  no  longer  contingent  on  its  being  earned. 

The  common  stock  now  stands  at  $9,085,000.  Its  amount  may  be 
indefinitely  increased  under  the  lease,  the  West  End  covenanting  to 
issue  from  time  to  time,  at  the  request  of  the  lessee,  such  additional 
amounts  of  stock  or  bonds  (or  both)  as  it  may  lawfully  issue  and  as 
may  be  suflficient  to  repay  the  cost  of  all  extensions  and  other  addi- 
tions and  improvements  to  the  leased  properties  which  the  lessee  may 
make  as  provided  in  the  lease. 

The  West  End  company  began  operation  November  12,  1887.  For 
the  five  calendar  years  1888-92,  it  paid  regular  annual  dividends  of 
ten  per  cent  on  amounts  of  common  stock  ranging  from  $421,100  up 
to  $9,085,000,  and  averaging  $3,980,400.  During  that  period,  the 
West  End  was  substantially  a  horse  railway. 

From  1892  up  to  October  1,  1897  —  a  period  of  four  and  three- 
quarters  years  —  the  common  stock,  remaining  at  $9,085,000,  has 
received  (including  the  recent  semi-annual  dividend)  an  average  an- 
nual dividend  of  6.84  per  cent.  During  this  period,  the  West  End 
has  been  substantially  an  electric  railway.  To  avoid  a  natural  if  not 
common  misapprehension,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  this  marked 
decline  in  dividend  rate  has  not  been  caused  by  the  commercial  de- 
pression prevalent  during  a  portion  of  the  latter  period.  Regardless 
of  that,  the  volume  of  traffic  and  the  gross  revenues  of  the  company 
have  maintained  a  constant  and  rapid  growth. 

While  we  mean  to  intimate  no  doubt  as  to  the  continued  prosperity 
of  the  West  End  under  its  present  auspices,  we  can  discover  on  the 
other  hand  nothing  in  the  existing  or  probable  future  conditions  sur- 
rounding this  company,  to  warrant  an  expectation  that  it  would  be 
practically  able  or  would  deem  it  prudent  to  increase  in  years  to  come 
its  now  accustomed  dividend  rate.  Its  capable  and  experienced 
managers  have  strenuously  contended,  and  have  apparently  demon- 
strated, that  so  long  as  the  company  maintained  its  present  high 
standards  of  construction  and  equipment,  its  superior  service,  its 
liberal  scale  of  compensation  to  employees,  and  at  the  same  time 
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met  the  constant  demands  for  larger  and  better  facilities  for  public 
accommodation,  and  charged  off  year  by  year  an  adequate  amount 
for  depreciation,  —  it  could  not  be  subjected  to  statutory  require- 
ments or  enforced  concessions  that  would  sensibly  diminish  its 
revenues,  without  endangering  the  current  return  to  its  stock- 
holders. 

We  must  therefore  look  for  some  fact  or  reason  other  than  has  yet 
appeared,  to  explain  the  proposed  advance  of  a  now  contingent  divi- 
dend of  (say)  seven  per  cent  on  the  common  stock,  to  an  absolutely 
guaranteed  dividend  of  eight  per  cent  for  99  years.  The  explanation 
first  to  suggest  itself  would  perhaps  be  the  existence,  real  or  supposed, 
of  a  large  and  substantial  property  surplus,  which  had  been  accumu- 
lated by  charging  off  or  by  putting  into  the  plant  from  time  to  time 
liberal  portions  of  the  net  earned  income. 

The  West  End  has  in  fact  been  distinctly  accused,  by  some  per- 
sons, of  systematically  concealing  its  actual  net  earnings  by  charging 
to  operating  expense,  instead  of  to  the  property  accounts,  large  sums 
expended  in  permanent  additions  to  its  plant,  or  by  other  equivalent 
book-keeping  devices.  It  has  been  on  the  other  hand  as  broadly 
affirmed,  by  the  same  or  other  persons,  that  the  actual  property  value 
of  the  West  End  plant  is  to-day  much  less  than  the  capital  invest- 
ment—  that  is,  than  the  outstanding  capital  stock  and  net  debt. 
Either  of  these  allegations,  if  true,  would  have  a  legitimate  bearing 
on  the  question  now  before  us ;  and,  according  as  the  fact  should 
appear,  might  have  an  important  bearing. 

For  this  and  other  reasons,  the  Board  has  caused  a  careful  and 
detailed  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  railways,  equipments,  power 
stations,  and  all  other  real  and  personal  property  of  the  West  End, 
to  be  made  by  three  men  of  unquestionable  competency  and  fitness 
for  the  work,  who  were  named  (among  others)  by  the  company  and 
heartily  approved  by  us.* 

The  appraisal,  which  has  been  made  as  of  October  1, 1897,  is  based 
on  the  cost,  at  current  prices  and  market  values,  of  building  and 
equipping  a  new  electric  railway  system  in  all  respects  like  the  exist- 
ing West  End  system,  with  a  proper  allowance  for  any  depreciation 
in  the  latter  from  age  or  wear.  In  other  words,  the  basis  is  sub- 
stantially what  it  would  cost  to-day  to  "duplicate"  the  West  End 
system.  This  appraisal,  it  may  be  added,  differs  in  no  respect  from 
those  required  by  statute  and  frequently  made  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board,  in  order  to  ascertain,  upon  applications  for  increase  of 


*  Alexander  S.  Porter,  of  Boston,  real  estate  broker  and  expert,  Gilbert  Hodges,  of 
Boston,"  civil  engineer  and  expert  in  railway  construction  and  equipment,  and  Austin  E. 
Smith,  of  Springfield,  treasurer  and  general  manager  of  the  Springfield  St.  Ry.  Co. 
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capital  stock  or  issue  of  mortgage  bonds,  whether  or  not  the  existing 
capital  stock  or  assets  of  a  company  are  impaired. 

The  report  of  the  appraisers  indicates  that  their  work  has  been 
systematically  and  carefully  done.  We  are  satisfied  that  the  apprai- 
sal has  been  fairly  and  justly  and  liberally  made,  and  that  it  repre- 
sents the  full  property  value  of  the  West  End  plant  for  railway 
purposes.  The  appraisers  have  found  this  value  to  be  $25,606,- 
807.87.  The  amount  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock  and  net  debt 
of  the  company  at  the  same  date,  as  ascertained  by  the  Board,  was 
$26,341,192.78.  This  shows  a  deficiency  of  assets  to  the  amount  of 
$734,384.91.  This  deficit  properly  attaches  to  the  common  stock  as 
the  inferior  security.  The  result  is  an  impairment  of  the  common 
stock  of  over  eight  per  cent  of  its  par  value.  In  other  words,  each 
$100  of  common  stock  represents  about  $92  of  actual  property.  It 
appears,  therefore,  that  the  West  End  has  applied  too  little,  rather 
than  too  much,  of  its  net  divisible  income  to  offset  depreciation  and 
to  keep  its  capital  intact. 

This  lease,  if  now  approved  by  the  Board,  becomes  a  contract 
which  even  the  Legislature  will  be  powerless  to  annul,  alter  or  impair. 
Its  effect  would  be  to  fix  upon  the  West  End  system  for  99  years  an 
irrevocable  rental  charge.  Including  the  tax  on  the  market  value  of 
the  shares  as  enhanced  by  the  lease — which  tax,  in  whatever  form 
assessed,  the  lessee  company  agrees  to  pay  —  the  stipulated  rental  is 
equivalent  to  the  payment  by  the  lessee  of  an  annual  dividend  of 
about  11  per  cent  to  all  of  the  stockholders  of  the  West  End  on  the 
par  value  of  their  shares.  On  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  common 
stock  as  ascertained  by  the  appraisal,  it  is  equivalent  to  the  payment 
of  an  annual  dividend  of  about  12  per  cent. 

Is  this  a  reasonable  rental  charge?  We  approach  this  question 
with  the  more  concern  because  its  scope  and  importance  outreach  the 
present  case.  The  same  statute  that  authorizes  the  Boston  Elevated 
to  lease  the  West  End  railway,  empowers  it  also  to  lease  any  other 
railways  "  whose  lines  may  be  or  become  in  whole  or  in  part  tributary 
to  or  connecting  with  its  lines."  The  pending  lease,  moreover,  con- 
tains a  parallel  provision,  imperative  in  its  terms,  that  "-the  lessor 
(the  West  End)  shall  make  and  execute  such  other  leases  or  operat- 
ing contracts  with  other  street  railway  companies  as  the  lessee  (the 
Boston  Elevated)  may  request." 

There  is  no  mistaking  the  line  of  policy  thus  plainly  foreshadowed 
and  doubly  provided  for,  nor  what  may  be  its  probable  outcome.  By 
a  progressive  series  of  leases,  all  of  the  street  railways  within  a  terri- 
tory whose  undefined  limits  will  expand  with  each  new  lease,  may  be 
absorbed  into  one  consolidated  leasehold  system.  The  present  lease 
is  the  first  in  the  series.     It  is  not  difficult  to  foresee  that  the  rental 
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charge  over  the  whole  system  would  be  —  as  in  equity  to  all  the  par- 
ties and  interests  concerned  it  must  be  —  adjusted  upon  the  basis 
here  adopted,  and  graduated  to  the  scale  here  fixed  ;  and  for  terms 
of  corresponding  length. 

The  electric  railway  system  has  but  recently  sprung  into  existence. 
Its  proper  economic  relation  to  the  municipality  and  to  the  general 
public  has  not  been  settled  and  is  now  under  discussion.  The  final 
adjustment  will  rest  with  the  Legislature.  What  the  adopted  policy 
will  be,  or  ought  to  be,  we  do  not  predict  or  here  debate.  One  thing, 
however,  is  certain.  In  whatever  way  for  a  century  to  come  the  ques- 
tion of  the  regulation  or  proper  disposition  of  the  West  End  system 
should  be  approached,  or  it  should  be  attempted  to  deal  with  the 
broader  problem  of  "  rapid  transit  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  vicinity," 
the  Legislature  and  the  public  would  be  confronted  with  this  lease» 
Its  far  reaching  tenure  and  fixed  rental  charge,  sanctioned  under  the 
authority  of  the  Legislature  itself,  would  be  factors  not  to  be  escaped 
or  ignored. 

The  stipulated  rental  must  be  subtracted  from  net  earnings  before 
there  could  be,  under  the  recent  statute  or  otherwise,  any  reduction 
of  tolls  or  fares.  It  must  be  paid  in  full  before  more  than  the  mini- 
mum percentage  of  compensation  tax,  as  graduated  by  the  same  stat- 
ute, could  accrue  to  the  city  or  town.  Whatever  the  future  accepted 
rate  of  return,  hitherto  tending  downward,  on  capital  invested  in 
public-service  corporations,  or  at  whatever  rate,  under  private  or 
public  ownership  or  control,  fresh  capital  might  be  forthcoming,  the 
rate  here  fixed  would  run  on  to  the  end  of  the  lease  without  diminu- 
tion or  power  of  revision.  In  any  proposed  adjustment  of  the  bur- 
dens to  be  borne  or  shared,  of  the  compensation  to  be  made  for 
privileges  granted,  or  of  the  service  proper  to  be  demanded,  the 
rental  nominated  in  the  lease,  for  more  than  three  generations  to 
come,  must  be  credited  to  the  corporation  and  debited  to  the  public. 
The  only  suggested  way  of  relief  is  a  resort  to  the  desperate  remedy 
of  revoking  the  railway  locations,  and  thereby  destroying  the  service 
that  the  public  could  neither  amend  nor  do  without. 

It  is  evident  from  what  has  been  said,  that  the  reasonableness  of 
the  rental  cannot  be  considered  apart  from  the  length  of  the  lease. 
The  term  of  99  years  is  not  a  prescribed  term,  but  the  longest  term 
allowed  by  our  laws.  It  is  the  more  frequent  but  not  the  invariable 
term.  Leases  have  recently  been  made  and  approved  for  terms  of 
25  and  20  years.  What  is  a  suitable  term,  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  parties  or  of  the  public,  depends  on  the  circumstances  of  each 
ease.  There  are  facts  in  the  present  case  that  have  a  significant 
bearing  on  the  duration  of  the  lease  as.  affecting  the  question  now 
under  consideration.

'  The  main  purpose  of  the  lease,  as  declared  by  the  lessee,  was  to 
secure  possession  of  the  subway.  The  Boston  Elevated  must  have 
the  subway,  and  could  get  it  only  through  a  lease  of  the  "West  End. 
The  Legislature  at  first  limited  the  term  of  the  subway  contract  to  50 
years.  Upon  further  deliberation,  it  reduced  the  limit  to  20  years. 
The  contract  with  the  West  End,  which  the  lease  assigns,  has  been 
made  and  the  compensation  fixed  for  the  latter  term.  There  is  at 
present  no  provision  of  law  for  the  renewal  or  extension  of  this  con- 
tract, or  for  the  making  of  any  other  contract,  when  the  20  years  have 
run  out. 

Again,  by  the  act  of  the  last  session  (St.  1897,  c.  500),  as  already 
seen,  the  Boston  Elevated  was  granted  certain  important  exemptions 
as  regards  the  reduction  of  fares  and  the  imposition  of  taxes  and 
other  burdens  on  the  lines  owned  or  leased  by  it.  These  immunities 
were  asked  for  the  term  of  30  years  ;  and  it  was  strongly  insisted  that 
capital  would  not  be  warranted  and  could  not  be  induced  to  enlist  in 
the  elevated  enterprise  without  a  guaranty  for  that  length  of  time. 
The  Legislature  shortened  the  time  to  25  years  from  the  passage  of 
the  act.  The  same  statute  authorizes  a  lease  of  the  proposed  East 
Boston  tunnel,  upon  its  completion,  to  the  Boston  Elevated.  The 
term  is  again  limited  to  25  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act.  The 
company  is  empowered  by  the  act  to  mortgage  its  leasehold  interest 
in  the  West  End  and  other  leased  railways  as  security  for  its  bonds ; 
but  it  cannot  issue  mortgage  bonds  to  run  for  more  than  20  years. 
The  elevated  locations  granted  by  the  act,  if  not  sooner  built  on,  are 
made  revocable  after  10  years. 

It  appears,  then,  that  the  Legislature,  in  dealing  with  the  impor- 
tant subject  of  rapid  transit  in  the  metropolitan  district,  has  deemed 
it  proper  to  authorize  the  making  of  certain  leases  and  contracts,  and 
to  grant  certain  immunities  in  the  nature  of  contracts,  for  terms  of 
years.  It  has  taken  noticeable  care,  however,  not  to  extend  their 
scope  beyond  the  present  generation.  It  has  refused  to  tie  its  own 
hands,  or  in  any  way  to  foreclose  the  right  of  public  regulation  and 
control,  at  the  longest,  for  more  than  25  years.  Beyond  the  periods 
limited,  the  Legislature  has  clearly  revealed  its  purpose  that  the  poli- 
cies to  be  adopted,  the  contracts  and  leases  (if  any)  to  be  made,  the 
immunities  (if  any)  to  be  granted,  with  the  duties  and  compensa- 
tions, the  charges  and  burdens  attached  or  incident  thereto,  the  com- 
ing generations  shall  be  free  to  determine  and  adjust  for  themselves. 

It  hardly  needs  to  be  added  that  the  proposed  lease,  in  its  present 
form,  is  wholly  discordant  with  the  public  policy  thus  deliberately 
settled  and  wisely  restricted  by  the  Legislature.  It  is  practically  de- 
structive to  that  policy.  The  West  End  system,  feeding  with  its  300 
miles  of  track  the  travel  of  eight  cities  and  three  suburban  towns,  is 
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the  pivotal  factor  in  any  sclieme  of  metropolitan  rapid  transit.  The 
subway  and  the  elevated  railway  do  not  displace  the  West  End  sys- 
tem but  merely  supplement  it.  The  tenure  of  this  basal  system,  the 
conditions  of  its  operation  and  control,  its  place  and  function  in  the 
metropolitan  service,  with  the  charges  to  be  assumed  and  the  burdens 
to  be  borne,  the  lease  proposes  to  forestall  for  a  term  of  years  quad- 
ruple the  length  of  the  longest  term  that  the  Legislature  has  con- 
sented to  sanction. 

Running  thus  counter  to  the  sharply  defined  line  of  public  policy, 
it  is  not  easy  to  see  on  what  ground  the  lease  can  be  justified  as  a  pri- 
vate contract.  Its  motive  and  essential  conditions  —  the  subway  and 
the  enjoyed  immunities —  lapse  in  20  and  25  years.  Who  can  ven- 
ture to  predict  what  changed  conditions  will  then  exist  or  arise? 
Except  upon  the  assumption  that  the  parties  who  shall  then  hold  this 
lease,  fortified  by  the  possession  and  control  of  the  West  End  system, 
can  prescribe  the  terms  of  the  contracts  and  adjustments  to  be  made 
for  the  75  or  80  years  beyond,  the  lease  is  an  improvident  contract. 

We  have  not  failed  carefully  to  weigh  the  arguments  adduced  in 
favor  of  the  lease.  It  is  with  reluctance  that  we  have  come  to  a  con- 
clusion at  variance  with  the  views  of  its  proponents.  We  intend  no 
unfavorable  opinion  of  their  purposes  and  aims.  We  cannot  agree, 
however,  that  the  lease,  as  regards  the  provisions  in  question,  is 
wisely  adapted  or  justly  essential  to  securing  the  desired  public  ends. 
Upon  the  facts  and  considerations  that  have  been  stated,  the  proposed 
rental  charge  is  in  our  judgment  unwarranted,  and  involves  an  un- 
reasonable and  excessive  public  burden  ;  and  the  more  so,  in  view  of 
the  length  of  the  stipulated  term.  In  these  respects,  the  lease  is  not 
consistent  with  the  public  interest  nor  in  accord  with  the  public  policy 
declared  by  the  General  Court. 

The  terms  of  the  lease,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  "  the  rental  or  com- 
pensation to  be  paid,"  we  are  unable  to  approve.

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Petition  for  approval  of  Modified  Lease  of  West  End  Rail- 
way TO  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

Joint  petition  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  and  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for  approval  of  terms  of  a  modi- 
fied lease  of  the  franchise  and  property  of  the  former  to  the  latter 
company.  Public  hearings,  after  notice  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the 
Board,  December  10  and  11,  1897. 

A  similar  petition  of  these  corporations  was  heard  on  September 
16,  and  a  decision  of  the  Board,  disapproving  certain  terms  of  the  lease 
then  submitted,  was  made  on  November  22,  1897.  The  lease  now 
proposed  contains  important  changes  in  several  particulars  to  which 
attention  was  called  in  the  special  report  on  the  first  petition :  — 

(1.)  The  stipulated  dividend  rental  on  the  West  End  common 
stock  is  reduced  from  eight  to  seven  per  cent  per  annum. 

(2.)  The  term  of  the  lease  is  shortened  from  99  years,  to  24 
years  8  months  and  9  days,  from  October  1,  1897,  so  that  the  lease 
shall  expire  at  the  same  time  with  the  special  immunities  which  are 
granted  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  by  St.  1897,  c. 
500,  and  which  run  25  years  from  June  10,  1897,  the  date  of  the  pas- 
sage of  that  act. 

(3.)  There  is  inserted  in  the  amended  lease  a  covenant  that  the 
lessee  (the  Boston  Elevated)  "  shall  not  diminish  the  facilities  for 
travel  upon  the  lessor's  (the  West  End)  railway  as  they  exist  at  the 
inception  of  this  lease,  except  so  far  as  substantially  equal  facilities 
may  be  furnished  in  substitution  therefor,  either  by  the  lessee's  ele- 
vated railway  or  otherwise." 

(4.)  The  mandatory  provision  in  the  former  lease,  that  "the 
lessor  (the  West  End)  shall  make  and  execute  such  other  leases  or 
operating  contracts  with  other  street  railway  companies  as  the  lessee 
(the  Boston  Elevated)  may  request,"  is  now  stricken  out. 

It  was  stated  in  the  former  report  that  the  lease  then  proposed 
would  have  the  effect,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  the 
statute  above  cited,  to  exempt  the  West  End  system  for  the  period 
of  25  years  from  any  legislation  specifically  designed  to  secure  or  pro- 
mote the  due  and  safe  transportation  of  the  public  on  its  lines.  The 
same  must  be  said  of  the  present  lease.  The  reason  is  also  the  same, 
namely,  that  this  exemption  is  not  created  by  the  terms  of  the  lease 
as  formulated  by  the  parties,  but  attaches  upon  the  making  of  any 
such  lease,  whatever  its  terms,  by  the  force  of  the  statute.  While 
we  have  not  been  able  to  modify  our  views  as  to  the  serious  import 
of  the  objection  involved,  we  are  also  confirmed  upon  further  reflec- 
tion in  the  opinion  before  indicated,  that  this  feature  of  the  case  is 
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conclusively  determined  by  provisions  of  law  which  it  is  not  compe- 
tent for  us  to  revise.  It  is  the  terms  of  the  lease  and  not  of  the  stat- 
ute that  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

An  objection  to  the  lease  not  before  presented,  and  not  discussed 
in  the  previous  report,  was  urged  at  the  recent  hearings  with  much 
vigor  and  range  of  argument  by  citizens  of  Boston  especially  entitled 
to  be  heard  on  the  question  raised.  The  objection  was  stated  by  ex- 
Mayor  Matthews  as  follows  :  — 

Our  objection,  the  only  objection  that  we  collectively  care  to  impress 
upon  the  attention  of  this  Board,  is  that  this  lease,  as  now  submitted  for 
your  consideration,  makes  no  provision  for  the  accommodation  along  the 
main  line  of  the  subway  of  the  surface  cars  of  the  West  End  Street  Rail- 
way Company;  that  it  will  permit  the  complete  diversion  for  25  years  of 
the  subway  from  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  voted  by  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton, built  at  their  expense  and  leased  by  their  authority ;  that  it  will  inevi- 
tably result,  sooner  or  later,  in  the  restoration  of  the  surface  tracks  upon 
the  whole  length  of  Tremont  and  connecting  streets ;  that  the  result  will 
be  that  the  main  object  of  the  subway  will  have  been  lost  sight  of  and 
destroyed  ;  and  that,  instead  of  there  being  less  congestion  of  traffic  in  the 
business  part  of  the  city  of  Boston,  there  will  be  an  increase  of  congestion, 
which  will  be  maintained,  without  the  possibility  of  relief  on  the  part  of  the 
public,  for  25  years.  That  is  our  main  objection,  and  the  only  one  we  care 
to  press. 

It  was  alleged  in  particular  that  the  pending  lease  would  not  pre- 
vent the  apparently  intended  use  exclusively  for  elevated  cars  and 
trains,  of  the  two  through  subway  tracks  from  Shawmut  avenue  to 
Causeway  street,  which  are  now  designed  for  surface  cars,  —  so  that 
passengers  by  surface  lines,  on  arriving  at  the  Shawmut  avenue 
entrance  to  the  subway,  would  be  compelled  either  to  change  to 
elevated  cars,  or  to  reach  their  destination  by  circuitous  routes ;  and 
that  it  would  be  impossible  during  the  term  of  the  lease  to  secure  the 
enlargement  of  the  subway  and  the  building  of  two  additional  through 
tracks,  so  as  to  accommodate  both  kinds  of  travel,  as  originally  in- 
tended and  authorized  by  the  subway  acts. 

The  force  of  the  objection  evidently  turns  on  the  question  whether, 
under  the  lease,  the  manner  of  the  utilization  of  the  subway  would 
depend  on  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  lessee,  as  the  objection  appears 
to  assume,  or  would  continue  to  be,  as  it  now  is,  subject  to  public 
regulation  and  control.  If  by  reason  of  the  lease  the  former  condi- 
tion would  arise,  the  lease  ought  not  to  be  approved.  After  careful 
consideration,  both  before  and  since  the  recent  hearings,  we  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  latter  condition  would  continue  to 
exist  under  the  lease. 
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In  the  first  subway  act  (St.  1893,  c.  478),  there  is  no  intimation 
of  the  use  of  the  subway  in  connection  with  other  than  surface  rail- 
ways. In  the  subsequent  acts  (Sts.  1894,  c.  548;  1895,  c.  440), 
provision  is  made  for  its  use  in  connection  with  elevated  as  well  as 
surface  railways.  In  the  latter  act,  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
is  empowered  to  "  enter  into  contracts  with  any  surface  or  elevated 
railway  company  "  for  locations  and  other  rights  in  the  subway  ;  and 
under  St.  1897,  c.  500,  the  Boston  Elevated,  upon  obtaining  a  due 
assignment  of  the  contract  made  by  that  commission  with  the  West 
End,  "  may  operate  its  railroad  in  said  subway." 

All  the  rights  and  obligations  that  exist  with  respect  to  the  use  of 
the  subway,  are  created  and  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
tract with  the  West  End  company.  No  other  subway  contract  has 
been  made.  The  assignment  of  this  contract  is  authorized  in  the 
contract  itself ;  but  only  on  condition  that  the  "  succeeding  corpora- 
tion shall  assume  all  the  duties,  obligations  and  undertakings  herein 
imposed  upon  said  West  End  Street  Railway  Company."  The  statute 
of  1897  requires  that  the  assignment  of  the  subway  contract  to  the 
Boston  Elevated  shall  be  made  "  under  the  provisions  of  said  con- 
tract." The  pending  lease  assigns  the  contract  "  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  obligations  and  undertakings  thereby  imposed ; "  and  any 
failure  by  the  lessee  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  subway  contract, 
works  a  forfeiture  of  the  lease.  We  do  not  find  here,  either  in  the 
statute  or  in  the  lease,  any  evidence  of  an  intention  to  alter  or  relax 
the  conditions  of  the  contract;  and  if  such  were  the  intention,  there 
would  not  be  the  power.  The  assignment  merely  changes  one  of  the 
parties  to  the  contract.  Its  terms  remain  the  same.  The  Boston 
Elevated  would  therefore  have,  under  the  lease,  the  same  rights, 
duties  and  obligations  with  respect  to  the  subway  that  the  West  End 
now  has  —  no  less  and  no  more. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  subway  acts  by  which  the  corporation 
holding  a  subway  contract  is  exempted  from  the  imposition  of  any 
burden,  duty  or  obligation  by  special  law  ;  and  the  contract  itself,  as 
stated  in  the  former  report,  contains  an  express  stipulation  that  any 
corporation  using  the  subway  shall,  with  respect  to  the  use  and  opera- 
tion of  the  railway  and  tracks  therein,  be  subject  to  all  general  and 
special  laws  that  are  or  may  be  applicable  to  such  company.  By  a 
now  existing  general  law  (St.  1891,  c.  216),  to  which  the  Boston 
Elevated  would  be  subject,  this  Board,  for  example,  would  have  the 
power  from  time  to  time  to  order  such  additional  accommodations  to 
be  provided  for  the  travelling  public  on  the  subway  lines,  as  it  should 
deem  tliat  justice  to  all  parties  required  ;  and  stringent  penalties  are 
provided  for  non-compliance  with  any  such  order. 
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As  regards  the  enlargement  of  the  subway,  the  Boston  Transit 
Commission,  by  the  subway  act  of  1895,  was  given  discretion  to  con- 
struct in  the  first  instance  any  portion  of  the  subway  for  less  than 
four  tracks  ;  but  was  at  the  same  time  authorized  to  make  suitable 
provision  for  the  future  enlargement  of  any  such  portion  so  as  to 
accommodate  four  tracks  ;  and  to  construct  such  enlargement  when 
the  commission  deemed  it  expedient  to  do  so.  It  is  moreover  stipu- 
lated in  the  subway  contract  that  "  the  commission,  if  it  deems  that 
public  convenience  and  necessity  so  require,  may  make  such  addi- 
tions to  or  improvements  or  changes  in  the  subway,  within  the  limits 
defined  by  existing  acts,  as  it  sees  fit ; "  and  the  party  of  the  second 
part  (the  West  End)  binds  itself  to  equip  and  use  the  subway  after 
such  additions,  improvements  and  changes  have  been  made,  with  the 
same  privileges  and  under  the  same  obligations  as  before,  including 
the  obligation  to  pay  annually  4J  per  cent  on  the  additional  cost 
thereby  incurred.  All  of  these  privileges  and  obligations,  as  we  have 
seen,  would  devolve  on  the  Boston  Elevated  by  the  assignment  of  the 
contract. 

An  enlargement  of  the  subway  would  clearly  be  an  "  addition  "  or 
"  improvement"  or  "  change"  in  the  subway  —  one,  if  not  all  three. 
An  enlargement  for  four  tracks  would  come  "  within  the  limits  de- 
fined" by  the  act  of  1895,  to  which  the  contract  appears  to  refer. 
Taking  the  act  and  the  contract  together,  we  have  been  unable  to  see 
any  valid  ground  for  a  contention  that  under  the  lease  the  transit 
commission  would  not  have  the  same  power  to  enlarge  the  subway 
that  it  now  has,  or  that  the  Boston  Elevated  would  not  be  under  the 
same  obligation  to  use  and  pay  for  the  enlargement  that  now  rests 
upon  the  West  End. 

It  was  suggested  that,  as  the  present  transit  commission  expires  in 
1899,  and  as  no  provision  is  made  in  the  contract  for  a  transfer  of  its 
powers  in  this  particular,  the  right  to  enlarge  the  subway  as  above 
would  lapse  with  the  commission,  and  should  be  provided  for  in  the 
lease.  There  would  seem,  however,  to  be  no  question  as  to  the  com- 
petence of  the  Legislature  to  extend  the  term  of  the  present  commis- 
sion, or  at  any  time  to  create  a  commission  with  like  powers. 

It  therefore  seems  clear  to  the  Board  that  the  lease  would  not  have 
the  effect  to  abridge  the  power  of  the  Legislature  or  other  public 
authority,  by  and  under  general  and  special  laws  now  or  hereafter  in 
force,  to  regulate  and  control  the  manner  of  the  use  of  the  subway, 
whether  for  elevated  or  for  surface  cars,  or  for  both  ;  or  in  any  way 
to  hinder  the  enlargement  of  the  subway  for  four  tracks,  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  the  subway  acts  and  contract  above  cited. 

If,  however,  these  views  are  not  well  grounded,  what  is  the  remedy 
proposed?     "A  few  readily  drafted  clauses,"  it  is  said,  may  be  in- 
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serted  in  the  lease,  binding  the  lessee  company  to  the  conditions  in 
question.  If  we  could  see  that  this  method  would  avail  for  the 
further  security  of  the  public,  we  should  seriously  consider  its  adop- 
tion, though  not  convinced  of  its  need.  Who,  it  must  be  asked,  could 
compel  a  compliance  with  such  covenants,  if  inserted  in  the  lease? 
Nobody  but  a  party  to  the  lease.  The  value  to  the  public  of  a 
remedy  which  could  be  enforced  only  by  one  of  the  parties  to  this 
lease  as  against  the  other,  hardly  admits  of  serious  discussion. 

The  trouble,  if  any,  is  that  the  provisions  of  the  subway  contract 
are  not  sufficiently  clear  and  strong.  We  did  not  think  a  year  ago, 
when  these  objectors  were  urging  the  approval  of  that  contract,  and 
do  not  think  now,  that  such  is  the  case.  If,  however,  the  contract 
has  infirmities  that  need  to  be  cured,  it  is  idle  to  attempt  to  cure  them 
by  stipulations  in  a  lease  between  different  parties.  It  can  be  done 
only  by  some  further  agreement  or  assurance  by  and  between  the 
parties  to  the  original  contract,  or  their  assigns. 

We  cannot,  therefore,  disapprove  the  lease  because  it  does  not 
contain  the  provisions  suggested,  for  two  reasons  :  First,  we  do  not 
think  their  insertion  in  the  lease  is  necessary  ;  and,  second,  if  inserted 
in  the  lease,  they  would  be  of  no  value  to  the  public* 

It  will  hardly  be  questioned  that  the  alterations  in  the  lease  as  first 
submitted,  have  materially  improved  it  in  the  direction  of  the  public 
interest.  The  more  important  change,  in  the  view  of  the  Board,  is 
that  which  reduces  the  term  of  the  lease  to  less  than  one-quarter  of 
its  original  length,  and  thus  brings  it  into  harmony  with  the  limited 
and  tentative  policy  that  has  otherwise  been  adopted  in  dealing  with 
the  subject  of  metropolitan  rapid  transit. 

As  regards  the  proposed  dividend  rental  of  seven  per  cent  on  the 
West  End  common  stock,  something  should  perhaps  be  added.  In 
consideration  of  the  generally  anticipated  benefits  to  be  derived  by 
the  public  from  the  execution  of  the  elevated  railway  scheme,  to  the 
success  of  which  a  lease  of  the  West  End  system  is  by  many  thought 
essential,  the  adoption  of  any  extreme  view  as  to  a  proper  rental  re- 

*  Since  the  foregoing  was  written,  the  Board  has  been  gratified  to  learn  that  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  has  now  executed  an  obligation  to  the  city  of  Boston,  to 
become  operative  with  the  lease,  in  which  that  company  covenants  and  agrees  that  when- 
ever the  subway  between  Scollay  Square  and  Shawmut  Avenue  is  enlarged  or  recon- 
structed for  two  additional  tracks,  the  company  will  enter  into  a  contract,  to  expire  with 
the  existing  subway  contract,  for  the  use  and  operation  of  such  addition  to  the  subway; 
and  will  pay  to  the  city  of  Boston  an  annual  rental  or  compensation  to  be  computed  on 
the  cost  thereof  at  the  same  rate,  and  under  conditions  otherwise  the  same,  as  provided 
in  the  present  contract.  The  Board  is  also  advised  by  ex-Mayor  Matthews  and  Col. 
Thomas  L.  Livormore,  who,  acting  for  themselves  and  others,  appear  to  have  been  chiefly 
instrumental  in  securing  this  appropriate  and  effectual  solution  of  the  question  above  dis- 
cussed, that  the  main  objection  to  the  approval  of  the  lease,  which,  in  cooperation  with 
other  citizens  of  Boston,  was  urged  l)y  them  at  the  recent  hearings,  is  now  withdrawn. 
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turn  would  not  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  be  wise.  We  are  satis- 
fied upon  investigation  that  the  impairment  of  the  common  stock 
which  was  shown  in  the  previous  report,  is  not  a  now  accruing  im- 
pairment. In  other  words,  the  property  deficit  from  which  the 
impairment  results,  would  have  been  found  larger  some  years  ago 
than  it  now  appears.  If  the  continuance  of  present  conditions  were 
assured,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  West  End  company  would 
be  able  to  repair  its  capital,  to  keep  good  its  plant,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  maintain  an  average  dividend  rate  of  seven  per  cent  on  the 
common  stock.  By  granting  the  exemption  from  reduction  of  fares 
and  the  other  immunities  that  have  been  referred  to,  the  Legislature 
has  practically  given  an  assurance  that  the  existing  conditions  shall 
continue  for  25  years.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  can  hardly  be 
said  that  the  agreed  dividend  rental  for  the  same  period  is  without 
reason,  or  that  it  has  not  even  the  implied  sanction  of  law.  What 
would  be  a  reasonable  guaranteed  dividend  rental  for  99  years,  is  a 
different  question. 

It  may  be  regarded  as  a  matter  for  some  congratulation  that  the 
stockholders  of  the  corporations  concerned  have  deemed  it  expedient, 
as  shown  by  their  recent  votes,  to  make  the  concessions  that  have 
been  noted.  We  are  confident  that  in  the  long  run  it  will  not  prove 
for  their  disadvantage  to  have  done  so.  A  public-service  corporation 
can  acquire  no  more  valuable  or  remunerative  asset  than  the  reason- 
able satisfaction  and  good- will  of  the  public  it  undertakes  to  serve. 

As  the  case  now  stands,  and  in  view  of  the  statutory  provisions  in 
deference  to  which  our  decision  must  be  made,  it  appears  to  be  the 
duty  of  the  Board  to  approve  the  terms  of  the  modified  lease,  so  far 
as  they  relate  "  to  the  rental  or  compensation  to  be  paid  and  to  the 
due  and  safe  transportation  of  the  public."

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APPROVAL   OF   LOCATIONS. 


Petition  of  West  End  Street   Railway  Company  for  Approval 
OF  Location  on  Adams  Street,  Dorchester  District,  Boston. 

Four  public  hearings,  which  were  largely  attended,  have  been  given 
on  this  petition,  and  the  Board  has  also  carefully  viewed  the  proposed 
route  and  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  petitioner  appeared  at  two  of  the  hearings  and  was  briefly 
heard  by  its  vice-president,  Prentiss  Cummings,  Esq. ;  but  the  pres- 
entation and  discussion  of  the  facts  and  evidence  on  this  side  of  the 
case  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Herbert  S.  Carruth.  Numerous  remon- 
strants living  upon  different  sections  of  the  route  were  represented 
respectively  by  Samuel  J.  Elder  and  Robert  W.  Light,  Esqs.  ;  and 
John  R.  Bullard  and  Charles  F.  Jenney,  Esqs.,  were  heard  with  refer- 
ence to  other  street  railway  interests. 

The  proposed  location  is  for  a  double-track  electric  railway,  begin- 
ning at  a  point  near  the  junction  of  Adams  Street  and  Neponset 
Avenue,  and  extending  southerly  on  Adams  Street  to  a  point  near 
its  junction  with  Dorchester  Avenue  —  a  distance  of  about  two  miles. 
The  movement  in  favor  of  the  project  appears  to  have  originated  with, 
and  to  be  chiefly  promoted  by  or  in  the  interest  of,  the  owners  of  some 
of  the  unimproved  parcels  of  land  on  or  adjacent  to  Adams  Street. 
A  very  large  majority  of  the  residents  upon  and  near  the  street,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  strongly  opposed  to  the  building  of  the  railway, 
at  least  under  existing  conditions. 

Adams  Street  is  an  ancient  and  winding  country  road,  well  adapted 
to  and  with  many  attractions  for  ordinary  highway  travel  and  use, 
but  comparatively  ill-suited  and  inadequate  in  its  present  condition 
for  the  additional  demands  of  a  double-track  railway.  For  much  of 
the  distance  its  width  does  not  exceed  45  feet  between  fences,  or  30 
feet  between  curbstones.  The  railway  tracks  and  cars  would  occupy 
not  less  than  17  feet.  This  would  leave  about  13  feet  of  clear  road- 
way for  other  vehicles,  or  about  6J  feet  of  space  on  each  side  of  the 
street  between  the  curbstone  and  a  passing  car.  The  obvious  effect 
would  be  to  make  the  street  undesirable  if  not  unsafe  for  other  travel. 
The  recent  board  of  survey  and  the  present  board  of  street  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  of  Boston  have  established  the  future  width  of 
Adams  Street  at  70  feet,  and  have  prepared  and  filed  plans  for  such 
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widening,  and  for  improving  at  the  same  time  the  alignment  of  the 
street. 

Travel  between  the  terminal  sections  of  the  projected  line  is  now 
well  accommodated  by  the  electric  railway  on  Dorchester  Avenue  and 
by  the  Shawmut  Branch  Railroad.  The  other  main  thoroughfares 
leading  north  and  south  through  the  Dorchester  District  are  already 
occupied  by  electric  railways.  It  appears  to  be  the  general  opinion 
of  those  who  officially  or  otherwise  have  made  a  more  careful  study 
of  the  situation,  that  Adams  Street,  under  existing  circumstances, 
should  be  reserved  for  other  public  uses  as  a  highway. 

Taking  everything  into  account,  we  are  not  satisfied  that  there  is 
at  present  a  sufficient  public  demand  or  necessity  to  require  or  justify 
the  building  of  the  railway  upon  the  proposed  route.  The  develop- 
ment of  private  lands  is  a  legitimate  consideration;  but,  in  the 
absence  of  an  existing  public  demand  or  necessity,  and  as  against 
the  general  objection  of  those  already  domiciled  on  the  line,  and  in 
view  of  the  serious  inconvenience  to  other  public  travel,  it  cannot  be 
deemed  a  controlling  consideration. 

The  same  conditions  of  public  demand  and  necessity  which  may 
hereafter  require  the  widening  of  Adams  Street  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  referred  to,  may  very  likely  call  for  the  building  of  a  rail- 
way In  harmony  with  such  plans.  As  the  case  now  stands,  and  until 
such  widening  has  been  accomplished,  we  cannot  see  our  way  clear, 
in  the  light  of  the  larger  public  interest,  to  approve  the  location.

SPRINKLING   OF   STREETS. 


Petition  relative  to  Street  Sprinkling  on  the  West  End 
Street  Railway. 

Petition  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of  the  city  of  Boston 
*'  that  permission  be  granted  to  the  street  department  to  operate  on 
the  tracks  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  electric  watering 
cars,  under  authority  given  by  chapter  315  of  the  Acts  of  1897." 
Public  hearing,  September  23,  1897. 

There  was  evidence  tending  to  show  that  street  sprinkling  has  been 
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satisfactorily  done  by  means  of  watering  cars  run  on  electric  street 
railway  lines,  in  Worcester,  Lynn,  and  other  cities  in  this  and  other 
States.  The  street  department  desires  to  try  the  experiment  in  Boston. 
It  did  not  appear  that  in  other  cities  such  sprinkling  had  been  done  on 
lines  where  more  than  about  fifty  cars  are  run  per  hour.  On  many 
of  the  lines  in  Boston  a  larger  number  than  this  are  run  per  hour ; 
and  the  managers  of  the  West  End  railway  decline  to  allow  street 
sprinking  to  be  done  on  their  lines  in  the  section  of  the  city  proposed 
by  the  street  department,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  seriously  inter- 
fere with  their  passenger  traffic. 

Without  assuming  now  to  decide  what  can  or  ought  to  be  done  by 
the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  in  this  case,  we  are  satisfied  that  we 
cannot  grant  to  the  street  department  the  permission  or  authority  to 
use  the  West  End  tracks  which  is  asked  for,  because  the  statute  gives 
us  no  power  to  do  so.  The  statute  is  merely  a  permissive  or  enabling 
act.  Under  the  first  section,  a  street  railway  company  may  allow,  or 
may  furnish  power  and  other  facilities  for,  or  may  itself  contract  for, 
street  sprinkling  on  its  lines,  if  it  chooses  to  do  so  ;  but  neither  the 
city  or  town,  nor  this  Board,  can  require  the  company  to  do  so  against 
its  will.  The  main  effect  of  this  section  is  to  remove  the  legal 
objection  that  a  street  railway  company,  being  chartered  solely  "  for 
the  conveyance  of  passengers,"  cannot,  unless  expressly  empowered 
by  statute,  engage  in  the  business  of  sprinkling  the  streets. 

The  second  section  specially  provides  that  in  the  city  of  Boston 
such  sprinkling  may  be  done  only  to  such  extent,  and  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Board,  having  regard  to  the 
necessities  of  public  travel,  may  approve.  The  object  of  this  section 
is  to  prevent  a  company  in  Boston  from  voluntarily  engaging  in  this 
business  in  such  a  manner  or  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  due 
performance  of  its  regular  business  of  passenger  transportation. 
Until,  however,  the  city  and  company  have  made  some  contract  or 
arrangement,  there  is  nothing  for  the  Board  to  approve.  A  general 
consent  or  approval,  if  we  could  properly  give  it,  would  have  no  bind- 
ing force  or  effect  on  either  the  city  or  the  company ;  and  we  could 
not  intelligently  prescribe  in  advance  regulations  or  restrictions  with 
respect  to  a  business  or  service  the  locality  and  methods  of  which 
depend  on  some  future  agreement  which  the  railway  company  is  not 
obliged  and  does  not  propose  to  make.  We  are  sorry  to  be  of  so 
little  service  in  this  matter,  but  we  cannot  overstep  the  line  of  our 
duty  as  laid  down  in  the  act.

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REVISION   OF   FARES. 


Petition  of  selectmen  of  Danvers   for  Regulation  of  Fares  on 
Lynn  &  Boston  Street  Railway. 

PublichearingSjNovember  9  and  December  7,  1897.  D.N.Crowley, 
Esq.,  for  the  petitioners  ;  Bentley  W.  Warren,  Esq.,  for  the  railway 
company. 

This  petition  is  presented  by  the  selectmen  of  Danvers  in  pursu- 
ance of  a  vote  in  town  meeting,  and  is  supported  by  petitions  and 
resolutions  of  citizens  of  the  town.  The  vote  and  petitions  ask  for 
a  five-cent  fare  on  the  Lynn  &  Boston  street  railway  lines  between 
all  points  in  the  town  of  Danvers  and  all  points  in  the  city  of  Salem. 

As  now  fixed,  the  fare  is  five  cents  between  all  points  within  the 
town  of  Danvers;  and  school  children  are  carried  for  three  cents. 
The  fare  is  also  five  cents  between  points  in  Salem  and  points  in 
Danvers  as  far  north  as  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  crossings  just 
above  Danvers  Square.  Between  points  in  Salem  and  points  in  Dan- 
vers still  further  north,  on  the  railway  branches  leading  to  Danvers 
Centre,  to  the  Asylum  and  to  Putnamville,  the  fare  is  eight  cents. 
What  is  desired  is  that  this  eight-cent  fare  be  also  made  five  cents. 

The  five-cent  fares  now  cover  distances  which  average  about  5J 
miles,  and  the  eight-cent  fares  cover  distances  which  average  about 
7^  miles.  The  travel  on  the  branch  lines,  for  which  the  three  cents 
additional  to  and  from  Salem  is  charged,  though  considerable  in  the 
aggregate,  is  not  large  enough  to  demand  more  than  a  regular  hourly 
service  during  the  day,  except  between  the  hours  of  6  and  7  a.m. 
and  5  and  6pm.,  when  the  service  on  the  branch  lines  is  half-hourly. 

We  do  not  find  that  these  eight-cent  fares,  taking  everything  into 
account,  are  unusual  or  apparently  excessive  for  the  regular  daily 
service.  We  recommend,  however,  that  for  the  half-hour  service  in 
the  morning  and  evening,  when  people  are  going  to  and  returning 
from  their  places  of  daily  work  or  employment,  the  eight-cent  fares 
be  reduced  to  five  cents.  The  railway  company  has  reduced  its  fares 
between  Salem  and  Danvers  three  times  within  the  last  three  years, 
and  now  offers  to  make  this  further  reduction,  if  approved  by  the 
Board. 

We  should  perhaps  be  indisposed  to  recommend  more  than  this  at 
the  present  time,  even  if  the  case  were  stronger.     The  question  of 
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the  financial  relations  of  street  railway  companies  to  the  cities  and 
towns  in  which  they  are  located,  is  under  consideration,  and  may  re- 
sult in  legislative  action.  If  new  requirements  should  be  laid  on  the 
companies,  this  might  have  a  necessary  bearing  on  the  question  of 
fares.  An  addition  of  burdens  and  a  reduction  of  fares  at  the  same 
time,  would  be  like  "  burning  a  candle  at  both  ends."

GRADE  CROSSINGS   OF   RAILROADS   BY   STREET 
RAILWAYS. 


Petition  of  the  Holyoke  Street  Railway  Company  for  consent 
TO  a  Grade  Crossing  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  on 
Chicopee  Street  in  Chicopee. 

Public  hearing,  after  notice  given  in  accordance  with  the  order  of 
the  Board,  on  September  22,  1897.  The  petitioner  was  represented 
by  its  president  and  treasurer,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  by 
Sigourney  Butler,  Esq. 

The  petitioner  has  obtained  a  location  for  an  extension  or  branch 
of  its  railway  on  Chicopee  Street  in  the  city  of  Chicopee.  This  street 
is  crossed  at  grade  by  the  main  double-track  line  of  the  Connecticut 
River  Railroad,  now  leased  to  and  operated  by  the  Boston  &  Maine. 
The  petitioner  asks  the  consent  of  the  Board,  under  St.  1895,  c.  426, 
to  the  construction  of  its  railway  on  said  street  across  the  tracks  of 
said  railroad  at  grade. 

Chicopee  Street,  which  has  a  good  deal  of  travel  and  traffic,  crosses 
the  railroad  at  a  sharply  acute  angle.  The  railroad  line  is  straight, 
so  that  a  person  standing  on  the  crossing  can  see  trains  for  a  good 
distance  in  either  direction  ;  but  in  approaching  the  crossing,  the 
view,  both  from  the  highway  and  the  railroad,  is  more  or  less 
obstructed  by  orchard  and  shade  trees. 

The  danger  arises  mainly,  however,  from  the  large  number  and  high 
speed  of  the  railroad  trains.  The  crossing  is  between  two  stations 
over  three  miles  apart,  the  nearer  of  the  two  being  about  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  away  ;  and  the  grades  and  alignment  of  the  road  are  such 
that  trains  are  scheduled  for  fast  running.     About  70  trains  run  over 
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this  crossing  daily,  and  tlie  average  speed  is  said  to  be  not  less  than 
40  miles  an  hour.  Two  fatal  accidents  have  occurred  here,  and  it 
has  been  thought  necessary  to  protect  the  crossing  by  electric  bells  as 
well  as  by  gates.  No  application  for  the  consent  of  the  Board  has 
heretofore  been  made  in  any  case  where  the  perils  are  so  great  by 
reason  of  the  amount  of  highway  and  railroad  traffic,  and  especially 
from  the  number  and  speed  of  the  railroad  trains. 

It  appears  to  be  the  feeling  of  nearly  or  quite  all  of  the  parties  and 
persons  interested,  that  the  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad  and  high- 
way should  in  any  event  be  abolished,  and  that  this  may  properly  be 
done  at  the  same  time  with  the  abolition  of  the  next  grade  crossing 
at  Chicopee  Junction,  which  has  been  and  is  now  under  consideration. 
In  granting  the  location  in  question,  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city 
made  it  a  condition  that  the  street  railway  company  should  reimburse 
the  city  for  its  share  of  the  cost  of  abolishing  the  crossing,  whenever 
it  should  be  done,  and  the  company  has  accepted  this  condition.  It 
prefers  to  pay  its  money  in  this  Tt^ay  rather  than  to  go  to  the  expense 
of  carrying  the  railway  over  the  railroad  by  a  trestle,  which,  if  prac- 
ticable, it  regards  as  an  unsatisfactory  solution  of  the  matter.  No 
question  is  made  on  either  side  that  the  abolition  of  the  grade  cross- 
ing is  entirely  feasible. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  feel  no  doubt  that  we  are  doing  not  only  what 
we  ought  to  do  for  the  public  safety,  but  what  is  for  the  best  interest 
of  all  concerned,  in  declining  to  give  the  consent  asked  for.

Petition  of  the  Bridgewater,  Whitman  &  Rockland  Street 
Railway  Company  for  consent  to  a  Grade  Crossing  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  on  Water 
Street  in  Rockland. 

Public  hearings,  September  30,  November  23  and  December  9,  and 
a  view  of  the  premises,  October  13,  1897.  Robert  O.  Harris,  Esq., 
for  the  petitioner,  J.  H.  Benton,  Jr.,  Esq.,  for  the  railroad  company, 
and  George  W.  Kelly,  Esq.,  for  the  Rockland  &  Abington  Street 
Railway  Company. 

The  proposed  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad  by  the  railway  of  the 
petitioner  is  a  peculiarly  objectionable  and  dangerous  one.  The  place 
is  at  the  foot  of  a  sharp  decline  in  Water  Street,  on  which  the  railway 
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is  located.  The  proposed  crossing  is  at  an  acute  angle  with  the  rail- 
road. The  crossing  is  a  blind  one,  because  the  railroad  at  this  point 
enters  a  cut,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  see  approaching  trains  before 
reaching  the  crossing.  Water  Street  and  Union  Street  and  the  rail- 
road all  intersect  each  other  at  this  place,  forming  a  sort  of  square, 
and  the  railroad  is  already  crossed  in  this  square  by  the  Rockland 
&  Abington  street  railway,  which  runs  on  Union  Street,  at  a  point 
within  100  feet  from  the  place  of  the  proposed  crossing. 

There  are  three  ways  to  avoid  the  proposed  crossing :  First,  by  the 
abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad  and  highways,  which 
is  now  desirable,  and  would  probably  become  necessary  if  the  pro- 
posed crossing  were  allowed  ;  second,  by  changing  the  location  of  the 
street  railway  and  carrying  it  by  a  bridge  over  the  railroad,  either 
alone  or  in  conjunction  with  the  Rockland  &  Abington  street  railway, 
on  a  route  through  Linden  Street  and  a  private  way;  and  third,  by 
changing  the  alignment  of  the  petitioner's  railway  on  the  present 
location  on  Water  Street,  and  also  slightly  changing  the  alignment  of 
the  Rockland  &  Abington  street  railway  on  Union  Street,  so  that  both 
street  railways  shall  cross  the  railroad  by  one  and  the  same  crossing. 

There  is  no  present  movement  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  cross- 
ing of  the  railroad  and  highways,  and  the  second  method  would  be 
expensive  and  not  in  all  respects  satisfactory.  We  recommend,  for 
the  present  at  least,  the  third  method.  The  Rockland  &  Abington 
makes  some  objections,  but  we  do  not  think  with  good  and  sufficient 
reason.  There  is  no  engineering  or  practical  difficulty  in  the  two 
railways,  under  proper  regulations,  using  the  same  crossing.  The 
petitioner  is  willing  to  bear  all  the  expense  of  changing  the  tracks 
of  the  other  railway,  and  to  put  in  a  much  better  crossing  than  the 
present  one.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town, 
there  is  no  legal  obstacle  to  this  plan. 

We  therefore  see  no  good  reason  or  occasion  for  our  consent  to 
another  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad  by  the  railway  of  the  petitioner.

It  appearing,  after  public  notice  and  hearings  on  January  15  and 
February  11,  and  a  view  of  the  premises  on  February  8,  1897,  at 
which  hearings  the  said  railway  company,  the  said  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  city  of  Taunton  appeared 
by  their  respective  counsel  or  officers  and  were  fully  heard,  that  the 
said  railway  company  has  been  granted  by  the  board  of  aldermen  of 
said  city  of  Taunton  a  location  for  a  street  railway  track  on  said

the  parties  do  not  agree  in  regard  thereto,  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
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point  and  angle  as  may  from  time  to  time,  after  notice  and  hearing 
all  parties  interested,  be  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

3.  Said  railway  company,  in  addition  to  the  other  precautions  and 
safeguards  required  by  law  or  rule,  shall  at  its  own  cost  station  at 
said  crossing,  during  that  portion  of  each  day  and  night  within  which 
it  runs  cars  over  said  crossing,  a  competent  and  reliable  man  whose 
business  it  shall  be  to  keep  himself  informed  of  the  running  time  of 
trains,  and  whether  any  train  is  overdue,  and  to  watch  for  and  give 
warning  of  any  approaching  or  expected  engine  or  train  ;  and  no  rail- 
way car  shall  cross  or  begin  to  cross  said  railroad  except  when  and  as 
he  shall  direct ;  but  he  shall  have  no  right  to  interfere  with  the  gate- 
tender  in  closing  and  opening  the  gates,  or  otherwise,  and  shall  in  all 
respects  as  far  as  may  be  cooperate  with  the  gate-tender  in  further 
protecting  the  crossing. 

4.  Said  railway  company  shall  provide  and  maintain  at  its  own 
cost  and  expense,  so  long  as  it  maintains  a  track  at  grade  at  said 
crossing  as  aforesaid,  such  other  or  further  safeguards  or  means  of 
protecting  said  crossing  as  the  Board,  after  notice  and  hearing  all 
parties  interested,  may  from  time  to  time  deem  to  be  necessary  for 
the  public  safety  and  shall  in  writing  prescribe. 

5.  Said  railway  company  shall  not  build  its  crossing  track  across 
said  railroad  track  at  a  level  therewith  as  aforesaid,  until  it  has  first 
acquired  a  lawful  right  to  enter  upon,  run  its  cars  over  and  jointly 
use,  as  a  section  or  part  of  its  railway  line,  the  existing  tracks  of  the 
Taunton  Street  Railway  Company  on  Main  Street  in  said  city  of 
Taunton,  as  contemplated  in  the  order  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of 
June  3,  1896,  granting  a  location  in  said  city  to  said  first  mentioned

1.  Said  railway  company  shall  construct  but  one  street  railway 
track  across  said  railroad  track  at  grade  at  the  place  in  question.

Approtal  of  Terms  of  Modified  Lease  of  Norwich  &  TTorcesteb 
Railroad  to  New  E^'&LA^'D  Railroad  Cojipaxt. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  Norwich  &  "Worcester  Railroad 
Company  for  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  an  agreement  modifying 
the  terms  of  the  existing  indenture  of  lease  of  the  railroad  of  said 
company  to  the  New  England  Railroad  Company,  — 

It  appearing,  after  a  public  hearing,  of  which  notice  was  given  by 
public  advertisement  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Board,  and  at  which 
the  New  England  Railroad  Company  appeared  by  its  vice-president 
and  was  heard,  that  the  railroad  and  property  of  the  said  Norwich  & 
"Worcester  Railroad  Company  were  originally  leased  to  the  Boston, 
Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  Company  by  an  indenture  dated  February 
9,  1869  ;  that  said  original  indenture  of  lease  was  modified  in  regard 
to  certain  of  its  terms  by  an  agreement  made  April  26,  1886,  between

Agreement  between  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Com- 
pany AXD  THE  New  England  Railroad  Compant  in  regard  to 
THE  Lease  of  the  Norwich  ant>  Worcester  Railroad  to  the 
Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  Company. 

Whereas,  The  New  England  Railroad  Company  has  succeeded  to  the 
rights  of  The  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  Company  under  a  certain 
indenture  of  lease  made  the  ninth  day  of  February,  1869,  between  the  Nor- 
wich &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  and  said  The  Boston,  Hartford  and 
Erie  Railroad  Company,  and  also  to  the  rights  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  under  an  agreement  regarding  said  lease,  dated 
April  26,  1886,  between  The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  without  prejudice  to  have 
certain  other  modifications  of  said  lease  made  whenever  the  lessees  should 
be  in  a  condition  financially  to  fairly  demand  such  modifications  (which 
indenture  of  lease,  dated  the  9th  day  of  February,  1869,  as  modified  by  said 
agreement,  dated  April  26,  1886,  is  hereinafter  refeiTcd  to  as  "said  indent- 
ure ")  :  and 

Whereas,  It  is  considered  to  be  for  the  advantage  of  both  of  the  paities 
hereto  and  of  the  public  that  certain  modifications  of  said  indenture  should 
be  made  upon  certain  conditions  ; 

Now,  therefore.  It  is  hereby  mutually  covenanted  and  agreed  between 
the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  (hereinafter  called  the  lessor) 
and  The  Xew  England  Railroad  Company  (hereinafter  called  the  lessee), 
that  said  indenture  shall  be  further  modified  as  follows  : 

1.  The  lessor  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  upon  the  written  request 
of  the  lessee  it  will  extend  its  railroad  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  Thames 
from  Norwich  to  a  connection  with  the  railroad  of  The  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  or  near  Groton,  as  soon  as  it  law- 
fully may,  and  that  said  extension  of  its  railroad  together  with  all  its  other 
property  (except  its  records  and  books  of  account)  acquired  since  the  exe- 
cution of  said  indenture,  together  with  all  the  property  to  be  by  it  hereafter 
acquired,  shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  terms  of  said  indenture  as 
herein  modified,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  at  the  time  of  the  execution 
thereof  a  part  of  the  propei'ty  therein  specifically  described. 

2.  The  lessor  having  acquired  all  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  The 
Norwich  &  New  York  Transportation  Company  covenants  and  agrees  that 
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all  the  property  represented  thereby,  including  the  steamboats  City  of  Law- 
rence, City  of  Worcester  and  City  of  Lowell  and  their  equipments,  shall  be 
included  with  the  other  property  of  the  lessor  subject  to  the  terms  of  said 
indenture  as  herein  modified,  so  far  as  it  lawfully  may.  The  lessee  cove- 
nants and  agrees  that  during  the  continuance  of  said  lease  it  will  make

3.  It  is  mutually  agreed  that  the  value  shown  by  an  inventory  of  the 
personal  property  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  made 
by  P.  St.  M.  Andrews  and  William  M.  Parker,  to  wit,  |630,620.32,  shall  be 
the  amount  for  which  the  lessees  shall  be  accountable  at  the  end  of  the 
term  mentioned  in  said  indenture,  or  its  earlier  termination  for  any  cause, 
in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  indenture  in  relation  thereto ;  and  the 
lessee  agrees  that  it  will  furnish  all  equipment  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  operation  of  the  lessor's  property. 

4.  It  is  mutually  covenanted  and  agreed  that  the  lessee  may  sublet  or 
sell  any  part  of  the  demised  property  not  needed  for  the  use  of  the  railroad 
or  steamboats,  including  the  repair  shops  at  Norwich,  provided  the  terms 
of  any  sale  of  real  estate  shall  be  approved  by  the  directors  of  the  lessor, 
and  provided  that  the  pi'oceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  deposited  in  some 
Trust  Company  to  the  credit  of  an  improvement  fund  to  be  applied  by  the 
lessee  to  such  improvement  of  the  leasehold  estate  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  directors  of  the  lessor. 

5.  Itis  hereby  covenanted  and  agreed  that  the  provisions  in  said  indenture 
for  a  managing  agent,  and  for  the  collection,  custody  and  disbursement  of 
the  income  and  earnings  of  said  leased  property,  and  for  accounting  there- 
for, shall  henceforth  cease  to  be  in  force ;  and  the  lessor  grants  unto  the 
lessee  during  the  term  of  said  indenture  the  unqualified  right  to  demand, 
collect  and  receive  for  the  lessee's  own  use  and  benefit  all  the  tolls,  income 
and  profits  to  be  derived  from  the  demised  property  and  the  operation  of 
the  railroads  and  steamboats  of  the  lessor  and  The  Norwich  and  New  York 
Transportation  Company.

6.  Whereas,  The  lessor  has  since  the  execution  of  the  original  in- 
denture issued  additional  shares  of  its  capital  stock  so  that  its  capital  stock 
consists  now  of  27,692  shares,  and  whereas,  the  lessor  has  also  incurred  for 
various  purposes,  including  the  purchase  of  all  the  remaining  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  The  Norwich  &  New  York  Transportation  Company,  a 
floating  debt  amounting  to  $300,000.00,  and  has  guaranteed  the  floating  debt 
of  said  transportation  company  amounting  to  $300,000.00,  all  of  which  float- 
ing indebtedness  it  is  desirable  to  fund,  it  is  hereby  mutually  covenanted 
and  agreed  that  the  provisions  in  said  indenture  in  regard  to  i>ermanent 
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improvements  of  the  demised  property,  and  in  regard  to  the  payments  to  be 
made  as  rental  by  the  lessee,  shall  cease  to  be  in  force  ;  and  in  lieu  thei'eof 
it  is  hereby  mutually  covenanted  and  agreed  that  the  lessee  shall  pay  to  the 
lessor  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  as  rental  for  the  property  demised,  the 
interest  on  said  floating  debt  loaned  and  guaranteed  by  the  lessor,  vintil 
said  indebtedness  shall  be  refunded  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  all  the

(c)  To  discharge  the  floating  indebtedness  of  the  lessor  and  the  indebted- 
ness of  The  Norwich  &  New  York  Transportation  Company  guaranteed 
by  the  lessor,  and 

(cl)  To  take  up  or  renew  the  bonds  of  the  lessor.  And  the  lessor  also

Regulations  relative  to  Bridge-Guards. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  July  1,  1897. 

The  Public  Statutes,  chapter  112,  section  160,  require  that  "  Every 
railroad  corporation  shall  erect  and  maintain  suitable  bridge-guards 
at  every  bridge  or  other  structure  any  portion  of  which  crosses  the 
railroad  above  the  track  ;  such  guards  to  be  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  to  be  erected  and  adjusted  to  its  satisfaction.  A  corporation 
which  neglects  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
forfeit  fifty  dollars  for  each  month's  neglect." 

Under  the  above  statute,  the  Board  prescribes  the  following  Regu- 
lations, superseding  all  regulations  heretofore  made,  relative  to  Bridge- 
Guards  :  — 

1.  The  standard  forms  of  pendant  or  "whip-cord"  and  of  hori- 
zontal-bar bridge-guards  or  "  tell-tales"  now  in  common  use  on  the 
leading  railroads  of  this  State,  are  approved  by  the  Board. 

2.  On  main  tracks  and  on  main-line  side  tracks,  the  guard  should 
be  placed  not  less  than  100  nor  more  than  200  feet  from  the  bridge  or 
other  overhead  structure. 

3.  In  yards  and  on  switching  tracks,  the  guards  should  be  placed 
not  less  than  50  nor  more  than  100  feet  from  the  bridge  or  other 
overhead  structure. 

4.  The  distance  is  to  be  measured  in  all  cases  from  a  point  over 
the  centre  of  the  protected  track  in  the  near  side  of  the  bridge  or 
structure,  in  the  direction  of  approach  by  trains  ;  and  a  guard  is  to 
be  maintained  on  one  or  on  both  sides  of  the  bridge  or  structure 
according  as  trains  are  run  on  the  track  in  one  or  in  both  directions. 

5.  Where  two  bridges  or  structures  are  not  more  than  200  feet 
apart  in  the  clear,  only  one  guard  between  them  is  required,  the  same 
to  be  placed  midway  between  the  two. 

6.  The  guard  should  be  erected  and  maintained  so  that  the  same, 
or  the  lowest  part  thereof,  will  hang  or  swing  about  three  inches  lower 
than  the  lowest  part  of  the  bridge  or  structure  which  it  is  designed  to 
protect. 

7.  These  regulations  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
1897.

individuals,  and  all  income  or  other  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived 
therefrom. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  all  and  singular  the  demised  premises  to  the 
Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  term  of  twenty-four

the  intent  hereof  that  the  holders  of  common  stock  of  the  Lessor  shall  re- 
ceive three  and  one-half  (3i)  per  cent  semi-annually,  net,  and  the  holders 
of  preferred  stock  four  (4)  per  cent  semi-annually,  net,  during  each  and 
every  year  this  lease  continues  in  force.  The  treasurer  of  the  Lessor  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  each  date  of  payment,  furnish  the  Lessee  with  a 
certified  list  of  the  holders  of  record  of  the  common  or  preferred  stock  of 
the  Lessor  entitled  to  dividends  on  such  date. 


II. 

The  Lessee,  as  assignee  hereunder  of  the  contract  of  the  Lessor  with  the 
city  of  Boston  for  the  use  of  the  Subway,  dated  December  7,  1896,  hereby 
assumes  all  liabilities  of  the  Lessor  under  said  contract,  shall  punctually 
pay  to  the  city  of  Boston  the  compensation  therein  stipulated  at  the  times 
and  in  the  manner  therein  set  forth,  and  shall  fulfil  every  obligation,  ex- 
press or  implied,  therein  devolved  upon  the  Lessor  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  said  contract  had  been  made  with  the  Lessee. 

Such  alterations  of  said  subway  and  its  aiDproaches  as  may  be  necessary 
to  connect  the  same  with  the  Lessee's  road  and  to  adapt  the  same  to  the  use 
of  the  Lessee's  road,  shall,  if  made  by  the  Lessee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Transit  Commission,  be  borne  exclusively  by  the  Lessee ;  if,  however,  said 
alterations  are  made  by  the  Transit  Commission  up'on  request  of  the  Lessee, 
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pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897, 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  requiring  the  Lessor  to  make  or  join 
in  any  agreement  respecting  the  same :  provided,  however,  that  at  the 
expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease,  said  subway,  if  it  shall  then 
be  in  the  control  of  the  Lessee,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Lessor  in  as  good 
order  and  repair  as  the  same  shall  be  in  when  the  use  thereof  shall  be 
begun  under  said  contract,  and  so  that  the  same  shall  be  equally  well  fitted 
for  the  independent  use  and  operation  thereof  by  the  Lessor. 

Any  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said  subway  contract  by  the 
Lessee  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  the  covenants  of  this  lease,  giving 
the  Lessor  the  rights  and  remedies  herein  provided  in  case  of  violation, 
including  a  right  of  entry  and  reiJossession  if  such  failure  shall  have  con- 
tinued for  sixty  days :  pt^ovided,  however,  that  if  the  Lessor  shall  at  any 
time  deem  it  necessary  for  its  own  protection,  it  may  itself  make  any  pay- 
ment required  by  said  subway  contract  and  may  fulfil  any  other  provision 
thereof,  and  in  every  such  case,  while  retaining  unimpaired  all  its  rights 
and  remedies  against  the  Lessee,  shall  have  the  right  to  require  the  Lessee 
to  indemnify  it  for  all  money  thus  expended  and  for  all  loss  thus  sustained. 

The  Lessee,  in  anticipation  of  the  expiration  of  said  subway  contract 
shall  vise  its  best  endeavors  to  agree  with  the  city  of  Boston  upon  a  new 
contract  for  a  renewal  or  extension  of  the  same  upon  the  most  favorable 
terms  practicable,  in  which  said  new  contract  shall  be  embodied  stipula- 
tions satisfactory  to  the  Lessor,  providing  for  the  use  and  control  of  said 
subway  by  the  Lessor  upon  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this 
lease. 

All  of  the  pi-ovisions  of  this  lease  applicable  to  said  existing  subway  con- 
tract shall  apply  to  any  contract  renewing  or  extending  the  same  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  said  new  contract  had  been  in 
existence  at  the  inception  of  this  lease. 

Extensions  of  said  subway  under  the  existing  contract  shall  not  be  re- 
quested nor  promoted  by  the  Lessee  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Lessor 
first  had  and  obtained.  In  the  event  of  any  extension  thereof  under  any 
other  contract,  or  of  the  construction  of  any  new  subway,  the  use  and  con- 
trol thereof  if  acquired  by  the  Lessee  shall  be  so  acquired  that  upon  the 
expiration  or  earlier  tei'mination  of  this  lease,  if  such  extension  or  new  sub- 
way constitute  an  essential  part  of  the  Lessor's  surface  system,  the  same 
shall  belong  to  the  Lessor ;  that  if  such  extension  or  new  subway  constitute 
an  essential  part  of  the  Lessee's  system,  the  same  shall  belong  to  the  Lessee  ; 
that  if  such  extension  or  new  subway  be  capable  of  concurrent  use  by  both 
systems,  provision  shall  be  made  for  such  concurrent  use  by  both  Lessor 
and  Lessee  ;  and  that  if  such  extension  or  new  subway  constitute  an  essen- 
tial part  of  both  systems,  but  be  incapable  of  concurrent  use  by  both,  the 
arbitral  board  provided  for  by  Ai'ticle  XII  shall  determine,  in  view  of  all 
the  equities  of  the  case  and  of  all  the  private  and  public  considerations 
involved,  to  which  of  said  systems  the  use  and  control  of  said  new  exten- 
sion or  new  subway  shall  belong 

Provided,  however,  that  the  right  of  said  arbitral  board  to  assign  the  use 
and  control  of  said  new  extension  or  new  subway  to  the  Lessee  shall  not 
affect  or  impair,  nor  be  affected  or  impaired  by,  the  obligation  hereinafter

imposed  upon  the  Lessee  to  return  the  Lessor's  road  without  break  of  con- 
tinuity or  connection. 

III. 

The  Lessee  shall  assume  all  traflic  balances  due  from  the  Lessor  to  other 
companies  ;  shall  assume  and  have  the  benefit  of  all  contracts  of  the  Lessor 
for  equipment,  supplies  and  material  and  all  other  contracts  and  liabilities 
of  the  Lessor  to  and  with  individuals  or  corporations  express  or  implied 
(its  contracts  with  the  holders  of  its  indebtedness  as  scheduled  excepted)  ; 
shall  assume  and  defend  all  suits  against  the  Lessor  arising  out  of  or  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  past  or  future  use  or  operation  of  the  railways 
demised  or  directly  or  indirectly  operated  by  the  Lessee  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  instrument,  and  shall  pay  all  judgments  obtained  thereon  against 
the  Lessor  or  which  the  Lessor  is  under  obligation  to  assume ;  and  shall 
assume  and  discharge  all  liabilitiss  of  the  Lessor  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided. 

IV. 

The  Lessee  shall  pay  the  interest  upon  any  portion  of  the  indebtedness 
of  the  Lessor  or  of  any  company  for  Avhose  indebtedness  the  Lessor  is  re- 
sponsible that  shall  be  renewed  or  extended  during  the  term  of  this  lease 
in  like  manner  as  upon  the  same  indebtedness  before  renewal  or  extension. 

In  case  it  shall  become  necessaiy  under  the  provisions  of  this  lease  for 
the  Lessor  to  make  payment  for  permanent  additions,  alterations  or  im- 
provements to  the  demised  premises,  or  to  pay  or  refund  any  portion  of  the 
indebtedness  mentioned  in  the  annexed  schedule,  or  any  indebtedness  here- 
after incurred  and  scheduled,  or  to  pay  or  fund  any  indebtedness  contracted 
for  permanent  additions  and  improvements  prior  to  the  inception  hereof, 
or  to  make  any  repayments  to  the  Lessee  for  expenditures  made  by  it  for 
the  foregoing  purposes,  the  Lessor  shall,  from  time  to  time  at  the  request 
of  the  Lessee,  issue  additional  stock  or  bonds,  or  both,  to  an  amount  suflS.- 
cient  for  the  pui'pose  so  far  as  it  may  legally  have  or  can  obtain  the  right 
so  to  do.  In  such  cases  the  Lessor  shall,  at  the  expense  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Lessee,  do  all  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be  necessaiy  or 
proper  to  obtain  the  requisite  authority  for  the  issue  desired  from  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  from  any  other  board  having  jurisdiction  in 
the  premises  or  from  the  Legislature.  Said  stock  and  bonds  so  issued  shall, 
except  so  far  as  other  provision  is  made  by  law,  be  sold  under  the  direction 
of  the  Lessee.  In  so  far  as  the  proceeds  of  any  issue  of  stock  or  bonds 
exceed  the  amount  to  obtain  which  the  issue  has  been  authorized,  the  excess 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Lessee  to  be  invested  by  it  in  permanent  additions, 
alterations  or  improvements  to  the  demised  property,  under  the  provisions 
of  Article  VI. 

The  Lessee  shall  in  all  cases  have  authoritj^  as  between  the  parties  to 
decide  whether  stock  or  bonds,  or  both,  and  what  amount  thereof,  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  issued,  and  shall  also  have  the  right  to  determine  the 
rate  of  interest  upon  all  interest-bearing  obligations,  and  the  time  for  which 
they  shall  run,  whether  the  same  are  issued  for  the  purpose  of  refunding 
or  paying  indebtedness  or  for  the  purpose  of  jiaying  for  permanent  addi- 
tions, alterations  or  improvements  to  or  upon  the  demised  property  :  pro- 
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vided,  hoivever,  that  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  excess  of  the  outstanding 
capital  stock  of  tlie  Lessor ;  that  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  to  become  paya- 
ble after  the  expiration  of  this  lease  without  the  consent  of  the  Lessor ;  that 
all  bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  unless,  in 
the  case  of  bonds  issued  to  refund  gold  bonds  of  the  Lessor  already  out- 
standing, the  parties  shall  otherwise  agree;  that  no  such  bonds  shall  be 
sold  at  less  than  par ;  and  that  the  benefit  of  all  reductions  in  interest  shall 
accrue  to  the  Lessee.  All  stock  issued  as  provided  in  this  article  shall  from 
the  time  of  such  issue  be  deemed  part  of  the  Lessor's  capital  stock  within 
the  provisions  of  clause  3  of  Article  I  of  this  indenture,  and  all  bonds  so 
issued  shall  be  scheduled  and  the  interest  paid  as  part  of  the  Lessor's  in- 
debtedness under  and  pursuant  to  clause  2  of  Article  I. 

V. 

The  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  of  voting  on  all  stock  owned  by  the  Lessor 
in  other  corporations,  and  said  stock  shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  except  with  the  assent  of  both  the  Lessor  and  the  Lessee. 

VI. 

The  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  its  own  expense  to  alter  the  tracks  of 
the  demised  railway  and  to  build  such  sidings  and  branches  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  connect  the  demised  railway  with  the  stations  or  railwaj-  of  the 
Lessee. 

The  Lessee  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  additions  to,  alterations  and 
improvements  in  the  demised  railway,  its  rolling  stock,  tracks,  equipment, 
power-houses,  car-houses,  stations,  structures  and  appurtenances,  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  making  better  provision  for  the  due  and 
safe  transportation  of  the  public,  or  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  any 
requirement  of  law  or  public  or  municipal  authority,  or  for  the  pur^Dose  of 
reducing  the  operating  expenses  of  the  demised  railway. 

The  Lessor  shall  from  time  to  time,  either  from  moneys  received  by  the 
Lessee  under  Article  VII  or  from  the  proceeds  of  stock  and  bonds  lawfully 
authorized,  and  in  no  other  manner,  repay  to  the  Lessee  the  cost  of  such 
permanent  additions,  alterations  and  improvements  made  by  the  Lessee  as 
the  Lessor  may  consent  to,  or,  if  such  consent  be  refused,  as  the  arbitral 
board  provided  for  in  Article  XII  shall  determine  that  the  directors  of  the 
Lessor,  if  actually  operating  the  Lessor's  road,  would  be  justified  in  making 
in  the  interest  of  the  Lessor. 

Permanent  additions,  alterations  and  improvements  for  which  the  Lessor 
may  be  called  upon  to  pay  under  the  provisions  of  this  lease  shall  con- 
sist of,  — 

(1)  The  abolition  of  grade  crossings. 

(2)  Additional  rolling  stock  and  its  equipment. 

(3)  Additional  track  mileage  and  its  equipment. 

(4)  Additional  real  estate. 

(5)  Additional  stations,  additional  power-houses  with  their  equipments, 
and  additional  car-houses  with  their  equipments. 

(G)  Additional  bridges,  buildings  and  other  structures. 
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(7)  Renewals  of  or  substitutions  for  stations,  bridges,  buildings  and  other 
structures,  tracks  and  equipment,  rolling  stock  and  equipment,  power-houses 
and  equipment  and  ear-houses  and  equipment,  so  far  as  the  cost  of  such 
renewals  or  substitutions  exceeds  the  cost,  when  new,  of  the  things  renewed 
or  the  things  replaced. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  road  of  the  Lessor  shall  so  far  as  practicable 
continue  unimpaired  in  length  and  value  ;  that  no  part  of  the  same  shall  be 
voluntarily  discontinued  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Lessor ;  that  road 
discontinued  by  compulsion  of  law  in  consequence  of  the  result  of  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  Lessee's  elevated  road,  shall,  within  a  reason- 
able time,  be  made  good  to  the  Lessor  by  other  road  of  equal  value 
constructed  by  the  Lessee  at  its  own  expense,  or  otherwise  shall  be  paid  for 
at  its  value  in  money  to  be  applied  as  in  case  of  the  proceeds  of  real  estate 
under  Article  VII ;  and  that  new  track  mileage  shall  be  deemed  a  permanent 
addition  or  improvement  hereunder  only  when  inci-easing  the  mileage  of  the 
Lessor's  road  as  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  or  when  exceeding 
in  cost  the  cost  of  road  previously  discontinued,  and  then  only  to  the  extent 
of  such  increase  or  such  excess  of  cost.  Track  mileage  discontinued  or 
removed  from  Tremont  street  in  Boston  between  Boylston  street  and  Scollay 
square  and  from  Boylston  street  between  Park  square  and  Tremont  street 
under  the  provisions  of  section  35,  chapter  548,  Acts  of  1894,  and  all  track 
mileage  discontinued  under  compulsion  of  law  which  has  been  paid  for  by 
the  Lessee  as  above  provided,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  computing  additional 
mileage  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Lessor,  be  deducted  from  the  aggregate  mileage 
of  the  Lessor's  road  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease. 

Any  moneys  from  time  to  time  in  the  possession  of  the  Lessee  which  are 
by  the  terms  of  this  Indenture  applicable  to  such  purpose  shall  first  be 
applied  to  the  repayment  to  the  Lessee  of  the  cost  of  permanent  additions, 
alterations  and  improvements,  and  only  the  balance  remaining  unpaid  shall 
be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  stock  or  bonds  or  both  to  be  issued  by  the 
Lessor  as  provided  in  Article  IV. 

The  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  the  necessary  consent  of  the 
Lessor  or  for  the  necessary  certification  or  determination  of  said  arbitral 
board  either  before  said  additions,  alterations  and  improvements  are  made 
or  within  one  year  thei'eafter. 

The  Lessee  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  locate  or  construct,  or  through 
any  agency  or  device  promote  or  aid  in  the  location  or  construction  of  any 
surface  street  railway  paralleling  or  in  any  way  comjDeting  with  any  sur- 
face street  railway,  or  any  portion  thereof,  demised  to  or  directly  or  indirectly 
operated  by  the  Lessee  by  virtue  of  this  lease. 

VII. 

Eeal  estate  of  the  Lessor  in  the  judgment  of  the  Lessee  not  requii'ed  by 
the  Lessee  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  may  be  sublet  by  the  Lessee  for 
a  period  not  longer  than  the  expiration  or  other  earlier  termination  of  this 
lease. 

Such  real  estate  may  also  be  sold  with  the  consent  of  the  Lessor  to  be 
given  upon  the  reasonable  request  of  the  Lessee,  and  the  proceeds  of  said 
sale  shall  be  received  by  the  Lessee  and  applied  either  to  purchasing  and 
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retiring  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  Lessor  as  scheduled,  or  to  making 
permanent  additions,  alterations  or  improvements  upon  the  property  demised 
or  operated  by  virtue  of  this  lease,  as  the  parties  hereto  may  agree.  If 
such  proceeds  are  applied  to  retire  outstanding  indebtedness,  the  annual 
rental  to  be  paid  by  the  Lessee  under  clause  2  of  Article  I  hereof  shall  be 
reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  saving  in  intei'est  charges  thereby  effected. 

If  the  parties  are  unable  to  agree  as  to  whether  a  sale  of  said  real  estate 
is  reasonable  or  upon  the  terms  thereof  or  upon  the  application  of  the  pro- 
ceeds, the  matters  in  difference  shall  be  determined  by  the  arbitrators  pro- 
vided for  in  Article  XII  hereof. 

If  the  city  of  Boston,  upon  the  expiration  or  any  earlier  termination  of  said 
subway  contract,  shall  take  over  and  become  the  owner  of  the  tracks,  wires, 
appliances,  fixtures,  machinery  and  other  equipment  of  said  subway,  any 
money  paid  for  the  same,  so  far  as  such  money  shall  represent  subway 
equipment  supplied  by  the  Lessor,  shall  be  applied  or  disposed  of  in  the 
manner  in  this  Article  prescribed  respecting  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  real 
estate. 

The  Lessee  shall  also  receive  any  money  paid  by  the  city  of  Boston  on 
account  of  subway  equipment,  also  all  money  not  yet  received  to  which  the 
Lessor  may  be  or  become  entitled  for  land  or  property  taken  by  public 
authority,  either  before  or  after  the  date  hereof,  or  for  injury  or  damage  to 
the  same,  and  apply  the  same  as  hereinabove  provided  with  respect  to  the 
proceeds  of  real  estate. 

VIIL 

The  Lessee  shall,  subject  to  the  special  provisions  of  this  indenture,  at  its 
own  expense  maintain  and  keep  the  demised  premises  and  all  the  property 
and  fixtures  of  every  description  which  it  shall  receive  or  operate  under  this 
lease  in  as  good  order  and  condition  as  the  same  now  are  or  shall  be  when 
received  by  the  Lessee,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  depreciation  as  to  quality 
or  quantity  in  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  and,  at  the  expiration  or  earlier 
termination  of  this  lease,  shall,  subject  to  the  special  provisions  of  this  in- 
denture return  the  same  to  the  Lessor  in  the  same  good  order  and  condition, 
and  put  the  Lessor  in  possession  of  all  the  railways  and  property  at  said 
time  demised  to  the  Lessee  under  this  indenture.  The  Lessee  shall  use  and 
operate  said  railways  and  properties  so  demised  and  operated  in  accordance 
with  all  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  all  municipal  ordi- 
nances, and  all  orders  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  or  of  any  public 
authority  that  may  be  applicable  thereto  ;  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  VI,  furnish  all  horse  or  electric  or  other  power,  all  engines,  rolling 
stock  and  equipment  of  every  description  required,  in  addition  to  the  like 
property  hereby  demised,  for  the  due  operation  of  the  railways  operated 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  indenture;  shall  not  diminish  the  facilities  for 
travel  upon  the  Lessor's  railway  as  they  exist  at  the  inception  of  this  lease, 
except  so  far  as  substantially  equal  facilities  may  be  furnished  in  substitu- 
tion therefor  either  by  the  Lessee's  elevated  railway  or  otherwise ;  shall 
observe  and  perform  all  the  provisions  of  contracts  of  the  Lessor  with 
companies  whose  railways  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  operated  under  this 
indenture ;  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  reasonably  insured  and  shall 
apply  the  proceeds  of  any  insurance  to  retitoring  or  replacing  the  property 
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destro3'ed  or  to  making  permanent  improvements,  not  in  the  nature  of  ordi- 
nary repairs,  upon  tlie  demised  premises ;  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  the 
rolling  stock,  equipment  and  other  personal  property  herein  demised,  which 
it  may  deem  advisable  to  sell  and  which  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at 
its  discretion,  so  as  to  substitute  therefor  like  property  of  equal  value ;  shall 
replace  buildings  or  structures  on  the  demised  premises  taken  down  or 
removed,  and  which  the  Lessee  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  down  or  remove 
at  its  discretion,  with  other  buildings,  structures  or  permanent  improve- 
ments upon  the  demised  premises  of  equal  value  and  equally  convenient  for 
the  use  of  the  Lessor  at  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease,  or 
shall  apply  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  value  thereof  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  proceeds  of  real  estate  are  to  be  applied  under  Article  VII ;  shall  per- 
mit the  demised  premises  to  be  inspected  annually  by  the  Lessor's  directors 
and  by  some  competent  person  appointed  by  the  Lessor,  who  shall  report  to 
the  Lessor  the  condition  of  said  premises  and  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  such 
inspection,  be  furnished  with  free  transportation  over  the  railways  operated 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  indenture  and  shall  receive  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  his  services  to  be  paid  by  the  Lessee ;  shall  make  all  returns 
required  by  law  and  shall  furnish  the  Lessor  with  such  abstracts  of  accounts 
as  shall  enable  it  to  make  all  returns  required  of  the  Lessor;  shall  not 
assign  this  lease  nor  undei'let  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  without  the 
written  assent  of  the  Lessor  first  had  and  obtained,  except  as  provided  in 
Article  VII  hereof  and  except  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
impair  the  right  and  power  of  the  Lessee  to  mortgage  or  pledge  the  interests 
acquired  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  lease  in  accordance  with  the  authority 
conferred  by  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897  ;  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  of 
this  lease,  or  at  any  earlier  termination  thereof  from  any  cause  whatever, 
shall  surrender  the  real  and  personal  estate  demised  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  indenture,  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  according  to  the  inventory 
hereinafter  provided  for,  in  the  like  good  order  and  condition  in  which  they 
are  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  or  when  received  by  the  Lessee  or  may  be 
put  during  the  term,  with  all  improvements  thereon  or  additions  thereto, 
the  amount  of  money,  materials  and  supplies  to  be  surrendered  or  accounted 
for  to  the  Lessor  to  be  equivalent  in  value  to  the  amount  on  hand  at  the 
inception  of  this  lease,  as  shown  by  said  inventory,  and  all  stocks,  bonds  and 
securities,  or  any  bonds,  stocks  or  securities  substituted  therefor  under  the 
provisions  of  this  indenture,  to  be  returned  at  the  expiration  or  other  earlier 
termination  of  this  lease. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  continuity  of  the  Lessor's  road,  whenever 
returned  to  the  Lessor,  and  the  connection  between  its  several  parts  shall  be 
such  that  said  Lessor's  road  will  be  as  well  fitted  for  independent  use  and 
operation  by  the  Lessor  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  any  compensation 
for  mileage  previously  discontinued  and  paid  for  but  restored  or  made  good, 
under  this  provision,  to  be  accounted  for  and  reimbursed  to  the  Lessee. 

IX. 

That  the  property  herein  demised,  and  to  be  accounted  for  at  the  expira- 
tion or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease,  may  be  accurately  determined, 
there  shall  be  made,  as  of  the  day  when  this  lease  takes  effect,  a  full,  com- 
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plete  and  pai'ticular  inventory  and  description  of  all  estate  and  propei'ty, 
real  or  personal,  belonging  to  the  Lessor,  and  coming  into  the  possession 
of  the  Lessee  by  virtue  of  this  lease,  and  to  this,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  added  such  other  estate  and  property  as  shall  come  into  the  possession 
of  the  Lessee  under  the  terms  of  this  lease.  Such  inventory  and  descrip- 
tion, with  the  additions  thereto  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  made  by  two 
competent  persons,  one  selected  by  each  party ;  in  case  of  their  disagree- 
ment, they  shall  refer  the  matter  in  difference  to  some  third  person,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final.  Such  inventory  and  description  shall  be  made  iu 
duplicate,  and  an  original  furnished  to  each  party,  and  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  nature  and  condition  of  the  property  demised  at  the  inception  of  this 
lease,  or  at  the  time  of  the  additions  thereto,  in  all  cases  in  which  any  ques- 
tions of  the  nature,  condition  or  value  may  arise.  The  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  services  and  expenses  of  the  persons  making  such  inventory  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Lessee. 

X. 

The  Lessor  shall  maintain  its  existence  and  organization  as  a  corpora- 
tion, and  to  that  end  shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements  and  forms  of 
law ;  shall  do  all  acts  and  things,  and  execute  all  legal  instruments  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  put  and  secure  the  Lessee  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  all 
the  property,  rights,  franchises  and  interests  herein  demised,  and  to  carry 
into  effect  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  lease  ;  and  shall  not  increase 
its  capital  stock  as  now  existing  and  issued  nor  its  indebtedness  except  as 
provided  in  this  lease.  To  further  secure  the  Lessee  in  the  beneficial  en- 
joyment of  the  property,  franchises,  rights  and  privileges  herein  demised 
and  specified,  the  Lessor  constitutes  the  Lessee  its  attorney  irrevocable 
with  full  right  and  power,  at  the  Lessee's  expense,  to  use  the  name  of  the 
Lessor  in  all  legal  proceedings  and  in  all  cases  needful  for  obtaining,  hold- 
ing and  enjoying  the  premises  herein  demised  and  specified,  and  for  all 
purposes  consistent  with  the  true  scope  and  intent  of  this  instrument. 

The  Lessor  further  covenants  that  it  will  at  the  expense  of  the  Lessee 
comply  with  all  requirements  of  law  and  with  the  ordinances  of  all  cities 
and  towns  in  which  the  demised  property  is  located,  in  so  far  as  the  Lessee 
cannot  act  in  its  stead,  and  that  it  will,  at  the  request  of  the  Lessee,  itself 
make  applications  for  extensions  or  alterations  of  tracks  and  locations 
where  the  Lessee  cannot  act  in  its  stead,  and  will  at  all  times,  when  it  can- 
not act  by  the  Lessee  as  attorney,  itself  do  such  acts  and  execute  such 
papers  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  of  these 
presents.  Any  locations,  rights  or  property  so  acquired  by  the  Lessor  after 
the  date  hereof  shall  be  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  indenture. 
The  Lessor  also  constitutes  and  appoints  the  Lessee  its  attorney  in  fact 
with  full  i:)ower  to  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  due  to  the  Lessor,  and  to 
compromise  or  refer  to  arbitration  all  claims  by  or  against  the  Lessor  or  its 
property. 

XI. 

This  lease  is  upon  the  condition  that,  if  the  Lessee  shall  at  any  time  fail 
to  punctually  pay  to  the  holders  of  the  Lessor's  indebtedness  and  each  of 
them  the  interest  on  the  Lessor's  Indebtedness  as  scheduled,  as  the  same 
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shall  become  due  and  payable,  or  shall  fail  to  make  any  payment  as  stipu- 
lated for  in  clause  3  of  Article  I  hereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  at  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  when  written  notice  of 
such  default  has  been  served  on  the  Lessee,  the  Lessor  may,  if  such  default 
still  continues,  enter  upon  the  demised  premises  and  upon  any  part  thereof, 
as  and  for  the  whole,  and  expel  the  Lessee,  and  determine  the  estate  hereby 
granted,  and  shall  thereupon  become  seized  and  possessed  of  the  demised 
premises,  and  of  all  premises  then  in  possession  of  the  Lessee  or  the  Lessor 
under  this  indenture,  and  of  every  part  thereof  in  its  original  right,  and  as 
if  this  lease  had  never  been  made  ;  and  upon  the  further  condition  that,  if 
the  Lessee  shall  fail  to  perform  any  other  of  the  covenants  and  agreements 
in  this  lease  contained,  and  such  failure  shall  continue  for  six  months  after 
written  notice  of  such  failure  from  the  directors  of  the  Lessor,  the  Lessor 
shall  have  the  like  right  to  enter  and  expel  the  Lessee,  and  vest  in  itself  its 
former  estate  in  the  demised  premises,  and  all  pi'emises  then  in  possession 
of  the  Lessee  or  the  Lessor  under  this  indenture,  and  every  part  thereof : 
provided,  however,  that  such  entry  by  the  Lessor  for  breach  of  condition 
shall  in  no  wise  prejudice  or  impair  any  remedies  to  which  it  might  other- 
wise be  entitled  for  arrears  of  rent  or  preceding  breach  of  covenant,  or  any 
other  rights  secured  by  this  lease  in  case  of  its  termination  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  time  thereof. 

XIT. 

In  case  of  any  disagreement  between  the  parties  hereto  as  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  lease  or  any  part  thereof,  or  as  to  anything  done 
under  and  by  virtue  of  it,  or  growing  out  of  it,  the  matter  in  controversy 
shall  be  determined  by  arbitrators  to  be  chosen  in  the  manner  following : 
One  shall  be  chosen  by  each  of  the  parties  hereto,  or  if  either  shall  unrea- 
sonably fail  or  neglect  to  appoint  an  arbitrator  when  requested  by  the 
other,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Superior  Court  may,  after  due  notice  to  the  pai'ty  so  failing  or  neglecting, 
appoint  an  arbitrator.  The  third  shall  be  selected  by  the  two  so  chosen,  or 
in  case  of  their  failure  to  choose  a  third,  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners or  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court.  The  arbitrators  shall 
hear  the  parties,  after  due  notice  to  each  of  them,  and  if  either  party  fail  to 
attend  after  such  notice,  may  proceed  ex  parte.  The  award  in  writing  of 
said  arbitrators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  being  duly  notified  to  the  parties, 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  them.  The  expenses  and  reasonable 
compensation  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lessee. 

XIII. 

This  lease  shall  take  effect  as  of  the  first  day  of  October,  1897,  and  all 
accounts  between  the  parties  shall  be  made  up  as  of  that  date :  provided, 
however,  that  on  or  before  January  15,  1898,  at  least  five  million  (5,000,000) 
dollars  in  cash  shall  have  been  paid  in  upon  the  Lessee's  capital  stock,  and 
that  until  such  payment  the  Lessor  shall  remain  in  possession  and  operation 
of  the  demised  property,  the  Lessor  accounting  to  the  Lessee  for  all 
income  in  the  interval;  and  provided, further,  that  this  lease  shall  not  be 
valid  until  the  terms  thereof,  as  respects  the  rental  or  compensation  to  be 
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paid  and  the  due  and  safe  transportation  of  the  public,  shall  have  been 
appi'oved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.

Agreement  of  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  with  city  of 
Boston  relative  to  Enlargement  of  Subway.* 

[Copt.] 

Whereas,  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  duly 
organized  under  chapter  548  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  has  applied  to  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  their  approval,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  of  a  certain  lease  entered  into  between  said 
company  and  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company,  dated  December  9, 
1897;  and 

Whereas,  objections  have  been  made  before  said  Board  to  the  approval 
of  said  lease,  on  the  ground  that,  in  case  the  Boston  Subway,  so  called, 
should  be  enlarged  by  the  construction  of  two  tracks,  or  subwaj^s  for  two 
ti'acks,  between  Scollay  square  and  Shawmut  avenue,  in  addition  to  the 
subways  now  constructed  or  under  construction,  it  is  not  certain  that  the 
said  additional  subways  would  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
lease  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  West  End  Street  Raihvay  Com- 
pany, dated  December  7,  1896,  or  that  the  said  Street  Railway  Company  or 
the  said  Elevated  Railway  Company  could  be  obliged  to  use  or  lease  the 
said  additional  subways,  and  to  pay  in  respect  thereof  an  additional  rental 
to  that  reserved  in  said  lease,  on  the  same  terms  as  the  rental  thei'ein  re- 
served for  the  said  subways  now  constructed  or  under  construction  ; 

Now,  tiiekefoue,  the  said  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  premises  and  for  the  purpose  of  removing  said  objections, 
hereby  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  city  of  Boston  that,  whenever  the 
.=aid  additional  subways  shall  be  constructed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
saeluisetts  or  by  the  said  city,  or  by  any  duly  authorized  board  or  officer 
of  either,  of  the  general  character  and  description  and  along  the  same  gen- 
eral routes  as  provided  in  said  act  of  1894  and  in  chapter  440  of  the  Acts  of

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1895,  the  said  Boston  Elevated  Railwaj'  Company  will  take  a  lease  thereof, 
or  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  use  and  operation  thereof,  expiring  with  the 
term  of  said  lease  dated  December  7,  1896  ;  and  will  pay  the  same  annual 
rental  for  the  use  and  occupation  thereof  to  the  city,  to  wit,  four  and  seven- 
eighths  per  centum  annually  of  the  net  cost  of  said  additional  subways : 
provided,  however,  that  the  total  annual  compensation  to  be  paid  by  said 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  either  under  the  provisions  of  said 
original  contract  dated  December  7,  1896,  or  under  any  new  lease  or  eon- 
tract  in  respect  of  said  additional  subways,  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  four  and  seven-eighths  per  centum  of  seven  million 
(7,000,000)  dollars,  unless  such  compensation  shall  exceed  that  amount 
when  determined  by  a  computation  of  the  number  of  cars  using  the  original 
subwaj^s  or  said  additional  subways,  in  the  manner  provided  in  said  lease 
of  December  7,  1896  ;  and  all  the  other  provisions  of  said  lease  of  December 
7, 1896,  so  far  as  applicable  and  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided,  shall 
apply  to  said  additional  subways. 

And  said  company,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  further  agrees  with 
the  city  of  Boston  that  the  covenants  and  agreements  hei'ein  contained  shall 
for  all  purposes,  so  far  as  the  said  company,  the  said  Commonwealth  and 
the  said  city  are  concerned,  be  binding  upon  the  said  company  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  they  had  been  inserted  in  the  said  lease  of  December  7, 1896,  or 
in  said  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897.

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and  that  the  proposed  rental  is  under  all  the  circumstances  not 
excessive  ; 

Now,  therefore,  it  appearing  to  the  Board,  upon  the  facts  and  for 
the  reasons  above  stated,  that  the  terms  are  reasonable  and  not 
injurious  to  the  public  interest,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  terms  of  lease  set  forth  in  the  copy  of  indenture 
hereto  annexed  be  approved  :  provided,  however,  that  such  lease  shall 
not  be  valid  or  binding  until  the  terms  thereof  have  been  agreed  to 
by  the  directors,  and  approved  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stock- 
holders, of  each  of  said  companies,  at  meetings  duly  called  and  held 

for  that  purpose.

This  Indenture,  made  this  first  day  of  June,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  by  and  between  the  Mt.  Tom  Raih'oad  Company, 
hereinafter  called  the  Lessor,  and  the  Holyoke  Street  Railway  Company, 
hereinafter  called  the  Lessee,  both  being  coi'porations  established  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 

WITNESSETH  that,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  510  of 
the  Acts  of  1896,  the  lessor  hereby  leases,  demises  and  lets  unto  the  lessee 
all  and  singular  its  franchise,  railroad,  land  and  other  property  of  every 
description,  with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  easements  and  appurtenances 
thereunto  belonging,  including  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  to  the 
lessee's  own  use  all  tolls,  rents,  revenues,  income  and  profits  of  the  demised 
premises. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  the  same  unto  the  lessee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  years,  beginning  with  the  day  of  the 
date  hereof. 

1.  The  lessor  covenants  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease  it  will 
maintain  its  corporate  organization  in  due  form  of  law,  and  for  that  purpose 
will  hold  all  necessary  meetings,  elect  all  necessary  officers,  and  make  and 
keep  all  necessary  records,  i-eports  and  returns  required  by  law,  at  an 
exijense  not  to  exceed  |200  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  lessee. 

2.  The  lessor  covenants  to  do  and  perform,  upon  the  reasonable  request 
of  the  lessee,  all  such  further  acts  and  to  execute  any  and  all  such  instru- 
ments as  are  necessary  or  proper  for  the  due  protection,  preservation  and 
full  enjoyment  by  the  lessee  of  all  the  property,  rights  and  privileges 
hereby  demised,  and  for  confirming,  establishing  and  carrying  into  full  effect 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  indenture  according  to  its  true  intent;  and 
that,  in  default  thereof,  the  same  may  be  done  by  the  lessee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  or  its  or  their  lawful  agents,  in  the  name  and  as  the  act  of  the 
lessor ;  and  that  the  lessee  may  use  the  name  of  the  lessor  in  bringing  or 
defending  any  suits  or  proceedings  in  law  or  equity  which  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  afoi'esaid ;  but  the  lessee  shall  save  and  hold  the 
lessor  harmless  and  indemnified  from  and  against  all  loss,  cost,  damage  and 
expense  arising  therefrom. 
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8.  The  lessor  covenants,  in  case  the  lessee  deems  it  advisable  to  sell  any 
part  of  the  real  estate  or  personal  property  hereby  demised,  (any  such  pro- 
posed sale  of  real  estate  having  been  first  approved  by  the  stockholders  of 
the  lessor  and  by  the  directors  of  both  the  lessor  and  lessee,)  to  execute  and 
deliver  such  instruments  as  may  be  necessai-y  to  transfer  its  title  therein  to 
the  vendee :  provided,  that  the  pro(3eeds  of  any  such  sale  shall  be  applied 
to  the  substitution  of  property  of  equal  value  to  that  sold,  or  expended  to 
increase  the  value  of  other  property  hereby  demised ;  and  the  lessee  agrees 
so  to  apply  or  expend  the  jjroceeds. 

4.  In  consideration  of  the  premises,  the  lessee  covenants  to  pay  as  rent 
hereunder  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  three  per  cent  on  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  lessor  lawfully  issued  and  from  time  to  time  outstanding, 
such  capital  stock  not  to  exceed  in  the  whole  1100,000  ;  the  said  dividend  to 
be  paid  to  the  recorded  stockholders  of  the  lessor  on  the  first  days  of  June 
and  December  in  each  year  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  the  first  payment 
to  be  made  December  1,  1897 ;  and  in  case  this  lease  is  terminated  at  any 
time  prior  to  June  1, 1922,  a  proportionate  part  of  such  semi-annual  dividend 
to  be  jDaid  for  any  expired  portion  of  the  half  year  then  current. 

5.  The  lessee  also  covenants  to  pay  all  taxes  and  assessments  whatsoever 
which  are  lawfully  assessed  to  the  lessor  or  upon  the  demised  property 
during  the  term  of  this  lease,  including  the  taxes  of  the  year  1897. 

6.  The  lessee  covenants  to  keep  the  demised  pi'operty,  and  all  imi3rove- 
ments  and  additions  thereto,  insured  for  a  reasonable  amount,  payable  in 
case  of  loss  to  itself ;  and  the  lessee  may  receive  from  the  insurer  any  pay- 
ments made  in  ease  of  loss,  and  shall  apply  the  same  to  restore  or  replace 
the  property  injured  or  destroyed,  or  to  make  permanent  improvements  or 
additions  to  the  pi'operty  demised. 

7.  The  lessee  covenants  to  keep  said  railroad  and  other  demised  property 
in  as  good  condition  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease  ;  and,  at  the  termination 
of  the  lease,  to  surrender  the  same  and  all  property  substituted  therefor  in 
like  good  order  and  condition. 

8.  The  lessee  covenants  to  save  the  lessor  harmless  from  all  suits, 
damage  and  expense  by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  lessee  in  the 
operation,  management  or  use  of  the  demised  premises  dui'ing  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  lease,  and  at  its  own  expense  to  defend  all  suits  that  may 
be  brought  against  the  lessor  or  the  leased  property  by  reason  of  any  such 
act  or  omission,  and  to  pay  all  sums  recovered  as  damages  or  costs  in  any 
such  suit. 

9.  The  lessee  covenants  to  operate  and  use  the  demised  railroad  and 
property  in  accordance  and  compliance  with  the  laws  of  said  Common- 
wealth, to  pay  all  cost  and  expense  incident  to  the  operation  and  use  thereof, 
and  to  provide  all  cars,  equipments,  structures  and  apparatus  of  every 
description  required  for  the  due  operation  of  said  railroad,  in  addition  to  the 
property  hereby  demised. 

10.  The  lessor  and  lessee  mutually  covenant  that  there  shall  forthwith 
be  made  a  full  and  complete  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  land,  buildings, 
tracks,  ovei'head  construction,  equipments  and  all  other  property  of  every 
nature  and  description  demised  by  this  lease,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  lessor  and  the  lessee ;  and  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
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dence  in  any  and  all  cases  in  which  the  question  of  the  condition  and  value 
of  said  pi'operty  at  the  time  of  making  this  lease  shall  arise  between  them. 
The  said  inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  by  two  disinterested  per- 
sons, one  selected  by  the  lessor  and  one  by  the  lessee,  who  in  case  of  any 
disagreement  may  choose  a  third,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  shall  be 
final.  On  the  termination  of  this  lease,  whether  before  or  at  the  end  of  the 
term,  a  like  inventoi'y  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  of  all  the  property  then 
surrendered  by  the  lessee  to  the  lessor ;  and  if  the  projjerty  surrendered  is 
of  greater  or  less  value  than  the  appraised  value  at  the  commencement  of 
the  lease,  the  difference  shall  be  adjusted  and  paid  in  money.  The  expense 
of  making  the  said  inventories  and  appraisals  shall  be  paid  by  the  lessee, 

11.  This  lease  is  upon  the  express  condition  that  if  the  lessee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  make  any  semi-annual  payment  of  rent  as 
hereinbefore  stipulated,  or  to  keep  or  perform  any  of  its  other  covenants 
or  agreements  herein  contained,  and  such  default  continues  for  one  month 
after  written  notice  thereof  from  the  lessor  to  the  lessee,  then  and  in  either 
case  this  lease  may  be  terminated  at  the  option  of  the  lessor ;  and  the  lessor 
may  thereupon  re-enter  upon  the  demised  premises,  and  the  same  have  and 
possess  as  of  its  former  estate,  without  prejudice  to  its  right  of  action  for 
arrears  of  rent  or  breach  of  covenant ;  and  upon  such  entry  the  term  shall 
end.

Statement  of  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

July  1,  1896.  —  Dupont,  A.  J.,  freight  conductor:  shoulder  and  head 
bruised.  As  train  was  leaving  Warren  he  got  on  rear  end  of  caboose,  and 
just  as  he  did  so  an  air  hose  burst  on  forward  end  of  train  and  he  was  thrown 
from  caboose,  striliing  on  a  pile  of  ties. 

July  2.  —  Morrison,  Geo.,  fireman:  right  leg  badly  bruised.  While  taking 
water  at  Worcester  engine  house  he  aslved  engineer  to  move  engine  ahead, 
and  when  he  did  so  Morrison's  leg  was  caught  between  water  spout  and  ten- 
der box. 

Julys.  —  Amsden,  D.,  brakeman:  finger  crushed ;  no  bones  broken.  Caught 
behind  pin  while  coupling  cars  at  East  Brookfield. 

July  3.  — McDonald,  C.  A.,  freight  conductor:  back  hurt  by  being  thrown 
against  edge  of  desk  in  caboose  by  the  bursting  of  an  air  hose  near  West 
Warren. 

July  4.  —  Fassette,  O. :  left  foot  crushed.  Tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight 
train  at  AUston,  slipped,  and  foot  went  under  wheel. 

July  4.  —  Limnar,  Isaac,  section  man:  killed.  He  stood  on  track  No.  2, 
near  Cordaville,  as  train  No.  75  passed,  and  was  about  to  step  ofl"  when  he 
was  struck  by  train  No.  50. 

July  5.  — Tracy,  Geo.,  yard  brakeman :  end  of  forefinger  of  left  hand  taken 
ofi'by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Boston. 

July  6. — Banks,  Michael,  yard  conductor:  train  backing  in  on  North's 
track.  East  Cambridge ;  Banks  was  giving  motion  to  slow  up,  when  he  stepped 
oflf  end  of  car  backwards  and  fell  between  cars,  bruising  him  badly. 

July  7.  — Duba,  Chas.,  freight  brakeman  :  engine  maiiing  a  running  switch 
with  derrick  car ;  Duba  fell  ofi"  end  of  car ;  one  truck  ran  over  him  and  he  was 
dragged  about  sixty  feet.  Died  in  about  forty  minutes.  Accident  happened 
in  North  Adams  Junction  yard. 

July  7.  —  Stone,  G.  W.,  station  baggage  master:  shoulder  dislocated  and 
body  badly  wrenched.  Local  freight  threw  a  car  in  on  freight  house  track  at 
West  Brookfield.  Stone  thought  it  would  not  run  far  enough,  and  was  push- 
ing it,  when  another  car  was  thrown  in,  striking  the  one  he  was  pushing, 
knocking  him  down  in  space  between  car  and  platform,  rolled  him  over  and 
pushed  him  back  on  platform. 

July  10.  —  Langway,  Jos.  (thirteen  years  old)  :  leg  cut  oflFat  hip.  Tried  to 
get  on  a  moving  freight  train,  near  forty -first  mile-post,  and  fell  under  train. 
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July  11.  —  Morrissey,  Thos.  :  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train,  just 
west  of  Plymouth  Street  crossing,  Worcester,  fell  and  had  his  left  foot  cut  off. 

July  11.  —  Dwyer,  Caleb,  yard  bral^eman  :  right  forearm  bruised  by  getting 
caught  between  dead-woods  while  coupling  cars  at  East  Cambridge. 

July  l^.  —  Hannifin,  John,  of  West  Springfield:  this  man  was  found  at 
10.40  P.M.  lying  on  track  in  West  Springfield  near  Connecticut  River  bridge, 
by  crew  with  switch  engine  No.  35.  One  leg  was  cut  off  and  his  head  was 
bruised.  He  had  apparently  been  run  over  and  dragged  a  considerable  dis- 
tance by  some  train.  Was  tal^en  to  Springfield  hospital,  where  he  died. 
Doctor  reports  man  had  been  drinking  heavily. 

July  15.  —  Unknown  man  (identified  as  Thos.  Fallon  of  Becket)  :  killed. 
Body  was  found  lying  on  track,  about  two  miles  West  of  Hinsdale  station,  by 
crew  of  Conductor  Hagerty's  train.     Had  evidently  been  struck  by  a  train. 

July  17.  —  Fairfield,  Eachel :  killed.  Struck  by  train  No.  446  at  "double 
crossing"  on  North  Brookfield  branch.  East  Brookfield,  while  trying  to  cross 
track  ahead  of  train. 

July  20.  —  Lettenville,  Z.,  freight  brakeman:  four  toes  of  right  foot  run 
over.  Getting  on  caboose  in  Worcester  yard,  slipped  and  foot  went  under 
wheel. 

July  21. — Unknown  man:  killed.  Tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train 
at  Webster  Junction,  fell  and  was  run  over. 

July  2i. — Lotridge,  J.  C,  freight  brakeman:  finger  smashed  by  getting 
caught  between  head  of  pin  and  end  sill  of  caboose  while  coupling  at  West 
Springfield  yard. 

July  25.  —  Thompson,  E.  W.,  fireman:  foot  pinched.  Getting  up  on  back 
end  of  switch  engine  to  close  door  of  rear  headlight,  stepped  on  link  between 
engine  and  car,  and  when  engine  came  back  got  his  foot  caught,  at  South 
Framlngham. 

July  26.  —  Golden,  Wm.,  trespasser :  leg  cut  off.  Tried  to  get  on  a  moving 
freight  train  at  Cottage  Farm,  was  struck  by  signal  post,  knocked  off  and  his 
leg  went  under  wheel  of  car. 

July  28.  —  Allen,  James,  car  cleaner:  leg  cut  off;  taken  to  hospital,  where 
he  died.  Switching  engine  No.  17  went  in  on  milk  shed  track,  Boston, 
coupled  onto  a  combination  car,  then  started  ahead  to  get  two  more  cars, 
when  they  heard  cries,  stopped,  and  found  this  man  lying  between  engine  and 
car.     Accident  happened  at  9  40  p  m. 

July  28.  —  Clark,  J.  H.,  yard  brakeman:  hand  crushed  by  getting  caught 
between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston. 

August  2.  —  Leaven,  Mrs.  Bessie,  of  South  Framingham :  face  cut  and 
clothing  torn.  Stepped  from  train  No.  245  before  it  had  stopped  at  South 
Framingham,  and  fell  between  station  platform  and  track. 

August  3.  —  McDonough,  Pat.,  laborer :  contusion  of  shoulder  and  sprained 
wrist.  Walking  beside  track,  at  Riverside  dump,  and  was  struck  by  engine 
No.  164  of  freight  train. 

August  4.  —  Westwill,  J.  T.,  freight  conductor;  Hennessey,  A.,  freight 
brakeman  :  as  train  was  pulling  into  West  Springfield  yard,  towerman  threw 
switch  under  car  these  men  were  standing  on,  and  car  went  oft' the  track.  In 
getting  off  car  they  strained  the  muscles  of  their  arms  and  legs. 

Augu.st  7.  —  Anglin,  P.,  freight  brakeman :  head  cut  and  finger  crushed. 
Struck  by  bridge  No.  15  and  thrown  from  train. 

August  10.  —  LaValle,  Joseph  (a  ])()y)  :  killed.  Was  walking  on  bridge  No. 
63,  at  New  Worcester,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  83. 
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August  11.  —  Shea,  Timothy,  laborer:  attempted  to  cross  tracks  as  cars 
were  being  set  in  East  Boston  elevator,  and  was  caught  between  car  and  post, 
bruising  his  shoulder  and  chest. 

August  12.  —  Touhy,  John,  yard  brakeraan :  index  finger  of  right  hand 
bruised  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Boston. 

August  17.  —  Clow,  Wm.,  freight  brakeman :  thumb  of  right  hand  burst 
open ;  no  bones  broken.  Caught  between  pin  and  head  timber  while  pulling 
pin  at  North  Adams  Junction. 

August  19.  — Dimeo,  G.,  freight  brakeman:  little  finger  of  left  hand  burst 
open  by  getting  caught  while  trying  to  close  a  knuckle  while  train  was  in 
motion  at  South  Framingham. 

August  21.  —  Dillon,  J.  J.,  freight  brakeman:  finger  bruised  by  getting 
caught  while  pulling  pin  between  engine  and  car  at  Brookfleld. 

August  21.  —  Unknown  man:  killed.  Tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight 
train  near  Pittsfleld,  lost  his  hold  and  fell,  the  cars  passing  over  him. 

August  25. — Dubois,  Geo.,  freight  brakeman:  toes  of  left  foot  crushed. 
Tried  to  get  on  car  after  train  had  started  at  Palmer,  his  foot  slipped  and 
went  under  the  wheel. 

August  26. — Ballard,  John,  of  Boston:  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight 
train  at  Palmer,  fell  and  both  legs  were  run  over.  He  died  in  about  two 
hours. 

August  29.  —  Lahey,  John  :  head  and  leg  injured  and  finger  cut  oS;  died  in 
two  hours.  Instead  of  going  over  bridge,  he  attempted  to  cross  the  tracks 
at  Newton  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  54. 

September  1.  —  Meisner,  C,  freight  brakeman:  ki.led.  Was  uncoupling. 
cars  at  State  line,  and  when  turning  ofi"  air  caught  his  foot  between  crossing. 
plank  and  rail,  was  thrown  down  and  run  over. 

Septemher  2.  —  Bastian,  Wm.,  freight  brakeman  :  leg  hurt.  Making  a  run- 
ning switch,  car  separated  from  engine  and  train ;  Bastian  slowed  up  the  car 
and  the  rear  part  of  the  train  struck  it,  throwing  him  around,  his  leg  striking 
running-board.     Accident  happened  at  Berkshire. 

Septemher  3.  —  Nichols,  E  ,  freight  brakeraan  :  left  side  of  face  burned  and- 
upper  lip  cut.  Caught  by  trolley  wire  at  Green  Street,  Worcester,  and  thrown 
down  on  top  of  car. 

Septemher  4.—  Slocum,  W.  F.  (judge)  :  killed.  Attempted  to  cross  tracks 
at  end  of  fence  at  Newtonville  station  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.. 
104. 

Septemher  6. — Keck,  J.  L.,  freight  brakeman:  cut  about  an  inch  long  on* 
head.  Was  going  from  engine  to  car  to  set  brakes,  had  just  reached  top  of 
car  as  train  was  passing  under  second  bridge  west  of  Natick,  and  was  struck 
by  bridge. 

Septemher  8.  —Engine  No.  118,  running  light,  collided  with  engine  of  train 
No.  475,  at  Red  Bridge  fiag  station,  on  the  Athol  branch.  Following  is  a  list 
of  the  injured.  Passengers:  M.  Driscoll,  Athol,  claimed  severe  shock;  Mary 
Fenton,  Holyoke,  severe  shock,  chest  bruised;  Mrs.  W.  E.  Forrester,  Spring- 
field, chest  bruised  slightly;  Dwight  Holland,  Springfield,  stomach  bruised; 
Mrs.  T.  Kennedy,  Springfield,  severely  shocked  and  frightened,  side  bruised; 
Mrs.  Mary  Malone,  Springfield,  severe  shock, arm  and  shoulder  bruised;  Mrs. 
Moore,  Holyoke,  hip  and  side  bruised ;  Mrs.  Slate,  Springfield,  severely  shocked, 
claims  breast  bone  broken.;  L.  W.  Swan,  Athol,  cut  about  head;  E.  L.  Swan, 
Athol,  thumb  wrenched.  Employees :  A.  G.  Bennett,  Springfield,  conductor, 
shocked  and  strained  across  stomach,  jumped  from  train;  Henry  Ingraham, 
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Springfield,  engineer,  slioulder  and  liip  badly  bruised,  jumped  and  struck  in 
pile  of  stone;  Ed.  Comans,  Springfield,  fireman,  back  wrenched,  jumped, 
ghdnced  on  telegraph  pole  and  fell  in  river, 

September  8.  —  Unknown  man:  was  walking  beside  track  near  Indian 
Gioharo,  auu  vmeu  train  No.  50  came  along  he  stepped  in  front  of  engine  and 
was  instantly  killed. 

September  8.  —  Barry,  Mary,  of  Ashland :  cut  and  bruised  about  the  head 
and  face.  Stepped  from  train  No.  60  before  it  had  stopped  at  South  Fram- 
ingham,  and  fell. 

September  II.  —  Bunnell,  W.  A.,  brakeman,  gravel  train:  killed.  Was  run- 
ning over  train  at  Auburtidale,  fell  between  the  cars  and  was  run  over. 

September  12.  — Meehan,  Michael:  cut  about  the  head.  Was  found  lying 
on  track  No.  2,  near  the  St.  James  Street  bridge,  east  of  Washington  Street, 
Newton,  at  12.45  a.m.  ;  could  give  no  account  of  how  he  came  there. 

September  13. — Rogers,  G.  T  ,  freight  brakeman:  getting  on  engine  No. 
91,  in  Worcester  yard,  his  foot  slipped  and  wheel  went  over  his  toes,  crushing 
three  of  them. 

September  14,  —  Forbes,  John,  freight  brakeman  :  two  fingers  of  right  hand 
smashed  by  getting  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  North 
Adams  Junction. 

September  16.  — Brennan,  Pat'k,  laborer:  was  measuring  distance  between 
car  and  steam  shovel  at  Newton ;  train  started  and  caught  his  hand,  jam- 
ming it, 

September  16. — Davison,  J,  C,  freight  brakeman:  as  train  was  going 
into  Boston  yard,  he  says  he  was  lifting  a  trojan  lever,  was  struck  by  a  tele- 
graph pole  and  knocked  ofi",  hurting  his  hip. 

September  19. — Unknown  man:  head  and  right  foot  cut  oif.  Body  was 
found,  about  12  30  a.m.,  lying  on  track  No.  3  under  Armory  Street  bridge, 
Springfield,  by  the  crew  with  switching  engine  No.  3. 

September  21.  —  Milliard,  L.  S.,  fireman:  hip  bruised.  While  switching  at 
North  Adams  Junction  a  draw-bar  pulled  out,  the  engine  backed  over  it; 
Milliard  thought  enguie  was  ofi"  track  and  started  from  cab  to  tender,  slipped 
and  fell  to  the  ground, 

September  25,  —  Hassara,  John,  yard  brakeman:  forefinger  of  right  hand 
taken  ofi"  at  first  joint  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  train  at 
Boston. 

September  2^.  —  Smith,  B.  B.,  freight  brakeman:  two  fingers  of  left  hand 
crushed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  at  North  Adams  Junction. 

September  25.  —  Fitzpatrick,  Thos  ,  of  Kansas:  arm  broken  and  complained 
of  pain  in  right  side.  Was  found  just  east  of  tower  No.  26,  Worcester,  at 
7.30  P.M.  It  is  supposed  he  tried  to  get  on  an  east-bound  freight  train  and 
was  struck  by  train  No.  11. 

September  28.  —  Coveney,  L.,  freight  brakeman:  hip  bruised.  Pulling  off" 
track  No.  9,  South  Framingham  yard,  he  was  standing  in  the  stirrup  of  a  car, 
was  hit  by  the  switch  and  thrown  over  the  switch  to  the  ground. 

September  SO.  —  Hurley,  Frank,  of  Milford,  Mass.;  both  legs  cut  ofi";  died 
of  injuries.  He  was  found  lying  on  track  under  Columbus  Avenue  bridge, 
Boston,  at  10.05  p  m.  ;  said  he  fell  from  train. 

October  3  —  Kennedy,  W.  F.  :  killed.  Body  was  found  two  hundred  feet 
west  of  one  hundred  and  sixth  mile-post;  had  evidently  been  dragged  about 
thirty  feet  and  the  lower  part  of  body  and  legs  run  over. 

October  3.  —  Murphy,  J  ,  yard  brakeman  :  head  and  face  cut.  As  train  was 
pulling  ofi"  track  No.  33,  Boston  yard,  he  attempted  to  cross  over  top  of  a  high 
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furniture  car  and  was  struck  by  top  of  bridge  guard  just  east  of  Washington 
Street  bridge  and  knocked  down. 

October  3.  —  Caldon,  D.,  freight  brakeman  :  squeezed  through  the  stomach  ; 
died  at  11  p.m.     Caught  between  draw-bars  wliile  coupling  cars  at  Chester,  at 

3  P.M. 

October  3.  —  Connor,  Frank  (a  boy)  :  foot  and  leg  cut.  "Was  stealing  a  ride 
on  front  end  of  engine  No.  242,  in  Worcester  yard,  fell  off  and  his  foot  was 
caught  between  pilot  and  rail. 

October  5.  —  Campbell.,  J.  E.,  freight  brakeman:  shoulder  and  hip  hurt. 
Was  in  caboose  when  air  hose  burst  on  forward  end  of  train  and  he  was 
thrown  against  the  stove.     Accident  happened  at  South  Worcester. 

October  8.  —  Gusso,  Brunno,  of  Westfield :  both  legs  run  over;  died  of 
injuries.  Claims  he  was  walking  on  track  near  Westfield,  stumbled  and  fell, 
and  before  he  could  get  up  was  run  over.  He  was  somewhat  under  the 
influence  of  liquor. 

October^.  —  Ryan,  Thos.,  section  foreman:  engine  No.  121  was  pushing  a 
train  of  flat  cars  up  old  No.  4  track,  Newton.

While  he  was  setting  a  brake  at  Palmer  the  fork  of  brake  connection  broke, 
throwing  him  against  the  end  of  next  car. 

October  li.  —  Unknown  man:  killed.  He  was  walking  on  track  No.  I,  at 
west  end  of  Worcester  ledge,  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  19. 

October  15.  —  Davis,  M.,  of  Boston  :  killed.  Struck  by  train  No.  45,  at  west 
end  of  fence  at  Newton  station. 

October  15.  —  Moran,  A.  L.,  yard  brakeman  :  leg  bruised.  Was  standing  on 
foot-board  of  engine  which  was  attached  to  a  passenger  car  at  Worcester : 
the  Miller  hook  on  car  slipped  by  the  draw-bar  of  engine,  and  Moran's  leg 
was  caught  between  it  and  end  sill  of  engine. 

October  20.  —  Raymond,  W.  W.,  freight  brakeman:  thumb  jammed  by  get- 
ting caught  between  pin  and  dead-wood  while  uncoupling  at  Worcester. 

October  20.  —  Florio,  Gene  (a  boy)  :  he  attempted  to  get  on  a  freight  train 
as  it  was  pulling  out  of  West  Springfield  yard,  fell  and  his  right  leg  was  run 
over.    He  was  taken  to  Springfield  hospital,  where  he  died  in  a  few  hours. 

October  20. — Tanguay,  P.,  freight  brakeman:  face  and  hands  bruised  by 
falling  from  train  at  Newtonville.  He  says  car  gave  a  sudden  lurch  going 
arojind  curve,  throwing  him  off. 

October  ZO.  —  Mahoney,  M.,  freight  brakeman  :  middle  finger  of  right  hand 
badly  bruised  by  getting  caught  between  coupling  lever  and  end  of  car  at 
West  Springfield  yard. 

October  80.  —  Quinn,  Henry  (two  years  old)  :  bruised  and  head  cut  slightly. 
Was  playing  on  track  about  a  mile  west  of  South  Framingham,  when  a  freight 
train  came  along;  before  train  could  be  stopped  the  engine  struck  the  child, 
knocking  him  down,  and  the  engine  and  twelve  cars  passed  over  him. 

October  30.  — Palmer,  Wm. :  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train  at  West 
Springfield  yard,  fell  under  train  and  both  legs  were  run  over  and  crushed. 

October  31,  —  Harris,  C,  freight  brakeman:  leg  bruised.  Link  broke 
between  engine  and  head  car,  near  Russell;  this  broke  the  air  hose,  applying 
the  air  brake  suddenly,  and  Harris  was  thrown  against  the  stove  in  caboose. 

October  31.  —  Unknown  man:  killed.  Jumped  from  bank  wall  to  track 
just  east  of  bridge  No.  50,  near  North  Grafton,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of 
train  No.  232. 
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November  2.  —  Brennau,  J.  R,,  freight  brakeman  :  hand  jammed  by  getting 
caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  in  Worcester  yard. 

November  2.  —  Thompson,  Wm.,  yard  brakeman  :  little  finger  of  left  hand 
caught  behind  pin  while  coupling  at  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston.

Caught 
between  engine  and  car  by  draw-bar  pushing  under  while  he  was  coupling  at 
South  Spencer.

Engine  No.  211  ran 
against  the  side  of  switch  engine  No.  1  as  it  was  backing  off  track  No.  11  in 
West  Springfield  yard,  and  Bragg  was  caught  between  reverse  lever  and  side 
of  cab. 

November  13.  —  Norton,  P.,  freight  conductor :  two  cars  with  broken  draw- 
bars were  chained  together;  chain  broke,  train  separated,  then  the  two  sec- 
tions came  together,  and  Norton  was  thrown  down,  cutting  his  head  in  two 
places.     Accident  happened  one-half  mile  west  of  Russell. 

November  17.  — Jasmin,  M.,  freight  brakeman:  end  of  one  finger  jammed 
by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Springfield  yard. 

November  18.  —  Foley,  B  ,  freight  brakeman  :  left  arm  badly  bruised ;  caught 
between  dead-woods  while  coupling  cars  at  Westborough. 

November  20. —Wakefield.  H.  D.,  freight  brakeman:  one  finger  bruised  by 
getting  caught  between  link  and  draw-bar  while  coupling  cars  at  North 
Adams  Junction. 

November  20. —  Mann,  E.  C,  freight  brakeman:  right  hand  bruised  by 
getting  caught  between  link  and  draw-bar  while  coupling  cars  at  Bondsville. 

November  21.  —  Richardson,  C.  L.,  freight  brakeman:  head  cut  and  com- 
plained of  his  right  side.  Says  he  slipped  from  top  of  rear  car  and  fell  onto 
forward  platform  of  caboose  as  train  was  coming  down  Springfield  grade ; 
top  of  car  was  icy. 

iVowemfter  21.  — Webster,  L.,  yard  brakeman:  was  stepping  from  one  box 
car  to  another  in  Springfield  freight  yard ;  roofs  of  cars  were  covered  with 
ice ;  he  slipped  and  fell  between  the  cars,  striking  on  draw-bars,  bruising  his 
back ;  cars  were  not  in  motion. 

November  25.  —  Peavey,  C.  F,  gravel-train  brakeman:  chains  broke  on 
dump  car  on  rear  of  train,  body  tipped  and  Peavey  was  thrown  off,  hurting 
his  back.     Accident  happened  at  West  Newton. 

November  25.  —  Randall,  Geo.,  freight  bral^eman :  while  making  a  run  of 
five  cars  into  Natick  yard  Randall  was  pulling  pin,  and  when  engine  gave 
slack  he  got  his  arm  caught,  hurting  his  elbow. 

November  2Q.  —  ?>xa\W\,  B.  B.,  freight  brakeman:  left  arm  bruised  by  get- 
ting caught  between  dead-woods  while  coupling  cars  at  Chester. 

November  28.  —  Pequinnot,  Geo.,  yard  brakeman:  arm  and  side  hurt. 
Thrown  over  end  of  car  by  the  sudden  stopping  of  train,  caused  by  brakeman 
failing  to  get  pin  out  while  switching  at  Boston. 
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November  28. — Dacey,  Mary,  car  cleauer:  kaees  hurt.  Throwa  down  in 
car  by  cars  striking  post  at  end  of  milk  shed  track,  Boston. 

November  30.  —  Perry,  Joseph,  trespasser :  killed.  Struck  by  end  of  pilot 
beam  of  engine  of  train  No.  338.  He  was  walking  toward  train  on  end  of 
ties,  outside  of  rail,  on  curve  about  a  mile  west  of  Pittsfleld ;  supposed  to 
have  been  intoxicated. 

December  1.  —  Plagg,  Jos.,  trespasser:  right  foot  crushed  at  ankle.  At- 
tempted to  board  a  moving  freight  train  at  thirty-fourth  mile-post  and  was 
thrown  under  the  wheels. 

December  3.  —  Anderson,  R.,  yard  brakeman  :  coupling  engine  to  car  at 
Worcester,  he  attempted  to  push  knuckle  of  draw-bar  with  his  foot  and  his 
foot  was  caught  and  pinched  between  the  knuckles. 

December  8. — Young,  G.,  freight  brakeman:  while  going  over  train  at 
South  Framingham  lie  slipped  on  ice  and  fell  to  the  ground,  hurting  his  back. 

December  5.  —  Durham,  Leroy  T.,  surveyor:  killed.  Struck  by  train  No. 
104,  near  corner  of  fence  at  Franklin  Street,  Allston.  It  is  supposed  he 
attempted  to  cross  track  to  catch  train  No.  139,  which  was  just  starting  from 
station. 

December  6.  —  Sherman,  W.  S.,  freight  conductor :  was  switching  his  train 
at  West  Springfield  yard  at  8.30  p.m.  ;  he  jumped  from  car  he  was  on  to 
moving  cars  on  next  track  and  fell  to  the  ground ;  one  leg  was  run  over  and 
he  was  injured  internally;  died  at  12.50  a.m.,  December  7. 

December  S.  —  Norton,  J.  E.,  yard  brakeman:  left  forearm  injured  by  get- 
ting caught  between  dead-woods  while  coupling  cars  at  East  Cambridge. 

December  8.  —  Brocklesby,  Mrs.  W.  C,  passenger  :  was  on  outside  platform 
of  coach  of  train  No.  141,  coming  into  Newton  Highlands,  and  as  train  eased 
up  she  fell  backwards,  shaking  her  up  badly. 

December  10.  —  Currier,  Robt.,  yard  brakeman :  killed.  While  switching  in 
new  yard.  East  Boston,  he  fell  from  ladder  and  was  run  over. 

December  10.  —  Le  Clair,  A.,  yard  brakeman:  side  of  head  cut  and  neck 
scratched.  While  riding  a  car  on  track  No.  1,  at  Boston,  he  raised  his  head 
to  look  for  a  signal  and  was  scraped  by  bridge  No.  13. 

December  10.  —  Parsons,  C.  A.,  fireman:  centre  pin  of  engine  No.  65  broke 
just  west  of  Becket,  causing  engine  to  pull  away  from  tender;  Parsons  caught 
the  chain  to  furnace  door  to  keep  from  falling  from  engine,  and  in  doing  so 
he  sprained  his  wrist. 

December  12.  —  Brown,  W.  P.,  yard  brakeman  :  in  getting  oflT  switch  engine 
No.  25,  at  bridge  No.  8,  Boston  yard,  he  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No. 
181  and  injured  so  that  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital. 

December  12.  —  Mills,  F.,  conductor :  he  claims  that  in  attempting  to  get  on 
a  moving  car,  at  Newton  Lower  Falls  yard,  his  foot  caught  under  rail,  car 
pushed  him  over,  and  in  going  his  foot  was  wrenched  out  and  two  of  his  toes 
torn  nearly  ofl". 

Walking  on  track,  one  mile 
east  of  North  Adams  Junction,  with  a  companion ;  stepped  out  of  the  way  of 
an  east-bound  freight  train  and  was  struck  br  a  west-bound  train. 

December  15  —  Shea,  Dan'l,  section  man :  arm  hurt.  Was  at  work  with  a 
wrench,  screwing  up  nuts  on  No.  1  track,  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  was 
struck  by  cylinder  head  of  engine  No.  114,  and  rolled  over  several  times. 

December  15.  —  Fanning,  T.  P.,  freight  brakeman :  bruise  on  hip.  Coupling 
engine  to  train  at  Brighton ;  when  engine  came  against  train  it  broke  the  jaw 
on  trojan  coupler  and  a  piece  hit  him  on  the  hip. 
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December  16. — Denno,  A.  J.,- freight  brakeman  :  head  and  back  hurt  by- 
being  thrown  against  door  of  caboose  by  sudden  application  of  air  brake  as 
train  was  about  to  stop  for  water  at  West  Brookfleld. 

December  16.  —  Lebean,  Louis,  yard  brakeman:  leg  and  arm  scraped.  After 
uncoupling  cars  at  East  Boston  he  stepped  out  and  was  struck  by  switch 
handle,  thrown  against  car  and  the  wheel  scraped  him. 

December  17.  —  Cornish,  Robt.  E  ,  trespasser :  killed.  Run  over  by  freight 
train  in  Worcester  yard.  He  was  in  the  habit  of  crossing  this  yard  on  his 
way  home,  and  it  is  supposed  he  either  attempted  to  go  between  the  cars  or 
crawled  under. 

December  19.  —  Mack,  John,  freight  conductor;  Keck,  Geo.,  freight  brake- 
man  :  injury  to  hip  in  both  cases.  Air  hose  burst  and  train  stopped  suddenly. 
Mack  was  in  caboose,  and  was  thrown  against  the  stove ;  Keck  was  on  top  of 
train,  and  was  thrown  down  on  car. 

December  19.  —  McCord,  Mrs.  W.,  passenger:  train  No.  54  started  from 
North  Grafton  before  the  passengers  were  all  out ;  it  was  stopped  by  brake- 
man  using  conductor's  valve,  and  when  it  stopped  this  woman  fell  on  platform 
of  coach,  hurting  her  leg  and  frightening  her. 

December  21. — McDonald,  J.,  freight  brakeman:  left  hip  slightly  bruised. 
Was  going  up  side  ladder  of  car,  and  was  knocked  oflF  by  roof  over  depot  plat- 
form at  Westfield. 

December  22,  —  Tryon,  C.  P.,  freight  conductor:  gave  motion  for  train  to 
stop  at  Ware,  while  he  was  on  a  box  car ;  he  then  got  on  a  flat  car  and  was  in 
the  act  of  moving  a  piece  of  timber  when  slack  of  train  caused  cars  to  come 
together  with  such  force  that  he  was  thrown  to  the  ground,  breaking  his  leg. 

December  22.  —  Farrell,  J.  H.,  freight  brakeman:  stepped  up  on  rail  of 
caboose  to  put  out  flag,  when  train  started  suddenly  and  he  fell  to  the  ground, 
hurting  his  back.     At  West  Brookfield. 

December  22. — McGrath,  Pat'k,  trespasser:  struck  by  train  No.  11  just 
west  of  the  subway  at  Riverside,  and  injured  so  that  he  died  while  on  the  way 
to  the  hospital. 

December  23. — Dunlap,  John,  trackman:  bad  scalp  wound,  nose  broken 
aud  bad  cuts  on  face.  Was  at  work  on  track  in  Boston  yai'd,  when  switch 
engine  No.  17  backed  down,  and  the  tender  hit  him  and  threw  him  over  on 
his  face. 

December  23.  —  Stillman,  B.  G.,  freight  brakeman  :  knuckle  of  first  finger  of 
right  hand  broken  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Adams. 

December  25.  — Thomas,  F.  W.,  fireman  :  while  switching  cars  at  Boston  he 
was  thrown  against  boiler,  injuring  his  arm. 

December  26.  —  Unknown  man  :  killed.  Body  found  lying  beside  track  No.  4, 
near  Brighton ;  had  cut  on  right  side  of  head  and  both  legs  broken;  left  leg 
cut  nearly  off  above  ankle. 

December  21.  —  O'Brien,  John,  freight  brakeman:  killed.  Run  over  while 
switching  out  cars  to  leave  at  Washington. 

December  28.  —  Conway,  Edwin  (a  tramp)  :  right  foot  run  over  and  left  leg 
crushed  at  knee.  Tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train  at  Warren  and  fell 
under  the  wheels. 

December  29.  — Barrows,  E.  W.,  brakeman,  gravel  train :  finger  smashed  by 
getting  caught  wliile  coupling  at  Newtonville. 

December  31.  —  Curtis,  Henry  R.,  of  Allston  :  shoulder  fractured.  Tried  to 
get  on  train  No.  70  after  it  had  started,  at  Allston,  lost  his  hold  and  fell  on 
station  platform. 
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December  31.  — Tyler,  Frank,  employee  road  department :  badly  bruised  and 
toes  crushed.  Stepped  out  of  the  way  of  train  on  main  track  and  was  struck 
by  engine  No.  140,  which  was  coming  down  track  No.  3  at  Newton. 

Jan.  1,  1897. — O'Connor,  J.  D  ,  freight  brakeman :  hand  bruised  by  get- 
ting caught  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Springfield  yard. 

January  4  — Unknown  man:  run  over  and  killed.  His  body  was  found 
between  Union  Street  and  Connecticut  River  bridge,  West  Springfield ;  sup- 
posed to  have  been  run  over  by  train  No.  322,  as  a  cap  was  found  on  front 
end  of  engine  of  that  train,  and  flesh  and  blood  on  sand  pipe  and  cylinder 
head. 

January  5.  —  Barnard,  Louis,  freight  brakeman  :  shoulder  sprained.  While 
setting  a  brake  at  Braggville  his  hands  slipped  and  he  fell  from  the  car  to  the 
ground. 

January  8.  —  Burns,  J,  W.,  freight  brakeman:  nose  smashed.  He  was 
standing  on  side  of  Boston  &  Maine  car  No.  13289,  at  North  Grafton,  and 
was  knocked  off  by  coal  shed  door. 

January  8.  —  Mullen,  John,  car  inspector:  two  or  three  scalp  wounds, 
bruised  back  and  foot  slightly  crushed.  He  was  walking  on  track  No.  20, 
under  Huntington  Avenue  bridge,  Boston,  and  was  knocked  down  by  cars  of 
ti'ain  No.  64,  which  were  being  switched  by  engine  No.  17. 

January  9. — Balcom,  Frank,  brakeman:  while  train  No.  401  was  staking 
cars  from  turnout  at  West  Auburn,  the  stake  broke  and  part  of  it  struck 
Balcom,  hurting  his  side  and  arm. 

January  13.  —  Morris,  Wm.,  freight  brakeman:  ankle  sprained.  Getting 
on  caboose  while  train  was  in  motion,  at  Back  Bay,  Boston,  his  foot  caught 
under  step  of  caboose;  a  jerk  of  train  threw  him  to  the  ground,  and,  his  foot 
catching  between  the  steps,  he  was  dragged  about  a  car  length. 

January  14.  —  Gilraartin,  G  ,  yard  brakeman  :  shoulder  hurt.  Engine  No. 
11  was  pushing  nine  cars  and  caboose  up  track  No.  16,  Boston,  and  Gilmartiu 
was  struck  by  fire-escape,  which  extends  out  over  track  between  bridges  Nos. 
i  and  5,  and  thrown  down  on  top  of  car. 

January  14. — Bagley,  Hattie  (colored),  of  Grafton  Centre:  jumped  from 
train  No.  54,  about  four  hundred  feet  east  of  North  Grafton;  was  sent  to 
Worcester  hospital,  where  she  is  reported  suffering  from  concussion  of  the 
brain. 

January  15.  —  Fortin,  Pierre,  freight  brakeman  :  right  side,  wrist  and  foot 
hurt.  While  going  down  side  ladder  of  a  car,  at  Palmer,  he  was  struck  by 
cover  over  station  platform  and  knocked  off. 

January  18. — Anderson,  R.,  freight  brakeman:  cut  on  bridge  of  nose  and 
over  eye.  Was  standing  in  gangway  of  engine,  looking  toward  rear  of  train, 
and  when  he  turned  around  was  struck  by  signal  on  track  No.  2,  just  east  of 
bridge  No.  18,  Cottage  Farm  yard. 

January  19.  — Amerino,  G.,  trespasser  :  walking  up  track  No.  2  from  Wash- 
ington Street  crossing,  Newton,  and  in  getting  out  of  the  way  of  train  No.  92 
stepped  on. track  No.  1,  was  struck  by  train  No.  81  and  instantly  killed. 

January  21.  —  Pendergast,  James,  trespasser:  foot  crushed.  Crossing  be- 
tween cars  of  freight  train  at  Westborough,  when  train  started  to  back  up  and 
his  foot  was  caught  between  the  draw-bars. 

January  25  — Ordway,  O.  P.,  brakeman:  right  hand  badly  jammed  by 
getting  caught  while  pulling  pin  at  Saxonville. 

January  25.  —  Wallam,  A.,  laborer  on  wrecking  train  :  hand  squeezed;  got 
it  caught  behind  rope  he  was  putting  on  car  at  Ashland. 
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January  27.  — Eanclall,  G.  "W.,  freight  conductor:  forefinger  of  right  hand 
crushed  so  that  it  had  to  be  amputated :  caught  between  draw-bars  while 
coupling  cars  at  East  Boston  yard. 

January  21. — Troy,  T.,  yard  brakeman:  finger  crushed  by  getting  caught 
while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Worcester. 

January  27.  —  McGinnis,  C,  freight  brakeman:  making  a  running  switch 
at  Millbury  Junction,  car  was  derailed  and  McGiunis  was  thrown  from  car  to 
the  ground,  bruising  his  hips  and  left  leg. 

January  28.  — McAvany,  H.,  freight  brakeman  :  an  air  hose  burst  near  the 
fifty-ninth  mile-post,  and  McAvany  was  thrown  from  monitor  of  caboose  to 
the  floor,  hurting  his  leg. 

January  28.  —  Brown,  W.  P.,  freight  brakeman;  little  finger  of  left  hand 
bruised  and  crushed.  While  coupling  cars  at  Back  Bay  yai-d,  Boston,  his 
glove  froze  to  link  and  his  hand  was  caught. 

January  28.  —  Odekirk,  Geo.,  freight  brakeman  :  ribs  hurt.  Was  making  a 
coupling  at  East  Boston,  and  was  caught  between  the  cars. 

January  29.  —  Shanahan,  Jas.,  freight  brakeman :  finger  pinched  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Springfield  yard. 

January  29.  —  Campbell,  J.  E.,  freight  conductor :  finger  split  open.  Draw- 
bar shoved  under  while  he  was  making  a  coupling  at  West  Springfield  yard, 
and  his  finger  was  caught  behind  the  pin. 

January  31.  —  Leach,  B.,  of  Ashland  :  killed.  Body  found  lying  beside  track, 
a  mile  and  a  half  west  of  Ashland;  had  evidently  been  struck  by  a  train. 

February  1.  — Parsons,  E.  G.,  of  Worcester :  left  leg  run  over  at  ankle  and 
right  leg  above  the  knee ;  died  of  injuries.  He  went  under  the  gates  at  Graf- 
ton Street,  Worcester,  and  attempted  to  get  on  train  No.  1  as  it  passed  over 
crossing;  he  got  on  step,  but  slipped  and  fell  off,  going  under  the  wheels, 
and  was  dragged  a  considerable  distance. 

February  1.  —  Williams,  C,  freight  brakeman:  third  finger  of  right  hand 
pinched  and  skin  broken  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Boston. 

February  2.  —  Smith,  J.,  yard  brakeman  :  head  cut.  As  switcher  was  pushing 
cars  up  to  No.  3  house,  Boston,  something  was  thrown  from  Shawmut  Avenue 
bridge.     Smith  looked  up  to  see  who  threw  it,  and  was  struck  by  bridge. 

February  &.  —  Unknown  man:  killed.  Came  onto  track  at  Putnam  Street 
abutment,  West  Newton,  and  was  run  over  by  gravel  train  engine  No.  106, 
which  was  backing  up. 

February  9. — Burke,  Wm.,  of  Westfleld :  leg  broken  below  the  knee. 
Tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train  at  Westfleld  and  fell 

February  11. — Bascom,  Clarence  A.,  freight  brakeman:  left  arm  crushed 
by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Springfield  yard. 

February  12.  —  Marcott,  H.,  freight  brakeman:  left  foot  crushed.  Went 
in  between  cars  to  uncouple  at  West  Springfield  yard,  and  claims  his  foot 
was  caught  in  a  frog. 

February  13.  —  Newell,  F.  L  ,  freight  brakeman:  back  of  head  cut,  nose 
broken  and  teeth  knocked  out.  Standmg  on  head  car,  looking  toward  rear  of 
train,  was  struck  by  bridge  No.  27,  Auburndale,  and  thrown  down  on  top  of  car. 

February  15.  — Nyland,  John,  laborer:  leg  hurt.  While  at  work  on  car  of 
gravel  at  West  Newton,  a  car  in  a  passing  train  jumped  the  track,  striking 
the  car  he  was  on,  and  he  was  thrown  to  the  ground. 

February  17. — llogers,  C.  W.,  yard  brakeman:  black  eye  and  back  hurt. 
Train  crossing  over  from  track  No.  10  to  track  No.  33,  Boston  yard,  he  was 
struck  on  the  back  by  bridge  No.  4  and  thrown  down  on  top  of  car. 
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February  18.  — Rossin,  M.  of  Saxonville,  passenger:  swing  ventilator  in 
combination  car  No.  183,  train  No.  229,  broke  oflf  while  train  was  between 
Natick  and  South  Framingham,  and  he  claims  a  piece  of  glass  flew  in  his  eye. 

February  21.  —  Fountain,  A.,  freight  brakeman:  face  cut  in  two  places  and 
shoulder  hurt.  In  letting  ofl"  brake  at  West  Springfield  yard  he  held  brake 
wheel  too  long  and  was  thrown  from  car  to  the  ground. 

February  23. — Mackey,  C,  yard  brakeman:  body  squeezed  by  getting 
caught  between  cars  while  coupling  at  Brighton. 

February  23.  —  Cloutier,  Geo  ,  yard  brakeman:  right  arm  crushed  by  get- 
ting caught  between  corners  of  two  cars  he  was  coupling  while  they  were  on 
a  curve  at  Brighton. 

February  25.  —  Stanley,  E.,  freight  brakeman:  shoulder  bruised  and  face 
cut.     Standing  on  top  of  train,  and  was  struck  by  overhead  bridge  at  Warren. 

February  25  — Goodwin,  C.  H.,  employee:  was  sitting  on  No.  16  track 
switch,  East  Boston ;  one  of  the  cars  in  switch  train  hit  him  on  the  shoulder 
and  knocked  him  down;  injury  slight. 

February  28.  —  Galliher,  Michael  E  ,  trespasser:  was  found  at  5.50  a.m. 
by  crew  with  engine  No.  149,  lying  beside  track  about  sixty  rods  west  of 
Becket  station.  One  foot  was  crushed,  head  badly  cut  and  arms  and  legs 
frozen.     Died  an  hour  and  a  half  after  being  found. 

March  2.  —  McManus,  Edw. ,  of  Newton  :  head  cut  and  badly  bruised.  Was 
walking  on  track  near  seventh  mile-post,  Newton,  and  was  struck  by  steps  of 
car  of  train  No.  242,  and  knocked  down. 

March  2.  —  Meyer,  L.,  yard  brakeman:  thumb  and  forefinger  crushed  by 
getting  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  at  Worcester. 

March  2. — Cashum,  Sarah,  of  Somerville,  Mass.:  severely  bruised.  Was 
walking  on  east-bound  track  in  East  Cambridge  yard,  and  was  struck  and 
knocked  down  by  a  car  that  was  being  moved  by  switch  engine. 

March  3.  —  McMahon,  Lawrence,  of  Milford :  bad  scalp  wound  and  other- 
wise bruised.  Tried  to  get  on  train  No.  230  after  it  had  started  at  South 
Framingham,  missed  his  footing  and  fell  between  car  and  station  platform. 

March  4.  —  Morse,  E.  E.,  brakeman  :  leg  bruised  and  ankle  sprained.  Went 
in  between  engine  and  car,  to  couple,  at  Milford,  and  when  engine  struck 
draw-bar  the  car  moved  away;  Morse  was  stepping  out,  and  his  foot  was 
caught  by  cow-catcher,  throwing  him  down.

—  Coakley,  C.,  yard  brakeman:  right  hand  crushed  by  getting 
caught  between  link  and  draw-bar  while  making  a  coupling  at  Brighton. 

March  10.  —  Atwater,  F  ,  freight  brakeman:  head  cut  and  bruised.  Un- 
coupling air  hose  at  West  Springfield  yard,  and  got  his  head  caught  between 
dead-woods  of  cars  Nos.  13469,  D.  &  H.  C,  and  45231,  N.  Y.  C. 

March  10. —  March,  W.  H,,  freight  brakeman:  two  fingers  of  right  hand 
crushed  by  getting  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  Worces- 
ter. 

March  11.  —  Temperley,  E.  A.,  of  Worcester:  struck  and  killed  by  train 
No.  14,  at  Grand  Street  crossing,  Worcester. 

March  11. — Mullen,  Jas.,  yard  brakeman:  left  hand  crushed.  While 
switching  at  Cottage  Farm  yard,  he  was  holding  stake  against  B.  &  M.  car 
No.  14104  to  push  it  in  on  track,  and  B.  &  A.  car  No.  12061,  moving  on  next 
track,  caught  his  hand. 
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March  12,  —  Leavitt,  Rich'd  W.,  yard  brakeman  :  while  switching  at  South 
Framingham  he  was  pulling  pin  and  his  left  hand  was  caught  between  buffer 
of  engine  and  dead-wood  of  car,  crushing  it  so  it  had  to  be  amputated  at  the 
wrist. 

March  12.  —  McKenna,  J.,  freight  brakeman:  got  on  train  No.  199,  at  Bos- 
ton, to  ride  to  Back  Bay,  where  he  was  to  take  his  train ;  jumped  off  and  fell, 
cutting  quite  a  gash  in  his  forehead. 

March  14. — Triggs,  John,  car  inspector:  shoulders  bruised.  While  hook- 
ing up  safety  chains  on  one  of  four  cars  that  were  being  moved  by  switching 
engine,  he  was  caught  between  the  cars.  Accident  happened  at  Springfield 
station. 

March  15. — Touhy,  L.,  of  Cheshire:  killed.  Body  was  found  on  track, 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  south  of  Cheshire,  after  train  No.  485  had 
passed. 

March  16. — Maloney,  P.,  freight  brakeman:  legs  cut  off  below  knees. 
Making  a  running  switch  with  car  No.  12643,  B.  &  A.,  at  State  line,  he 
slipped  and  fell  to  the  ground,  the  car  passing  over  his  legs.  Was  taken  to 
Albany  hospital,  where  he  died. 

March  17.  —  Sullivan,  T.  F.,  brakeman  :  making  a  run  with  some  gravel 
dumps,  at  West  Newton;  engine  did  not  clear,  and  cars  struck  corner  of 
tender;  Sullivan  jumped  or  fell  off  and  sprained  his  ankle. 

March  18.  —  Howes,  Jos.  H  ,  of  West  Newton :  was  going  from  West 
Newton  to  Boston  on  10.56  a.m.  train,  and  to  avoid  climbing  stairs  went 
down  track  No.  1  to  go  around  fence.  A  freight  train  was  going  east  and 
train  No.. 15  west;  he  stood  between  the  two,  and  his  thumb  was  cut,  —  he 
thinks  by  being  struck  by  step  of  car  on  train  No.  15. 

March  J9.  —  Rogers,  Chas.,  freight  brakeman:  as  train  was  running  at 
usual  speed,  about  a  mile  east  of  Hinsdale,  an  air  hose  burst;  train  stopped 
suddenly,  and  Rogers  was  thrown  against  stove  in  caboose,  hurting  his  knee 
and  thigh. 

March  19.  —  Gevan,  James,  of  Huntington :  walking  on  track,  about  fifty 
rods  west  of  second  crossing  west  of  Huntington  station,  was  struck  and 
instantly  killed  by  train  No.  19. 

March  21.  —  Thompson,  Wm.,  of  Worcester :  foot  crushed.  He  and  several 
other  boys  were  trying  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train  at  South  AVorcester, 
when  he  collided  with  another  boy  and  was  thrown  down,  the  wheels  passing 
over  his  foot. 

March  21.  —  Howard,  Ed.,  yard  brakeman  :  two  fingers  cut ;  caught  between 
casting  of  engine  and  bufler  of  car  while  coupling  at  Boston, 

March  22.  —  Lowe,  J.  R.,  brakeman;  third  finger  of  right  hand  jammed  by 
getting  caught  behind  pin  while  making  a  coupling  at  Riverside. 

March  22. — Heck,  Geo.,  freight  brakeman:  squeezed  throu<i:h  the  body; 
died  from  injuries.  Caught  between  cars  while  coupling  at  North  Adams 
Junction. 

March  24.  — Atkinson.  H.  S.,  freight  brakeman  :  head  and  shoulder  bruised. 
Getting  on  top  of  train,  at  Boston,  and  was  struck  by  Ferdinand  Street 
bridge. 

Caught 
between  grab-irons  on  the  ends  of  two  oil  tank  cars  he  was  coupling  at 
Rochdale.

He  climbed  out 
of  the  excavation  at  West  Newton  and  attempted  to  cross  track  when  train 
No.  192  was  within  about  ten  feet  of  him,  and  was  run  over. 

March  30.  — Myers,  J.  D.,  freight  brakeman  :  third  finger  of  right  hand  split. 
While  in  the  act  of  coupling  two  flat  cars  at  West  Newton,  some  loose  bridge 
iron  slid  and  jammed  his  hand  on  car  floor. 

March  31.  —  Tansey,  J.  E.,  brakeman  on  construction  train  :  finger  jammed 
by  getting  caught  between  pin  and  casting  on  engine,  while  coupling  at 
Faneuil. 

Aprils.  —  Wheeler,  J.  (with  milk  car)  :  bruises  and  ankle  sprained.  Fell 
from  top  of  a  car  to  the  ground  while  train  was  switching  at  East  Brook- 
field. 

April  8.  — Farrell,  J.  H.,  freight  brakeman :  right  foot  hurt.  He  rode  three 
cars  down  track  No.  2  at  West  Springfield  yard,  and  walked  ofi"  end  of  head 
car,  striking  on  his  feet. 

April  8.  —  Unknown  man :  killed.  Walking  on  track  near  King's  brick -yard. 
East  Brookfleld,  he  stepped  out  of  the  way  of  a  west-bound  freight  train  and 
was  struck  by  train  No.  24. 

April  8.  —  Coughlin,  Dan.,  freight  brakeman  :  chest  slightly  injured.  Was 
riding  back  some  dump  cars  at  Newton,  when  they  struck  the  bank  at  end  of 
track  and  he  was  thrown  against  side  of  one  of  the  dumps. 

April  9.  —  Closs,  Chas.,  trespasser:  right  foot  badly  jammed  by  getting 
cauglit  between  draw-bars  while  boarding  a  moving  freight  train  at  West 
Warren. 

April  10.  —  Haskins,  Wm.,  of  Pittsfield  :  killed.  He  was  walking  between 
the  main  tracks,  about  a  mile  west  of  Pittsfield,  and  just  before  train  No.  18 
reached  him  he  stepped  onto  the  east-bound  track  and  was  struck  by  the 
engine. 

April  12.  — Frechette,  N. ,  brakeman  on  gravel  train  :  scalp  wound.  Roping 
loaded  gravel  cars  from  steam  shovel,  at  Newton  pit,  and  in  pulling  over 
switch  he  threw  ofi"  rope ;  car  rocked  and  some  stones  and  gravel  fell  ofi",  a 
stone  striking  him  on  the  head. 

April  12.  —  Slattery,  Michael,  of  Springfield  :  shoulders  dislocated  and  head 
cut.    Fell  from  train  No.  37  as  it  was  passing  tower  No  40,  Springfield. 

April  13.  —  Stevens,  W.  H.,  yard  brakeman  :  bad  scalp  wound.  Going  from 
upper  yard  to  Back  Bay,  Boston,  his  cap  was  knocked  ofi"  by  bridge  guard ; 
in  putting  it  on  he  raised  his  head  and  was  struck  by  Washington  Street 
bridge. 

April  18.  —  Chase,  F.  W.,  fireman,  train  No.  27:  bad  cut  on  nose.  When 
train  No.  27  met  train  No.  12,  between  Natick  and  South  Framingham,  some- 
thing struck  cab  window,  breaking  the  glass,  some  of  which  struck  Chase  on 
the  nose. 

April  14.  —  Ryan,  John,  yard  brakeman:  left  hand  badly  crushed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Boston. 

April  14.  — Luey,  E.  P.,  yard  brakeman :  two  fingers  of  right  hand  pinched 
by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  South  Framingham. 

April  1.5. — Evans,  Andrew,  yard  brakeman:  skin  barked  ofi"  leg  while 
getting  ofi"  a  car  that  was  being  switched  at  East  Boston ;  lag  screw  gone  from 
step. 
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April  16.  — Kerley,  Michael,  telegraph  lineman:  cut  over  left  eye.  Engine 
No.  87  was  making  running  switch  with  cars  of  train  No.  604;  Kerley  was 
walking  along  track,  and,  not  seeing  train  coming,  was  knocked  down. 
Accident  happened  in  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston. 

April  16.  — Slootmaker,  M.,  of  Allston :  was  standing  on  steps  of  first  car 
of  train  No.  91,  and  fell  off  just  before  train  stopped  at  Allston,  hurting  his 
back  and  shoulders. 

Ajyril  17.  —  Anthony,  Frank  A.,  freight  brakeman:  squeezed;  injured  in- 
ternally. A  car  was  being  moved  by  hand  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and 
forward  car  of  three  standing  on  next  track  did  not  clear ;  Anthony  was  going 
down  ladder,  and  was  caught  between  the  two  cars. 

Ap>ril  20.  —  Shaver,  Frank,  freight  brakeman  :  hips  and  back  bruised.  Go- 
ing up  ladder,  between  two  B.  &  R.  cars,  at  Richmond  Furnace,  and  when  cars 
were  pushed  together  by  engine  he  was  caught  between  foot-board  of  one  car 
and  ladder-iron  of  the  other. 

April  21. — Durant,  E  ,  freight  brakeman:  slightly  injured  about  the  face 
and  hip.  Stepped  off  end  of  a  flat  car  while  train  was  in  motion  between  Hol- 
liston  and  Metcalf's.

D.,  gravel  train  brakeman:  shoulders  lamed  and  face 
scratched.  Was  setting  brake  on  a  flat  car,  at  Auburndale,  when  it  struck 
other  cars  and  he  was  thrown  to  the  ground. 

3Iay  6.  —  Barrett,  O.,  freight  brakeman  :  arm  cut  and  back  bruised.  Caught 
his  foot  on  a  nail,  car  No.  2737,  W.  N.  Y.  &  P.,  at  West  Spriagfleld  yard,  and 
fell  oft',  striking  his  back  on  a  tie  and  his  arm  on  rail. 

3Iay  7.  —  Joyce,  Michael,  of  Monson,  Mass.:  got  off  train  No.  110  at 
Palmer;  just  as  it  was  starting  he  got  on  again,  having  left  a  package  in  car; 
in  getting  off  a  second  time,  while  train  was  in  motion,  he  stepped  off  back- 
ward and  fell  on  station  platform,  receiving  slight  bruises. 

May  8.  —  Carlo,  Paltromeri :  cut  over  left  eye  and  scratch  on  left  cheek. 
Stepped  off  train  No.  110  before  it  had  stopped  at  Chester,  and  fell;  said  he 
thought  train  was  not  going  to  stop. 
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jj^ay  9.  —  Troy,  Thos.,  freight  brakeman :  hips  and  bacli  bruised.  Was 
pulling  pin  while  train  was  in  motion,  between  Cottage  Farm  and  Brookline 
Junction,  and  was  struck  by  signal,  throwing  him  off. 

May  10.  —  Boyce,  Pat'k,  of  Newton :  killed.  Body  was  found  on  track  near 
Church  Street,  Newton,  at  5.45  p.m.  ;  had  evidently  been  struck  by  a  train. 

May  11.  —  Collins,  Moses,  gravel  train  brakeman  :  two  fingers  on  left  hand 
jammed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  two  dump  cars  at  Newton. 

May  14. — Beaumier,  Joseph,  teamster:  one  foot  crushed  and  nose  cut.  A 
freight  train,  switching,  had  just  passed  over  the  first  crossing  west  of  Mit- 
tiueague  station ;  Beaumier  then  started  to  drive  over  crossing,  not  noticing 
a  freight  train  which  was  approaching  from  the  west,  and  his  team  was  struck 
by  the  engine. 

May  16.  — Laid,  James,  of  Needham,  Mass.  :  killed.  He  was  walking  be- 
tween tracks  Nos.  1  and  2,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  Newton  station, 
aud  when  train  No.  218  was  within  about  twenty  feet  of  him  he  stepped  on 
track  in  front  of  it,  was  struck  by  the  engine  and  thrown  down  the  bank. 

May  18.  —  Gleason,  H.,  freight  conductor:  leg  broken.  After  alighting 
from  engine  No.  121,  on  track  No.  1,  at  Westborough,  he  stepped  on  track 
No.  2  and  was  struck  by  engine  No.  110. 

May  18. — Hughes,  Michael  F.,  of  South  Natick;  slight  bruises.  Jumped 
from  train  No.  51,  near  St.  James  Street  bridge,  Newton,  and  rolled  into 
excavation. 

May  18.  —  Hibbert,  Frank,  trackman:  head  cut,  shoulder  and  leg  bruised. 
He  was  working  on  east-bound  main  track  in  Hinsdale  yard,  while  a  freight 
train  was  switching  on  side  track;  thinking  train  was  coming  out  on  main 
track,  he  stepped  onto  side  track  and  was  struck  by  the  engine. 

May  19.  —  Sampson,  H.,  freight  brakeman:  left  foot  crushed.  "While  cut- 
ting off  three  cars  in  Natick  freight  yard  he  stood  on  brake  beam  of  car ;  his 
,  left  foot  slipped  off,  struck  on  the  rail,  and  one  wheel  of  car  passed  over  it. 

May  19.  —  Beckwith,  Sherman,  freight  brakeman:  he  was  between  two 
cars  of  west-bound  freight  train,  engine  No.  110,  at  Natick,  making  a  coupling, 
when  engine  No.  69  came  off  Saxonville  branch  and  collided  with  engine 
No.  110,  throwing  Beckwith  down,  car  wheels  passing  over  his  legs. 

May  19. — Heagney,  Thos.,  of  Boston:  left  foot  crushed.  Attempted  to 
board  a  west-bound  freight  train  at  tower  No.  28,  Worcester,  fell,  and  his 
left  foot  went  under  the  wheels. 

May  20.  —  Bokelraan,  H.  W.,  yard  conductor:  back  of  head  cut.  Struck 
by  bridge  while  pulling  out  of  Boylston  Street  yard,  Boston. 

May  2i. — Unknown  man:  killed.  He  was  walking  on  track  No.  2,  half  a 
mile  east  of  Brookfield,  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  18.  There  was  a  freight 
train  passing  at  the  time. 

May  2i.  —  Graves, (two-year-old  child):    was  standing  beside  track, 

about  a  mile  east  of  North  Grafton  (near  Hall  signal  No.  178),  and  was  struck 
by  cylinder  of  engine  of  train  No.  12,  receiving  fatal  injuries. 

May  25. — Kelley,  J.  F.,  yard  brakeman;  foot  crushed.  Was  assisting  in 
making  up  train  in  Worcester  yard,  and  while  pulling  some  cars  off  track  No. 
14  he  sat  on  side  of  D.  &  H.  C.  gondola  car  No.  5355,  which  was  loaded  with 
rails ;  when  air  brake  was  applied  the  rails  slid  and  caught  his  foot  between 
rails  and  end  of  car. 

May  27.  —  Belles,  0.  M.,  yard  brakeman:  left  hand  and  face  scalded.  He 
cut  off  between  baggage  car  and  coach  of  train  No.  167  before  engineer  had 
shut  off  steam,  at  Worcester,  and  was  scalded  by  escaping  steam. 
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29. — Denno,  J.  C,  freight  brakeraan  :  shoulder  and  head  hurt.  Was 
coupling  engine  to  caboose  on  track  No.  3,  West  Springfield  yard,  when  a 
train  switching  at  west  end  of  yard  threw  some  cars  on  same  track,  striking 
caboose  and  throwing  Denno  down,  his  head  striking  tender  of  engine. 

May  29.  —  Maher,  Samuel  (a  boy)  :  right  leg  cut  off  below  the  knee.  Tried 
to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train  at  Orleans  Street  crossing,  East  Boston,  and 
fell  under  the  wheels. 

June  I. — Newell,  F.  L.,  yard  brakeman :  left  hand  jammed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  in  Worcester  yard. 

June  2.  —  Lynch,  G.  W.,  freight  brakeman :  thrown  from  car  to  the  ground 
by  the  slack  of  train  running  back  after  the  engine  had  been  cut  off  at  Back 
Bay  yard,  Boston ;  he  struck  on  his  knee,  hurting  the  knee  cap. 

JuneZ.  —  Unknown  man:  killed.  He  was  walking  between  the  tracks,  at 
Millbury  Junction,  and  was  struck  by  pilot  and  hunter  beam  of  engine  of 
train  No.  18. 

June  4.  —  Budd,  Fred  (tramp)  :  right  arm  crushed.  Tried  to  get  on  a  mov- 
ing freight  train  at  South  Framingham,  fell  and  wheels  passed  over  his  arm. 

June  5,  —  Lawless,  Wm.,  of  Kochester,  N.  Y.  :  left  hand  cut  off.  Trying  to 
get  on  a  moving  freight  train  at  Green  Street  crossing,  Worcester,  and  fell 
under  the  wheels. 

June  5.  —  Bennett,  Chas.,  yard  conductor :  squeezed  between  right  shoulder 
and  chest.  While  switching  "spare"  track,  near  tower  No.  1,  Boston,  he 
was  caught  between  two  cars  as  he  was  setting  the  air  brake  on  one  of  them. 

June  Q.  —  Worden,  H.,  freight  conductor;  Rogers,  C,  freight  brakeman: 
Worden's  left  hand  and  Rogers'  left  thigh  bruised.  Air  hose  burst  as  train 
was  passing  Lee's  gravel  pit,  near  Westfleld,  and  the  sudden  application  of 
brake  threw  Worden  to  the  floor  and  Rogers  against  stove  in  caboose. 

June  8.  —  Keller,  A.  C. :  head  cut  and  fingers  jammed.     He  was  boarding  a 
freight  train  which  was  pulling  out  of  Worcester  yard,  was  struck  by  train , 
No.  23  and  thrown  down. 

JunelO.  —  Roome,  W.  H.,  engineer:  switching  engine  No.  24,  making  a 
run  of  cars  of  train  No.  605  at  milk  shed,  Boston,  left  track  at  switch  and 
Roome  was  thrown  down  in  cab,  dislocating  his  collar-bone. 

June  11.  —  Cheever,  A.,  freight  brakeman:  as  train  was  backing  in  on 
siding,  at  West  Pittsfleld,  an  air  hose  burst,  and  Cheever  was  thrown  from 
platform  of  caboose  to  the  ground,  spraining  his  wrist. 

June  12.  —  McClure,  Wm.,  brakeman  :  badly  bruised  about  the  hips.  Draw- 
bar of  car  No.  2214,  B.  &  A.,  rode  the  casting  of  engine  No.  30,  at  Riverside 
dump,  and  McClure  was  caught  between  car  and  engine. 

—  Billings,  F.  G.,  of  Chelsea:  this  man  was  stealing  a  ride  on  a 
freight  train  which  arrived  at  Cottage  Farm  at  3.30  a.m.  ;  he  was  found  lying 
on  top  of  a  car,  unconscious,  and  it  is  supposed  was  struck  by  an  overhead 
bridge;  he  was  taken  to  the  City  Hospital,  where  he  died  at  10.05  a.m.,  with- 
out regaining  consciousness.

June  16.  — Malhoit,  Edward  (a  boy)  :  four  fingers  cut  off  left  hand.  Sup- 
posed to  have  been  under  car  on  track  No.  18,  Worcester  yard,  picking  up  beans ; 
a  train  set  more  cars  on  the  track,  moving  those  that  were  there  a  few  feet. 

June  20.  —  Shaw,  W.,  freight  conductor;  Mabb,  E.  E.,  freight  brakeman: 
Shaw's  leg  bruised,  Mabb's  hip  hurt  slightly.  After  train  pulled  out  of  turn- 
out, at  Warren,  knuckle  of  N.  Y.  C.  car  No.  53850  opened,  causing  air  hose  to 
separate,  and  sudden  application  of  brake  threw  Shaw  over  the  stove  and 
Mabb  against  end  of  caboose. 
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June  21.  —  Barrett,  C.  C,  yard  brakeman  :  hip  bruised.  Struck  by  step  of 
car  while  throwing  switch  to  make  a  run  of  a  car  at  milk  shed  yard,  Boston. 

June,  22,  — Lavalley,  Geo  ,  fireman :  hips  squeezed.  Tried  to  get  on  engiae 
while  it  was  in  motion  at  West  Springfield  engine  house,  and  was  caught  be- 
tween engine  and  arch  post. 

JunelZ.  —  Coakley,  Cornelius,  yard  brakeman :  left  foot  crushed.  Engine 
was  backing  up  to  car  to  couple  on  at  East  Cambridge  yard ;  Coakley  used  his 
foot  to  push  draw-bar  over,  foot  slipped  and  was  caught  between  draw-bars. 

June  24.  — Briker,  Josephine  (eleven  years  old)  :  squeezed  through  the  hips. 
She  sat  on  the  rail  of  the  track  where  the  coal  for  the  shop  is  stored,  at  "West 
Springfield  yard ;  engine  coupled  onto  train,  moving  the  cars,  and  she  was 
caught  between  car  wheel  and  rail.

Statement  of  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

July  Z,  1896.  — At  East  Fitchburg:  F.  G.  Zeigler,  freight  brakenian,  while 
making  hitch  had  right  elbow  crushed  between  dead-woods. 

July  4.  —  At  West  Fitchburg :  Cliarles  Anderson,  a  Finn,  lying  between  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  tracks,  had  end  of  one  finger  taken  ofi"  by  being  run  over 
by  passing  engine. 

July  9.  —  At  North  Adams :  M.  Giocomo  run  over  and  killed  by  pushing 
engine  while  it  was  backing  out  of  water  tank  track. 

July  18.  —  At  Hudson :  John  LaPine,  driving  over  highway  crossing,  struck 
by  engine,  thrown  out  of  wagon  and  slightly  injured. 

July  19.  —  At  Union  Square :  J.  L.  Breslin,  freight  conductor,  while  coup- 
ling cars  had  right  hand  caught  between  dead-woods;  thumb  and  finger 
amputated. 

July  30  — At  Gardner:  E.  C.  Archer,  freight  brakeman,  coupling  freight 
cars,  had  arm  broken  by  being  caught  between  dead-woods. 

August  11. —  At  Concord  Junction:  W.  C.  Fogg,  freight  brakeman,  while 
climbing  down  car  ladder  fell  to  ground,  breaking  right  arm. 

August  19.  —  At  Williamstown :  Eugene  Evard,  riding  bicycle  on  track, 
was  struck  by  engine  of  express  passenger  train  and  instantly  killed. 

August  19.  —  At  Fitchburg:  W.  S.  Hodges,  freight  conductor,  while  coup- 
ling freight  cars  had  right  arm  pinched  between  dead-woods,  bruising  arm 
and  lacerating  muscles. 

August  25  —  At  Greenfield  :  F.  E.  Jerome,  freight  brakeman,  while  uncoup- 
ling freight  cars  had  left  arm  caught  between  dead-woods. 

August  26.  —  At  Cambridge:  E.  N.  O'Connell,  passenger,  fell  ofl"  steps  of 
passenger  car  while  train  was  standing  at  Cambridge ;  face  cut  and  otherwise 
bruised,  but  apparently  not  seriously  injured. 

August  30.  —  At  Orange :  newspaper  train  ran  into  rear  of  freight  train. 
W.  A.  Clements,  engineer  of  newspaper  train,  was  killed ;  George  Fowler, 
his  fireman,  died  from  his  injuries  next  morning;  W.  F.  Sexton,  baggage 
master,  apparently  not  seriously  injured. 

August  31.  —  At  Charlestown  :  Thomas  H.  Mickle,  yardmaster,  while  coup- 
ling freight  cars  had  right  hand  jammed  between  dead-woods. 

September  1.  —  At  Florida :  Mary  Gillick  jumped  ofl"  moving  passenger  train 
and  fell,  but  was  apparently  not  seriously  injured. 

September  2.  —  At  Montague  :  dead  body  of  Thomas  Connolly  found  side  of 
track  by  freight  crew ;  no  witness  as  to  cause  of  accident. 
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September  10.  —  At  WiHiamstowii :  Nicholas  O'Brien,  stealing  a  ride  on  a 
refrigerator  car,  fell ;  wheels  ran  over  his  feet,  which  were  so  badly  injured 
as  to  require  amputation. 

September  10.  — At  Boston  :  Fred  Seagrin,  freight  brakeman,  while  shutting 
freight  car  door  of  moving  car  was  caught  between  door  and  car  standing  on 
opposite  track;  two  ribs  fractured. 

September  12.  —  At  Greenfield:  D.  Rickard,  freight  brakeman,  had  back 
injured  by  being  thrown  from  top  of  freight  car  by  collision  of  the  two  parts 
of  parted  freight  train. 

September  28.  —  At  Townsend :  David  M.  Ryan,  freight  brakeman,  fell  from 
top  of  moving  freight  car;  right  arm  broken. 

October  1. — At  Fitchburg:  E.  S.  Nye,  freight  brakeman,  thrown  from  top 
of  freight  car  to  ground  by  engine  striking  car;  side  injured. 

October  6. — At  Fitchburg:  John  Halliday,  coal  chute  man,  while  giving 
engine  coal  was  caught  between  chute  and  cab  as  the  engine  backed  up ;  died 
from  injuries  same  day. 

October  16.  —  At  Worcester:  H.  L.  Thompson,  freight  brakeman,  while 
standing  on  brake  step  of  moving  car  had  leg  crushed  between  running 
boards,  on  account  of  the  car  upon  which  he  stood  striking  another  car. 

October  19.  —  At  Boston:  Murdock  McCaskill,  freight  brakeman,  while 
coupling  freight  cars  had  thumb  crushed  between  draw-bars. 

October  23.  —  At  Charlemont ;  W.  H.  Schroeder,  freight  brakeman,  while 
climbing  up  side  ladder  on  freight  car  was  struck  and  killed  by  freight  car 
on  siding. 

October  2Q.  —  At  Charlemont :  E.  Martin,  freight  brakeman,  while  coupling 
freight  car  to  engine  had  end  of  forefinger  crushed  off  between  draw-bars. 

October  29.  —  At  Boston:  F.  Mathison,  freight  brakeman,  was  struck  by 
moving  freight  cars  and  thrown  against  switch  frame;  severely  shaken  up 
and  bruised. 

October  30.  —  At  Somerville :  Thomas  Norton,  freight  brakeman,  while 
riding  on  top  of  freight  car  was  struck  by  overhead  bridge;  cut  over  eye  and 
back  of  head. 

October  30.  — At  Boston  :  Frank  McDonald,  freight  brakeman,  while  coup- 
ling freight  cars  had  two  fingers  and  thumb  crushed  between  dead-woods. 

November  1.  —  At  Shirley:  train  No.  3  struck  team  on  highway  crossing. 
Julia  Schribner,  instantly  killed;  Grace  Maynard,   badly  injured. 

November  4.  —  At  Shirley :  train  No.  22  struck  team  on  highway  crossing. 
The  driver,  H.  E.  Savage,  was  thrown  out,  and,  though  bruised,  was  appar- 
ently not  seriously  injured. 

November  10.  —  At  Greenfield:  train  No.  5  struck  three  men,  trespassers 
on  track,  killing  two  instantly  and  badly  injuring  the  third.  Names  of  de- 
ceased men  unknown.  The  third,  Christopher  Brogan,  said  they  were  trying 
to  board  an  east-bound  freight  that  was  passing  at  the  time. 

November  11. — At  Boston:  Michael  Canty,  trespasser,  found  lying  under 
freight  car ;  left  arm  crushed  ofl"  and  eye  and  body  bruised.

Statement  of  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

July  2,  1896.  —  T.  Conway,  brakeman,  fell  from  train  when  pulling  into 
yard,  Easthampton ;  hip  and  knee  slightly  injured. 

July  6.  —  Ticket  collector  C.  J.  Cook  had  hand  caught  between  car  and 
switch  handle  at  Pemberton,  breaking  a  thumb. 

July  6.  — F.  Ferguson,  freight  brakeman,  had  hand  caught  while  coupling 
cars  at  Forest  Hills,  his  thumb  being  crushed. 

July  6.  —  William  Gillis,  freight  conductor,  had  collar-bone  broken,  coup- 
ling cars  at  South  Boston. 

July  7.  —  While  crossing  main  track  to  take  train  at  Clarendon  Hills,  Mr. 
George  Neilson  of  Hyde  Park  was  struck  by  a  train  and  seriously  injured. 

— J.  Burke,  coal  heaver,  while  coaling  engine  at  South  Famingham, 
was  struck  by  engine  and  had  leg  crushed.

November  8,  1896.  —  Henry  Teaubault,  passenger,  stepped  from  car  while  in 
motion;  he  fell,  slightly  cutting  his  face  and  hands. 

December  3.  —  James  Tingley,  passenger,  stepped  from  car  while  in  motion, 
falling  and  stunning  him. 

May  b,  1897.  —  Henry  G.  Heather,  passenger,  was  thrown  from  rear  plat- 
form of  car  where  he  was  riding,  injuring  his  leg  and  knee;  accident  caused 
by  car  running  off  the  track  on  a  curve. 

July  B.  —  Thomas  Duffy,  intoxicated,  stepped  in  front  of  car,  was  struck 
and  thrown  to  side  of  track,  being  slightly  bruised. 
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August  28.  —  Frank  Fontneau,  who  was  first  seen  by  motorman  about  thirty 
feet  in  front  of  car,  lyins:  across  the  track  with  his  bicycle,  was  struck  by  car;

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Remarks. 

Prior  to  the  close  of  the  year  ending  September  30,  1896,  this  company  had 
not  acquired  any  tangible  property  beyond  the  short  piece  of  track  with  over- 
head electric  structure  (.028  mile  in  length),  situated  in  Newburyport,  and 
specified  in  the  company's  previous  annual  reports,  although  it  had  held,  and 
still  holds,  a  location  extending  from  the  easterly  end  of  said  track  to  the 
centre  of  "West  Newbury.  Since  September  30, 1897,  the  company  has  entered 
upon  the  construction  of  its  railway  on  the  balance  of  said  location. 

The  management  of  the  company  changed  hands  in  March,  1897.  Prior  to 
that  time  there  had  been  subscribed,  according  to  the  company's  books, 
$30,000  of  capital  stock,  or  300  shares.  On  112  shares  50  per  cent  is  credited 
as  having  been  paid  (or  $5,600),  and  on  188  shares  10  per  cent  is  credited  as 
paid  (or  $1,880),  making  a  total  payment  of  $7,480.  Nothing  more  than  this 
was  paid  in  prior  to  October  1,  1897.  Though  said  amount  appears  by  the 
books  to  have  been  paid  in  on  the  stock,  they  show  the  full  disbursement 
thereof  by  the  preceding  management,  by  far  the  larger  part  of  the  amount 
having  been  paid  out  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  promoters ;  and  all  the 
company  had  to  show  for  such  expenditures  at  the  time  the  present  manage- 
ment took  hold,  and  down  to  October  1,  1897,  was  said  .028  mile  of  track  and 
overhead  system  constructed  on  said  location,  at  the  easterly  end  thereof,  in 
Newburyport. 

The  present  owners  of  the  stock  (who  took  over  by  assignment  from  the 
old  stockholders,  in  March,  1897,  stock  subscriptions  for  296  shares,  the  same- 
comprising  all  the  then  existing  subscriptions,  except  those  for  i  shares) 
made  new  subscriptions  for  said  296  shares,  and  thereby  agreed  to  pay  the 
company  the  full  par  value  of  the  shares,  notwithstanding  the  payment 
alleged  to  have  been  made  on  a  portion  thereof  (50  per  cent  on  112  shares  and 
10  per  cent  on  188  shares,  as  above  recited)  by  their  predecessors.  Additional 
subscriptions  were  taken  at  the  same  time  for  $20,000  of  stock,  so  as  to  bring 
the  total  capital  up  to  $50,000,  that  being  the  amount  authorized  by  order  of 
the  Railroad  Commissioners,  passed  October  12,  1896. 

Subsequent  to  October  1,  1897,  the  full  par  value  of  496  shares  has  been 
paid  into  the  company's  treasury  in  cash.  On  the  4  shares  above  referred 
to  50  per  cent  was  paid  in  October,  1893.  An  assessment  of  $50  per  share 
(the  remaining  50  per  cent  due  thereon)  was  made  by  vote  of  the  directors  on 
said  4  shares  October  9,  1897,  and  is  now  due  and  payable  from  the  holders 
of  the  same. 

This  statement  will  explain  the  shrinkage  which  the  present  report  shows 
in  the  assets  of  the  company  as  compared  with  the  company's  return  of  last 
year,  wherein  it  appeared  the  company  had  cash  $21.61,  and  bills  and  accounts 
receivable  amounting  to  $5,550;  total,  $5,571.61.  The  books  show  that  on 
February  2,  1897,  the  then  management  paid  out  to  three  of  the  incorporators 
of  the  company  $5,571.61  for  "  salaries- and  expenses."  The  only  other  assets 
reported  last  year  were  :  "  Roadbed  and  tracks,  $140.38  ;  electric  line  construc- 
tion, including  poles,  wiring,  feeder  lines,  etc.,  $82.75;  salaries,  engineering 
and  other  expenses  incident  to  construction,  $1,685.26;  total,  $1,908.39.'-' 
The  present  management  has  deemed  it  wise  to  write  off  from  the  books  the 
difference  between  $1,908.39  and  $200,  or  $1,708.39.  With  this  change  made 
in  the  books,  they  now  show  that  the  only  assets  of  the  company  September 
30,  1897,  were  said  .028  mile  of  track  and  overhead  construction,  valued  at 
$200. 
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In  March,  1897,  the  Lowell,  Lawrence  &  Haverhill  Street  Eailway  Company 
offered  to  sell,  and  this  company  verbally  agreed  to  purchase,  the  old  horse- 
car  line  (about  3.454  miles)  extending  from  Groveland  to  West  Newbury,  with 
the  real  estate  and  equipment  thereto  belonging,  for  f  15,000.  The  transaction 
has  not  been  consummated,  but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  in  the  near  future.

This  Indenture,  made  in  duplicate  this  first  day  of  June,  A.D.  1897,  by  and  between 
the  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  existing  under 
and  by  virtue  ot  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  hereinafter  denominated  the  Lessor,  and  The  New  England  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth  and 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  party  of  the  second  part, 
and  hereafter  denominated  the  Lessee, 

WITNESSETH :  That  the  said  parties,  each  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
each  in  consideration  of  the  grants,  covenants  and  engagements  herein  made  by  the

2.  The  total  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received  at  one  station 
on  the  road  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad  and  delivered  at  another  station  on 
the  road  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad. 
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3.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  on  the  road  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocliet  Railroad  and  delivered  at  stations 
not  on  the  line  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad. 

4.  A.  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  and  delivered  at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  the 
lessor. 

5.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad,  and 
delivered  at  stations  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  on  the  road  of  the  said  Milford  & 
Woonsocket  Railroad. 

6.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad,  and 
transported  over  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad,  to  be 
delivered  at  stations  beyond  and  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  said  Milford  & 
Woonsocket  Railroad. 

The  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  due  the  lessor  as  above  shall  be  such  a  proportion 
of  the  total  receipts  of  the  lessee  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  over  the  roads 
of  the  lessor  and  said  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad  and  of  the  lessee,  as  the  distance 
said  passengers  and  freight  are  hauled  over  the  road  of  the  lessor  and  over  said  Milford 
&  Woonsocket  Railroad  bears  to  the  total  distance  hauled  over  said  roads  and  the  road 
of  the  lessee.  In  determining  the  length  of  the  haul  over  the  road  of  the  lessor,  the

The  lessee  shall  operate  said  railroad,  and  shall  pay  any  and  all  expenses  connected 
with  such  operation,  including  in  such  expenses  any  judgments  recovered  for  loss  or 
damage  to  persons  or  property  sustained  during  the  term  of  this  lease;  shall  fix  and 
determine  all  rates  for  transporting  freight  and  passengers  over  the  leased  premises; 
and  shall  pay  all  taxes  of  every  description,  federal,  state  and  municipal,  upon  the 
property,  franchise  or  capital  stock  of  the  lessor. 

The  lessee  shall  at  its  own  expense  maintain  and  keep  the  demised  premises  and  all 
the  property  and  fixtures  of  every  description  which  it  shall  receive  under  this  lease,  in 
as  good  order  and  condition  as  the  same  are  in  at  the  date  of  this  lease  or  when  received 
by  the  lessee;  shall  keep  the  premises  reasonably  insured,  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds 
of  any  insurance  to  restoring  or  replacing  the  property  destroyed,  or  in  making  per- 
manent improvements  not  in  the  nature  of  ordinary  repairs,  upon  the  demised  premises ;

secure  the  lessee  in  full  enjoyment  of  all  the  property,  rights,  franchises  and  interest 
herein  demised,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  lease;  and 
shall  permit  the  lessee  to  use  the  name  of  the  lessor,  and  hereby  grants  the  use  of  such 
name  irrevocably,  in  all  legal  proceedings  and  in  all  cases  needful  for  obtaining,  holding 
and  enjoying  the  premises  hereby  demised,  and  for  all  purposes  consistent  with  the  true 
scope  and  intent  of  this  lease.

LEASE   OF  THE   MILFORD   &  WOONSOCKET  RAILROAD    TO    THE    NEW 
ENGLAND   RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

This  Indenture,  made  in  duplicate  this  first  day  of  June,  A.D.  1897,  by  and  between 
the  Milford  &  Woonsociiet  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
hereinafter  denominated  the  Lessor,  and  The  New  England  Railroad  Company,  a  cor- 
poration existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth  and  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  party  of  the  second  part,  and  herein- 
after denominated  the  Lessee, 

WITNESSETH :  That  the  said  parties,  each  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
each  in  consideration  of  the  grants,  covenants  and  engagements  herein  made  by  the 
other,  have  granted,  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  do  hereby  grant,  covenant  and  agree, 
each  to  and  with  the  other,  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  follows,  to  wit :  — 

The  lessor  doth  grant,  demise,  and  lease  unto  the  lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
its  railroad  and  property  of  every  description,  as  the  said  railroad  is  now  located  in  the 
town  of  Bellingham  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  in  the  towns  of  Hopedale  and  Milford 
in  the  county  of  Worcester,  and  in  the  towns  of  Hopkinton  and  Ashland  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  in  said  Commonwealth,  or  as  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  located,  includ- 
ing all  lands  covered  by  the  location  of  said  railroad,  as  shown  by  the  location  plans 
filed  with  the  county  commissioners  of  said  counties  of  Norfolk,  Worcester  and  Middle- 
sex, and  any  and  all  lands  outside  of  said  location  now  owned  by  said  lessor,  its  rail- 
roads, branches,  track,  side  tracks,  roadbeds,  superstructures,  station  houses,  depot 
grounds,  depots,  viaducts,  bridges,  shops,  buildings,  fixtures,  machinery,  tools,  fur- 
niture and  telegraph  instruments,  and  all  rights,  franchises,  easements,  privileges  and 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  together  with  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  all  tolls, 
rent,  revenue,  income  and  profits  of  the  demised  premises. 

To  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  all  and  singular  the  demised  premises  to  the  lessee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  full  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  April,  A.D.  1897,  the  said  -lessee  yielding  and  paying  rent  as  provided  in  the 
article  next  following,  and  keeping  and  performing  the  terms,  conditions  and  stipula- 
tions hereinafter  contained,  on  the  part  of  said  lessee  to  be  kept  and  performed. 
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The  lessee  shall  pay  to  the  lessor  as  rent  for  the  demised  premises,  during  the  terra  of 
this  lease,  $4,200  per  year  on  the  first  days  of  July,  October,  January  and  April  of  each

1.  The  total  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received  at  one  station 
on  the  road  of  the  lessor  and  delivered  at  another  station  on  the  road  of  the  lessor. 

2.  The  total  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received  at  one  station 
on  the  road  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  and  delivered  at  another 
station  of  the  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad. 

3.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  on  the  road  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  and  delivered 
at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad.    ■ 

4.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  and  delivered  at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor. 

5.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  .Rail- 
road, and  delivered  at  stations  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  on  the  road  of  the  Milford, 
Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad. 

6.  A  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  received 
at  stations  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Rail- 
road, and  transported  over  the  road  of  the  lessor  or  of  the  said  Milford,  Franklin  & 
Providence  Railroad,  to  be  delivered  at  stations  beyond  and  not  on  the  road  of  the  lessor 
or  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad. 

The  pro  rata  portion  of  the  receipts  due  the  lessor  as  above  shall  be  such  a  proportion 
of  the  total  receipts  of  the  lessee  for  transporting  passengers  and  freight  over  the  roads 
of  the  lessor  and  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  and  of  the  lessee,  as  the 
distance  said  passengers  and  freight  are  hauled  over  the  road  of  the  lessor  and  over  said 
Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  bears  to  the  total  distance  hauled  over  said 
roads  and  the  road  of  the  lessee.  In  determining  the  length  of  the  haul  on  the  road  of 
the  lessor,  the  point  where  the  tracks  of  the  lessor  intersect  the  westerly  side  line  of  the 
location  of  the  Woonsocket  division  of  the  railroad  of  the  lessee  in  said  town  of  Belling- 
ham,  shall  be  considered  the  southerly  terminus  of  the  road  of  said  lessor,  and  the  point 
where  the  tracks  of  said  lessor  enter  upon  the  location  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road Company  in  the  town  of  Ashland,  shall  be  its  northerly  terminus ;  and  in  determin- 
ing the  length  of  the  haul  over  the  road  of  the  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad, 
the  point  where  the  tracks  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  intersect  the 
westerly  side  line  of  the  location  of  the  lessee  at  or  near  Nason's  Crossing,  so  called,  in 
said  town  of  Franklin,  shall  be  considered  the  easterly  terminus  of  said  Milford,  Frank- 
lin &  Providence  Railroad,  and  the  point  where  the  tracks  of  said  Milford,  Franklin  & 
Providence  Railroad  enter  upon  the  land  owned  by  the  lessee  in  said  town  of  Belling- 
ham,  shall  be  considered  its  westerly  terminus. 

The  lessee  shall  operate  said  railroad,  and  shall  pay  any  and  all  expenses  connected 
with  such  operation,  including  in  such  expenses  any  judgments  recovered  for  loss  or 
damage  to  persons  or  property  sustained  during  the  term  of  this  lease ;  shall  fix  and 
determine  all  rates  for  transporting  freight  and  passengers  over  the  leased  premises;

shall  make  all  returns  required  by  law,  and  shall  furnish  the  lessor  with  such  abstracts 
of  accounts  as  shall  enable  it  to  make  all  returns  required  of  the  lessor.
